EXECUTIVE  SESSIONS 


The  Executive  Sessions  of  the  113th  Annual  Session  were 
preceded  on  the  morning  of  the  previous  day,  Tuesday, 
September  8th,  by  a  Meeting  of  the  Directors  of  The  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  in  the  Essex  Room  of  the 
Cleary  Auditorium  and  Memorial  Convention  Centre,  Riverside 
Drive  West,  Windsor,  Ontario.  Ill.\Bro.‘.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°, 
President  of  the  Foundation,  presided.  Following  this,  an 
informal  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Deputies  was  convened  in  the 
same  room,  at  which  items  of  general  interest  to  the  Rite  were 
discussed.  Following  luncheon  in  the  Ontario  Room  of  the 
adjacent  Hilton  Hotel,  discussion  continued  until  mid- 
afternoon.  In  early  evening  the  Active  and  Past  Active  Members, 
their  Guests  and  Ladies  gathered  at  the  Essex  Golf  and  Country 
Club,  Windsor  for  an  informal  dinner. 
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MEETING  OF  DEPUTIES 

CLEARY  AUDITORIUM 
WINDSOR,  SEPTEMBER  8,  1987 

The  Deputies  of  this  Supreme  Council  met  at  the  Cleary 
Auditorium  in  the  Dieppe  Room  at  11:30  a.m.  Tuesday,  Septem¬ 
ber  8th,  1987. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill.*.Bro.’.Gordon  L.  Bennett, 
33°  welcomed  most  sincerely  all  the  Deputies,  also  Lieutenant 
Grand  Commander  Ill. ‘.Bro.  "John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  and  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill.*. Bro. '.Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°, 
who  joined  in  the  meeting.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
said  how  pleased  he  was  that  these  latter  two  Brothers  were 
present,  as  they  could  offer  some  valuable  input  into  this 
unstructured  meeting. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  impressed  upon  these 
Deputies  that  this  meeting  with  no  agenda  presented  a  forum  for 
free  and  easy  discussion  of  any  topic  which  they  wished  to 
present  before  the  board. 

Ill.*.Bro.*.G.  Carlton  Phair,  33°  opened  the  discussion  by 
mentioning  that  he  had  had  some  informal  conversations  with 
Honorary  Members  in  the  Valleys  under  his  jurisdiction  and, 
because  of  this  dialogue,  proposed  to  initiate  a  seminar  at 
Hamilton  in  the  latter  part  of  September. 

It  would  take  the  form  of  a  dinner  meeting  that  he  would 
chair  —  with  help  from  a  panel  of  Active  Members  within  his 
Jurisdiction. 

Ill’.Bro.'.G.  Carlton  Phair,  33°  mentioned  that  each  Valley 
had  been  asked  to  prepare  a  brief,  and  have  a  spokesman  present 
their  case.  He  hoped  that  from  these  presentations  some  informal 
discussion  would  take  place.  He  also  mentioned  that  the  panel  he 
had  selected  to  assist  him  were:

Ill.*.Bro.*.Gordon  K.  Trenholm,  33° 
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and  these  Brethren  would  field  any  contentious  queries  that 
might  arise.  He  also  appointed  a  local  member,  a  lawyer, 
Ill/.Bro. ‘.Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  to  answer  any  questions  of  a 
legal  nature. 

Ill.*.Bro.*.W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33°  and  Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Raymond 
K.  Adams,  33°  mentioned  that  they  have  had  such  meetings  in 
their  Valleys,  but  not  quite  as  structured  as  Ill.‘.Bro.*.G.  Carlton 
Phair,  33°  was  proposing.  Nevertheless  they,  i.e., 
Ill.‘.Bro.‘.Milligan,  and  Ill.*.Bro.\  Adams,  did  not  allow  their 
meetings  to  generate  into  a  free-for-all  with  everyone  speaking  at 
once. 

Ill.‘.Bro.‘.G.  Carlton  Phair,  33°  stated  that  he  hoped  that  the 
merit  of  this  meeting  would  influence  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  to  perhaps  allot  a  period  of  time  at  the  next 
Supreme  Council  Meeting  in  Vancouver  for  a  seminar  to  occur. 

Some  very  interesting  dialogue  took  place  on  the  merit  of 
having  a  joint  installation  ceremony,  particularly  as  a  means  of 
saving  time,  but  of  significant  consideration  of  having  a  better 
attendance  of  members,  since  only  one  evening  would  be 
involved,  rather  than  two  or  three  when  a  Consistory  is  also 
located  in  the  Valley. 

Another  topic  of  interest  that  was  discussed  by  the  Deputies 
was  regarding  having  a  common  set  of  By-laws  in  a  Valley  for  all 
Bodies  located  there.  All  agreed  that,  apart  from  saving  money,  it 
would  be  much  less  confusing  to  the  membership,  particularly 
when  there  is  a  variation  regarding  what  is  or  is  not  allowed. 

It  was  a  common  opinion  that  dialogue  between  Valleys  is 
not  as  vocal  as  it  could  be  —  greater  fraternization,  sharing  of 
ideas  as  it  related  to  encouraging  better  attendance,  noon 
luncheons  oriented  to  the  retired  Brethren,  money  making 
schemes  for  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  It  was  felt 
that  some  Valley  might  have  an  original  twist  that  would  work 
equally  well  in  another  location.  Two  schemes  that  have  worked 
well  in  some  Valleys  are  Mardi  gras  Nights,  and  Golf  Tourna¬ 
ments.  But  it  was  stressed  most  forcefully  that  the  Valleys  should 
want  to  share  ideas  with  definite  originality. 
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The  subject  of  public  viewing  of  some  parts  of  our  degree 
work  was  raised,  and  Ill'.Bro. \W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33° 
advanced  the  case  for  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  of  the  Valley 
of  Calgary  that  wants  to  present  part  of  the  16°.  The  cast  of  this 
degree  is  very  well  skilled,  and  professional.  They  travel  widely 
throughout  the  West  presenting  this  degree  in  other  Valleys,  and 
they  would  particularly  like  their  wives  to  view  it. 

Ill'.Bro.  *.G.  Carlton  Phair,  33°  mentioned  that  there  had 
been  some  opposition  to  having  it  done. 

Ill'.Bro.'.Raymond  K.  Adams,  33°  objected  to  any  such 
presentation  being  done  when  the  ladies  are  kept  in  an  adjoining 
room  while  the  secret  work  is  being  done,  and  then  admit  the 
ladies.  He  felt  that  this  could  lead  the  ladies  to  really  flex  their 
imagination  as  to  what  is  developing  behind  closed  doors. 

Ill'.Bro.' John  V.  Lawer,  33°  called  the  Deputies’  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  has  commis¬ 
sioned  a  play  to  be  written,  commemorating  the  200th  anniversa¬ 
ry  of  the  writing  of  their  Constitution.  Perhaps  we  could  have  a 
play  written  embodying  some  of  our  principles  specifically 
oriented  toward  our  families. 

Ill'.Bro.' John  A  Bourne,  33°  agreed  with  Ill'.Bro. '.Lawer 
that  a  play  written  for  a  specific  purpose  would  be  worthwhile  to 
display  our  robes,  our  settings,  and  to  present  in  a  favourable 
light  the  excellent  acting  ability  of  our  members. 

Some  of  the  wives  have  had  an  active  part  in  tailoring  these 
costumes  and  might  like  to  see  them  in  use. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33°  reminded  the  Deputies 
that,  in  some  Valleys,  wives  and  families  have  been  invited  to  the 
Relighting  of  the  Lights  —  and  this  is  but  a  step  away  from 
allowing  other  of  our  presentations  to  be  witnessed. 

Ill.’.Bro.'.Raymond  K.  Adams,  33°  thought  that  the  whole 
question  of  allowing  families  to  witness  modified  sections  of  our 
degrees  should  be  relegated  to  the  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation 
Committee  for  a  ruling.  Perhaps,  since  there  seems  to  be  inroads 
being  made  by  women  into  Rotary,  Kiwanis  and  Lions,  it  might 
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auger  well  for  our  Order  if  more  openness  were  permitted  for  our 
“Secret”  organizations  to  survive  for  a  longer  time. 

Ill. '.Bro.‘ John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  speaking  from  a  legal  point  of 
view,  thought  we  should  be  wary  of  contravening  the  Human 
Rights  Code  Section  #17  . 

IlL'.Bro.'.W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33°  felt  we  should  be 
prepared  to  defend  our  Order  from  a  concerted  feminist  attack. 

Both  Ill.'.Bro.'.N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  33°  and  IlL'.Bro.’.G. 
Carlton  Phair,  33°  felt  some  direction  in  this  matter  should  come 
from  the  Advisory  Council,  and  that  they  appoint  a  committee  to 
investigate  this  whole  matter. 

Problems  have  arisen  in  some  Valleys  where  a  Brother  is 
holding  elective  offices  in  two  Bodies  simultaneously.  This 
contravenes  a  suggestion  in  the  Manual  For  Officers  —  but 
perhaps  it  should  be  clarified  in  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  to 
correct  this  apparent  confusion. 

There  is  some  movement  of  Brethren  from  Valley  to  Valley 
—  all  thought  that  it  would  be  an  advantageous  move  for  the 
Secretary  or  Registrar  to  notify  his  counterpart  that  a  Brother  was 
moving  into  his  Jurisdiction,  with  a  copy  of  the  notification  to  the 
Deputy.  The  Deputy  could,  if  he  were  an  Honorary  33°,  make  a 
point  of  extending  a  welcome  to  him. 

There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  regarding  the  presentation  of 
the  Ladies  Pins.  It  was  felt  that  a  more  formal  way  could  be 
devised  other  than  having  it  in  a  Members  folder.  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander’s  wife  could  present  the  Pins  at  the  Noon 
Luncheon.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  could  do  the  same 
when  he  meets  and  greets  the  Candidates  and  their  wives  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Supreme  Council  Dinner  on  Thursday 
evening. 

Wearing  of  a  number  of  jewels  was  raised  by 
Ill.\Bro.‘.Gerald  A.  Chaulk,  33°.  While  there  was  not  unanimity 
on  this  point,  some  felt  it  had  some  merit.  Ill. *.Bro. '.Chaulk 
suggested  the  way  to  circumvent  this  practice  would  be  to  have 
small  replicas  on  the  ribbon  of  one  of  the  jewels. 
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It  was  remarked  that  Candidates  come  to  our  Session  not 
knowing  that  they  should  have  asked  a  friend  to  present  their 
ring  and  collar  to  them.  Deputies  should  notify  the  Brother  when 
he  is  informed  of  his  elevation  to  the  33°  that  that  is  one  of  the 
duties  required  of  him. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  thanked  all  for  their 
interest  and  participation  in  this  very  worthwhile  discussion. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  3:00  p.m.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  9th,  1987 

At  9:00  a.m.  the  Members  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation  of  Canada  met  under  the  Chairmanship  of  its 
President,  Ill/. Bro. ‘.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°,  in  the  Dieppe  Room, 
Cleary  Auditorium. 

At  10:00  a.m.  the  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  met  in 
Executive  Session  in  the  Dieppe  Room  of  the  Cleary  with 
Ill/.Bro/.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
in  the  Chair. 

Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill. ‘.Bro.  John  W.  Lowry,  33°, 
read  the  Notice  calling  the  Meeting  pursuant  to  Article  5  (c)  of 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  our  Supreme  Council  33°. 
Ill.‘.Bro.*.Bennett  then  declared  the  Supreme  Council  to  be  duly 
called  and  open  in  Executive  Session. 

It  was  moved  by  Ill. '.Bro.' John  V.  Lawer,  33°  and  seconded 
by  Ill.‘.Bro.‘.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°  and  carried  unanimously  that 
Ill.*.Bro.‘  John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  Executive  Secretary,  be  permitted  to 
attend  the  Sessions  of  the  Executive. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  extended  a  cordial  frater¬ 
nal  welcome  to  all  those  in  attendance.  He  especially  welcomed 
Ill.‘.Bros.‘.Donald  W.  Lambie,  33°,  and  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  33°, 
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who  were  attending  the  Executive  Session  as  Active  Members  for 
the  first  time,  and  invited  them  to  take  part  in  the  discussions. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  paid  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  three  Past  Active  Members  in  the  persons  of 
Ill. \Bro. '.Donald  Methuen  Fleming,  33°,  died  December  31, 1986;

IlL'.Bro. '.Bennett  expressed  profound  regret  in  the  loss  of  these 
Brethren,  and  invited  the  Grand  Prior,  IlL'.Bro.'A  Lome 
Mackay,  33°,  to  lead  the  assembled  Brethren  in  prayer  and  a 
minute  of  silence  in  respect  of  their  memory. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  reported  that  Active  Member, 
Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'.Bro.’.Donald  L.  Witter, 
33°,  was  unable  to  attend  the  Session  for  health  reasons,  and 
Active  Member,  IlL’.Bro.'.T.  Raymond  Powell,  33°,  because  of  a 
pressing  personal  commitment.  On  motion  of  IlL'.Bro.' John  C. 
Allan,  33°,  seconded  by  IlL'.Bro.'.W.  Robertson  Carveth,  33°,  and 
carried  unanimously,  it  was  agreed  that  these  two  Active 
Members  be  excused.

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  announced  that 
IlL'.Bro.'.William  Ralph  Carmichael,  33°  and  IlL’.Bro.'.Kenneth 
Neil  Nesbitt,  33°,  were  subject  to  transfer  to  Past  Active  Rank 
under  Article  8  (a)iv  of  our  Statutes  and  Regulations,  effective 
midnight  Friday,  September  11,  1987.  IlL'.Bro. ’.Bennett 
expressed  his  warm  appreciation  for  their  positive  contribution 
to  the  Masonic  Order  and  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  He  thanked  them, 
and  wished  them  well  in  their  new  status. 

Arrangements  were  considered  and  confirmed  for  the 
agenda  in  General  Session,  the  reception  of  Distinguished 
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Guests,  the  conferral  of  the  degree  of  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  33°,  the  Vesper  Service,  the  Supreme  Council  Dinner, 
the  Friday  Luncheon,  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s 
Banquet 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  expressed  deep  regret  in 
the  loss  by  death  of  three  Candidates  of  the  1987  Class,  namely: 
Ill.‘.Bros.' James  Oliphant  Campbell,  32°,  Frederick  Theodore 
Schooley,  32°;  and  Wallace  MacKenzie  Secord,  32°,  and  added 
that  he  had  sent  a  letter  of  sympathy  to  each  of  the  respective 
widows.

THIRD  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 
THURSDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  10th,  1987 

The  Executive  Session  resumed  at  9:00  a.m.  in  the  Dieppe 
Room  of  the  Cleary.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then 
called  upon  Ill.'.Bro.'John  C.  Allan,  33°,  who  introduced  invited 
Guest  Ill.'.Bro.'.Dr.  Frederic  R.  Branscombe,  33°,  who,  in  turn, 
presented  the  Interim  Report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on 
Computer  Feasibility  Study.  Ill.’.Bro/.Branscombe  explained 
that  “this  Report  is  concerned  only  with  the  extent  of  the  current 
use  of  electronic  data  processing,  and  with  the  associated 
question  of  attitudes  in  the  field  concerning  information  storage 
and  retrieval,  and  concerning  collaboration  between  Officers  of 
Lodges  and  of  Supreme  Council.  No  consideration  is  given  in 
this  Report  to  the  recommendation  of  particular  technologies 
and  associated  equipment,  or  any  other  specific  technical  or 
financial  matter.”  The  Report  concluded  with  the  following 
recommendations,  namely, 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  the  authority  under  which  this  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  operates  be  continued  until  the  1988  meeting  of  the 
Supreme  Council. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  during  the  next  year  this  investigation 
concentrate  on  the  following  aspects  of  the  study: 
-Consideration  of  the  perceived  needs  by  the  Officers  of 
Constituent  Bodies  and  of  this  Council. 

-Ways  in  which  these  needs  are  being  met  by  use  of  this 
technology  in  other  Jurisdictions  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  Grand 
Lodge  and  other  Concordant  Bodies. 

-A  similar  study  of  the  applications  of  the  technology  and 
financial  implications  of  this  programme. 
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3.  It  is  recommended  that  Valleys  be  encouraged  to  delay  further 
purchases  of  electronic  data  processing  equipment  until  the 
above  noted  studies  have  been  completed  and  Supreme 
Council  has  had  the  opportunity  to  consider  recommenda¬ 
tions  touching  on  compatibility  of  equipment  and  electronic 
communications  by  Valleys  with  one  another  and  with 
Officers  of  Supreme  Council. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that  an  information  programme  be 
undertaken  with  the  purpose  of  increasing  awareness  on  the 
part  of  all  concerned  of  the  full  potential  of  electronic  data 
processing. 

Ill.’.Bro.’Allan  then  moved,  seconded  by  Ill.'. Bro.’. Lowry, 
that  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Report  of  the 
Computer  Feasibility  Study  be  adopted.  Carried.

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THE  PRINCIPLE  OF  UNDISCOURAGEABLE  PERSISTENCE 


SUPREME  COUNCIL  VESPER  SERVICE 
ST.  ANDREW’S  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH

PRAYER:  Eternal  God,  through  words  which  are  inadequate  and  all  too 
frail,  may  your  truth  which  can  make  us  free  and  lead  us  to  heights  of  the 
spirit  shine  through  and  bless  us  by  Thy  grace.  Amen. 


Those  of  you  who  were  present  last  year  at  Charlottetown,  Prince 
Edward  Island,  may  be  somewhat  surprised  to  have  to  listen  to  the  same 
Preacher  at  the  Annual  Vesper  Service  this  year.  It  is  not  the  usual 
custom  so  to  do,  and  for  your  encouragement  I  assure  you  that  it  will  not 
become  the  general  practice. 

I  suspect  it  was  an  act  of  desperation  on  the  part  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  to  insist  that  I  should  be  the  Preacher  here  at 
Windsor.  I  also  suspect  that  he  caught  me  in  a  weak  moment  when  I 
consented.  I  trust  you  will  be  kind  and  accept  this  added  affliction  with 
grace  and  gentleness,  and  patient  understanding. 

You  will  realize.  I'm  sure,  that  having  pulled  out  all  the  stops  last 
year  in  my  native  Province,  I  was  at  a  bit  of  a  loss  about  what  to  preach 
this  year.  (You  may  have  a  measure  of  difficulty  believing  that  -  coming 
from  a  Preacher  -  but  there  is  an  element  of  truth  in  it.) 

Those  of  you  with  remarkable  memories  may  recall  that  last  Fall  I 
preached  on  the  theme  “The  Lure  of  the  Cave”,  and  may  even  recall  that 
in  the  closing  frame  we  saw  that  old  Warrior,  Elijah,  overcoming  the  lure 
of  his  particular  cave,  and,  in  the  strength  of  the  Eternal,  going  back  to 
face  the  issues  of  life  in  the  spirit  of  an  undiscourageable  persistence.  It 
came  to  me  that  the  services  this  year  -  without  any  further  reference  to 
that  noble  soul,  Elijah  -  might  enlarge  on  the  continuing  need  for 
worthy  persistence  in  the  important  areas  of  our  lives. 

So  it  is  (as  you  will  have  noted)  that  our  theme  at  this  Vesper  Service 
reminds  all  of  us  of  the  Principle  of  an  Undiscourageable  Persistence. 

I  want  to  move  into  this  theme  by  repeating  a  little  story  which  Dr. 
William  Barclay,  a  very  noted  Scottish  theologian,  teacher,  and  writer, 
tells  on  himself.  He  was  looking  for  a  certain  street  in  London,  England. 
He  had  received  explicit  directions  as  to  how  to  get  to  it.  To  the  best  of 
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his  ability  he  followed  the  instructions  but,  as  is  often  the  case  when  you 
are  looking  for  a  place  unknown  to  you,  it  seemed  very  far  away.  As  he 
walked  along  one  street  he  came  to  a  place  where  the  road  branched. 
After  hesitating  a  bit,  he  chose  one  branch,  but  after  a  block  or  so  he 
questioned  his  choice,  and  turned  back.  He  recalled  that  at  the  junction 
there  had  been  a  policeman  on  point  duty,  and  retracing  his  steps  he 
approached  the  English  bobby  to  get  fresh  instructions.  “Why,  sir”,  said 
the  courteous  policeman,  “I  saw  you  pass  by  a  short  time  ago.  You  were 
on  the  right  way  to  it  just  now,  but  you  turned  back  too  soon.” 

You  were  on  the  right  way,  but  you  turned  back  too  soon!  I  suggest 
to  you  that  there  is  a  profound  truth  for  living  in  that  casual  remark. 
There  are  countless  persons  who  fail  in  life: 

-  not  because  they  lack  ability, 

-  not  because  of  misfortune, 

-  not  because  of  what  they  often  mistakenly  call  bad  luck, 

-  not  because  of  lack  of  opportunity, 

but  simply  and  plainly  because  they  turn  back  too  soon.  They  lack  the 
spirit  of  persistence,  and  so  fall  short  of  their  potential,  fail  to  reach 
realizable  goals  and  worthy  achievements. 

It  was  this.  I’m  sure,  which  was  at  the  heart  of  that  gallant  old 
Warrior,  the  Apostle  Paul,  who,  candidly  confessing  that  while  he  had 
still  much  to  learn,  nonetheless  gave  utterance  to  a  brave  and  positive 
declaration:  “I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus.” 

Despite  every  obstacle  (and  there  were  many),  despite  every  difficul¬ 
ty  (they  met  him  everywhere),  despite  every  discouragement  (life  was  full 
of  them),  he  would  not  turn  back  too  soon.  There  can  be  no  doubt  this 
strong  determination  played  its  essential  part  in  making  his  life  a 
constant  pageant  of  triumph. 

This  principle  of  having  persistence  has  a  most  direct  bearing  on 
many  areas  of  life.  I  want  to  underline  three  which  are  of  particular 
importance  to  us. 


I.  In  the  first  place,  this  principle  is  the  secret  of  the  enlargement  of  our 
mental  powers  and  our  range  of  knowledge. 

I  do  not  question  for  a  moment  that  some  have  greater  mental 
capacity  than  others  (a  fact  of  life  of  which  I  am  personally  all  too 
painfully  aware),  but  far  too  many  do  not  measure  up  to  the  capacity 
they  actually  possess  or  with  which  they  were  born. 
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Recently,  I  came  across  a  couple  of  quotations  which  underline  this 

fact: 

James  Bryce  (1838-1922)  once  wrote: 

“For  the  vast  majority  of  mankind  nothing  is  more  agreeable  than  to 
escape  the  need  for  mental  exertions  ...  to  most  people  nothing  is  more 
troublesome  than  the  effort  of  thinking.” 

Thomas  Raynesford  Lounsbury  (1838-1915)  echoed  this  sweeping 
statement  when  he  wrote  of  “the  infinite  capacity  of  the  human  mind  to 
resist  the  introduction  of  useful  knowledge.” 

What  a  pity!  WJiat  a  waste!  What  a  loss!  To  turn  back  from  the 
search  for  knowledge  or  to  cease  too  soon  in  the  attempt  to  possess  a 
rich,  clear  and  well  stocked  mind! 

A  poet  named  R.  H.  Granville  (part  of  whose  work  came  to  my 
attention  by  way  of  Charles  Sankey)  has  written,  and  I  quote: 

“Bless  all  those  who  labour  with  the  mind; 

Who,  from  the  wells  of  beauty,  have  drawn  up 
Wine  for  men’s  thirst,  and  at  the  springs  of  life 
Share  with  their  brethren  cup  on  brimming  cup.” 

In  both  the  realm  of  the  spiritual  and  the  secular  we  have  the 
privilege  and  opportunity  to  share  in  the  rich  legacy  of  knowledge;  to 
enrich  and  enlarge  our  minds;  to  add  continuing  and  widening  horizons 
to  our  lives;  to  make  our  own  the  words  of  William  Blake,  “I  will  not 
cease  from  mental  fight.” 

All  it  takes  is  persistence:  not  settling  for  less  than  we  have  to;  not 
turning  back  too  soon. 

II.  In  the  second  place,  this  principle  must  be  evident  in  our  concern,  our 
charity,  our  hospitality,  our  compassion,  our  love,  our  spirit  of  brotherhood: 
the  things  which  give  true  stature  to  our  lives  as  human  beings  and  as 
Children  of  God. 

This,  too,  needs  emphasis  in  our  time,  and  in  our  world,  and  in  our 

lives. 

It  troubles  me  to  read  the  many  stories  which  record  the  fact  that  in 
this  area  of  existence  far  too  many  people  fall  to  the  temptation  to  turn 
back  too  soon. 

Whether  from  innate  prejudice  -  or  racial  dislike  -  or  fear  of  having 
our  comfortable  lives  disturbed  -  or  because  of  inner  selfishness  -  it  is 
fatally  easy  to  turn  back  from  caring  or  concern,  or  compassion  or  love. 
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We  need  to  hear  again  and  again  that  most  penetrating  and  troubl¬ 
ing  story  of  the  Good  Samaritan  which  tells  of  how  certain  ones  of 
whom  one  would  normally  have  the  right  to  expect  the  best  turned  back 
too  soon,  and  passed  by  on  the  other  side;  but  a  story  which  also  tells  of 
one  who  went  all  the  way,  made  the  word  “neighbour”  really 
meaningful,  and  made  the  despised  word  “Samaritan”  a  word  of 
glorious  meaning  and  beauty. 

I  know  very  well  I  am  speaking  to  the  converted  (not  a  new  or  novel 
thing  for  me),  but  as  old  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  once  put  it  succinctly:  man 
needs  not  so  much  to  be  informed  as  to  be  reminded. 

What  I  am  doing  really  is  to  encourage  and  urge  you  to  persist  in 
these  things:  not  to  grow  discouraged  in  good  works  (even  in  the  face  of 
difficulties,  problems,  or  frustrations,  or  the  totally  unfair  insinuation 
that  our  Order  promises  salvation  through  good  words  alone).  Ever 
persist  in  these  blessed  things  -  you  prove  your  humanity  by  so  doing. 

As  the  aforementioned  Poet,  R.  H.  Granville,  puts  it: 

“Most  of  all,  bless  those  who  serve  with  love! 

No  matter  if  the  task  be  great  or  small, 

A  bright  adventure  or  a  dull  routine, 

A  kindness  done  to  one  or  meant  for  all! 

Head,  heart  and  hands  -  all  three  are  instruments 
Of  Him  who  made  the  world  and  found  it  good. 

And  all  are  blest,  but  doubly  blessed  are  they 
Who  serve  with  love  in  conscious  brotherhood.” 

Ever  persist  in  concern,  in  caring,  in  compassion,  in  love.  You  prove 
your  humanity  by  so  doing. 

III.  One  more  point  and  I  am  done.  In  this  Principle  of  Persistence  we  find 
the  power,  the  strength,  and  the  resiliency  of  great  and  worthy  causes. 

It's  a  spiritual  quality,  really.  From  Abraham  (dear  Father 
Abraham)  hearing  the  call  of  God  to  seek  a  Promised  Land,  and  setting 
out  not  knowing  whither  he  was  going,  but  persisting  -  “Going  on  still”; 
to  Jesus  “steadfastly  setting  His  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem”,  even  though  He 
knew  a  Cross  awaited  Him  there;  to  Paul  with  dauntless  courage  declar¬ 
ing,  “I  press  toward  the  mark  .  .  .  .”;  the  emphasis  is  the  same:  great 
causes  live  through  a  noble  persistence. 

There  are  many  great  causes  -  but  I  want  to  dwell  for  a  few  moments 
on  that  great  cause  which  has  brought  us  together  here  in  this  Church  in 
beautiful  Windsor:  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry. 
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Our  Order  has  been  subjected  to  quite  a  rash  of  attacks  recently  -  at 
times  from  quite  unexpected  sources.  It  has  been  a  disturbing  year  for 
some  of  us.  While  I  have  no  wish  to  engage  in  meaningless  controversy 
or  useless  argument,  some  things  need  to  be  said  (here,  as  elsewhere,  not 
so  much  to  inform,  as  to  remind  ourselves). 

I  find  it  a  strange  paradox  that  when  a  totalitarian  dictatorship 
comes  to  power,  one  of  the  first  organizations  to  be  banned  is  the 
Masonic  Order,  while  certain  elements  in  a  democratic  society  cast 
stones  at  the  same  Order  which  stresses  freedom  and  noble  principles  of 
living.  It  is  exceedingly  curious  that  Adolf  Hitler  was  perfectly  right  to 
recognize  Masonry  as  an  enemy,  while  certain  elements  in  a  free  society 
fail  to  recognize  Masonry  as  a  friend. 

It  puzzles  me  when  an  organization  which  is  not  a  religion  in  itself, 
and  has  no  theology  or  dogma,  should  be  banned  as  a  heresy.  It  is 
passing  strange  indeed!  When  an  Order  stresses  to  a  member  his  duty  to 
his  God,  to  the  laws  of  his  country,  and  to  his  family,  is  it  not  strange  that 
it  should  be  castigated  as  a  heresy?  When  an  Order  urges  its  members  to 
practice  the  magnificent  principles  of  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth, 
is  it  not  strange  that  it  should  be  called  heretical?  When  a  Mason  strives 
to  discover  truth  and  adopt  high  moral  standards  in  his  personal  life,  is 
it  not  a  contradiction  in  terms  to  name  him  a  heretic?  I  am  bound  to  say, 
if  these  things  be  so,  then  in  my  theological  training  at  Seminary  I  must 
have  missed  something  -  I  really  must  have  missed  something! 

However,  though  these  attacks  may  cause  us  pain  or  sadness,  they 
are  not,  nor  should  they  be,  our  primary  concern.  Our  main  concern,  as 
honest  and  convinced  Masons,  is  that  we  be  not  weakened  in  our 
convictions,  nor  deviated  from  our  worthy  purposes.  In  short  -  we  must 
stand  steady  -  strengthened  by  the  great  principle  of  an 
undiscourageable  persistence;  a  persistence  which  in  the  past  did  not 
turn  back  too  soon;  and  will  not  in  the  present  day. 

We  must  never  lose  sight  of  one  preeminent  fact:  our  strength  is 
found  not  in  useless  or  profitless  argument,  but  in  the  power  of  high 
example.  It  is  this  —  persistently  held  —  which  will,  in  the  end,  ever 
impress  the  minds  and  hearts  of  people  whose  opinions  and  respect 
really  matter. 

A  most  distinguished  Canadian,  loyal  churchman,  a  convinced 
Mason,  and  a  valued  friend.  Judge  John  Ross  Matheson,  once  wrote 
some  verse  entitled  “Fashion  Thou  Thy  Craftsman”,  which  speaks  a 
clear  message  in  the  face  of  any  difficulty: 

“O  God,  let  no  day  die  of  wasting  doubts  or  fears; 

Guide  this  soul’s  struggle  skyward  crag  to  crag 
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Until  upon  some  summit,  vista  free. 

It  scans  beyond  and  from  Thy  breezes  hears 
Whisperings  of  Man's  truth. 

Fulfil  this  urge  for  loftier  sight,  O  God; 

Quicken,  strengthen  this  poor  mind  and  then 
'twill  scramble  down  the  crags,  reford  the  streams. 

Rejoin  with  pride  this  favoured  breed  of  men. 

We  are  besotted,  human  pawns  of  passion,  ignorance  and  lust 
Yet  still  courageous,  still  beset  with  dreams".

Brethren. 

It  is  an  honour  and  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  a  few  words  on 
behalf  of  the  Class. 

A  year  ago  at  this  time  we  had  no  idea  we  would  be  here.  Sometime 
thereafter  we  received  a  letter  inviting  us  to  become  Honorary  Inspec- 
tors-General,  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite. 

Our  feelings  were  somewhat  varied  —  surprise,  excitement,  a  little 
nervousness,  pride,  plus  many  others,  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Surprise  because  we  knew  there  were  those  who  were  more  deserv¬ 
ing  and  have  worked  as  hard  as  we  have  for  the  Scottish  Rite.  Excitement 
about  going  to  Supreme  Council  Sessions  and  meeting  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  and  their  wives  from  all  across  Canada.  A  little  nervousness 
because  we  didn't  know  what  to  expect,  and  we  were  going  to  be  meeting 
a  large  number  of  new  people  and  friends.  Pride  to  be  able  to  wear  the 
title  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°  and  join  in  that  rank  with  the 
many  very  distinguished  Masons  who  have  gone  before  us. 

There  was  also  some  feeling  of  relief  because,  in  the  back  of  our 
minds  we  have  wanted  to  receive  our  33rd  Degree,  but  for  some  of  us 
unless  we  received  it  soon  we  would  be  too  old  to  be  so  recognized.  But  I 
don't  think  any  of  us  have  been  active  in  the  Scottish  Rite  or  any  other 
organization  with  the  idea  of  looking  for  honorary  degrees.  We  enjoy  the 
work,  we  enjoy  the  people  we  meet,  and  in  particular  we  enjoy  and 
appreciate  the  lifelong  friendships  we  have  made. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  often  reflected  back  on  my  Masonic 
career,  especially  on  how  it  all  started.  I  had  finished  university,  and  my 
father  asked  me  if  I  was  still  thinking  of  joining  the  Lodge.  I  answered 
positively  but  suggested  that,  since  I  was  soon  moving  to  Western 
Canada,  I  might  wait  until  I  was  more  settled.  He  insisted  that  I  should 
get  started  before  I  moved  —  and  so  began  a  most  pleasant  and 
unforgettable  Masonic  experience. 
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This  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  experience  related  to  me  by  a  W.M. 
and  recycled  P.M.  from  a  small  Lodge  near  Edmonton.  He  had  played 
cards  almost  every  week  for  20  years  with  friends  from  the  town.  They 
discussed  most  every  topic  under  the  sun,  but  very  seldom  did  the  topic 
of  Masonry  come  up.  Finally  after  20  years  the  W.M.  asked  his  friend  if 
he  would  be  interested  in  joining  the  Lodge.  His  friend's  reply  was  “20 
years  ago  I  would  have  jumped  at  the  chance,  but  now  I  think  I’m  too 
old  to  learn  the  memory  work  and  other  things  that  might  be  involved”. 

We  belong  to  one  of  the  greatest  organizations  in  the  world  founded 
on  the  principles  of  morality  and  virtue.  We  should  be  proud  of  it  and  be 
ready  to  speak  about  it  to  friends  and  relatives. 

We  are  not  without  opponents,  and  are  receiving  criticism  from 
unexpected  quarters  such  as  was  stated  by  Ill.’.Bro/.Mackay,  our  Grand 
Prior,  at  the  Vesper  Service.  We  must  live  by  those  principles  of  freema¬ 
sonry  and  we  should  be  promoters  of  the  art  as  monarchs  themselves 
have  been. 

Our  excitement  has  been  shared  by  our  wives  who,  needless  to  say, 
have  spent  many  a  night,  and  numerous  Sundays  rearranging  their 
schedules  to  suit  their  husbands. 

The  chance  to  visit  Windsor  has  been  looked  forward  to  with  great 
anticipation.  For  some  they  have  never  been  this  far  west  before,  for 
others  they  have  never  been  this  far  east,  and  most  of  us  have  not  been 
any  farther  south  in  Canada  than  we  are  right  now.  For  some  it  was 
returning  to  familiar  territory  after  many  years’  absence.  Windsor  is  the 
sun  parlour  of  Canada,  and  the  agricultural  produce  of  this  area  ends  up 
in  all  parts  of  Canada.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  cities  in  Canada  on  one  of 
the  busiest  waterways.  The  people  of  Windsor  have  made  us  feel  most 
welcome.  The  organizing  committee  has  done  an  excellent  job  planning 
and  running  this  113th  Supreme  Council  Session.  The  hospitality  is 
tremendous.  I  know  that  we  plan  to  stay  in  the  area  for  awhile  to  see  and 
enjoy  your  tourist  attractions  and  to  learn  more  about  the  area  and  its 
history. 

To  whomever  it  was  at  Supreme  Council  so  many  years  ago  that  set 
the  pattern  for  these  Annual  Sessions  to  be  held  across  our  great  country 
we  will  forever  be  thankful.  It  will  enable  all  of  us  to  visit  other  parts  of 
Canada  when  we  attend  these  Sessions,  and  I  am  sure  there  will  always 
be  members  of  our  Class  at  these  Sessions  as  long  as  they  are  able  to 
attend. 

A  much  greater  decision  made  by  Supreme  Council,  in  my  opinion, 
and  one  of  lasting  importance  that  has  already  proven  its  worth,  is  The 
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Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  We  all  know  what  it  is  trying  to  do, 
and  we  sincerely  hope  and  pray  that  in  our  lifetime  it  will  benefit  not 
only  Masons,  but  Canadians  from  every  walk  of  life.

ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  records  show  that  every  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  we  are 
attracted  to  Windsor,  Ontario  and  hold  our  Annual  Session  in 
this  beautiful  City.  We  were  last  here  in  1972;  earlier  Sessions  of 
1958  and  1944  suggest  that  we  were  treated  so  well  on  these 
occasions  we  just  keep  coming  back  as  frequently  as  we  can. 

It  is  not  surprising  since  there  are  many  attractions  and 
historical  facts  which  make  Windsor  and  Essex  County  unique 
areas  of  Canada.  Visitors  to  this  great  industrial  City  actually 
look  north  when  viewing  the  City  of  Detroit  across  the  Detroit 
River.  Windsor  is  Canada's  busiest  point  of  entry.  Some  30 
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million  persons  a  year  cross  from  Detroit  either  by  way  of  the 
Tunnel  under  the  Detroit  River,  or  over  the  Ambassador  Bridge. 

Essex  County  is  one  of  Canada's  most  industrialized  areas. 
The  major  City,  Windsor,  has  an  annual  manufacturing  output 
of  over  $2  billion — exceeding  that  of  many  Canadian  Provinces. 
Yet  Essex  is  essentially  rural — a  great  garden  peninsula  of 
orchards  and  farmland,  a  place  for  nature  study,  bird-watching, 
and  lolling  on  sandy  shores. 

As  I  prepare  these  remarks  in  early  July  I  am  reminded  of 
the  annual  International  Freedom  Festival,  shared  by  both  the 
Cities  of  Windsor  and  Detroit,  and  commemorating  the  national 
days  of  two  great  countries  and  the  close  friendship  which  exists 
between  them.  As  the  traditional  festival  events  take  place  a 
strong  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  goodwill  prevails. 

In  this  particular  year,  1987,  when  our  friends  and 
neighbours  in  the  United  States  of  America  are  celebrating  the 
200th  Anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the  United  States 
Constitution,  we  are  particularly  mindful  of  the  greatness  of  our 
neighbour.  One  naturally  asks  how,  in  the  course  of  only  four 
months  of  discussion,  debate,  and  compromise,  the  newly  freed 
American  colonies  and  their  fifty  delegates  could  agree  upon  the 
contents  of  such  an  important  document. 

Without  a  doubt,  the  answer  to  this  question,  in  part  at  least, 
lies  in  the  fact  that  many  of  the  signers  of  the  Constitution- 
thirteen  of  thirty-nine — were  Freemasons  including  the  two  most 
influential  delegates,  George  Washington  and  Benjamin  Frank¬ 
lin.  Undoubtedly,  these  Masonic  statesmen  were  inspired 
through  the  lessons  and  obligations  of  Masonry  to  give  their  all 
to  preserve  the  cherished  principles  of  freedom,  the  right  to  enjoy 
peace  and  liberty,  to  worship  as  they  pleased,  and  to  have  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  government  control  and  domination. 

As  Canadians  we  congratulate  our  American  friends  most 
sincerely  on  the  advancement  and  the  accomplishments  of  two 
centuries,  and  wish  them  further  progress  in  the  future. 

On  behalf  of  the  Windsor  Planning  Committee,  our  Ill.  Dep¬ 
uty,  G.  Carlton  Phair,  33°,  and  myself,  I  welcome  you  all  most 
cordially  to  the  113th  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 
We  are  particularly  pleased  to  have  with  us  many  guests  from 
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outside  this  Jurisdiction,  with  their  ladies,  and  we  hope  that  your 
brief  stay  with  us  will  be  both  profitable  and  enjoyable. 


SCOTTISH  RITE  OF  FREEMASONRY  IN  WINDSOR 

Over  70  years  ago  a  small  but  enthusiastic  group  of  Master 
Masons  in  Windsor  made  application  to  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada  to  organize  and  Work  a  Lodge  of  Perfection.  On  October 
16,  1916  Supreme  Council  granted  the  Charter  under  which  they 
now  operate. 

Growth  was  rapid,  and  the  records  show  that  during  its  first 
five  years  in  existence  430  candidates  became  members  of  the 
Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

In  early  January  of  1919  Supreme  Council  granted  dispensa¬ 
tion  to  open  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  Windsor  with 
I ll.'.Bro. ‘.Arthur  George  Stephen  as  the  first  Most  Wise  Sover¬ 
eign. 

The  leadership  which  Ill.’.Bro.’J.  Fred  Reid  provided  as  the 
first  T.P.G.M.  was  recognized  by  Supreme  Council  in  1920  when 
he  became  the  first  from  the  Valley  to  be  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°.  The  first  Active  Member  of  Supreme 
Council  from  the  Windsor  Valley  was  I ll.'.Bro. ‘.George  E. 
Tumer,33°,  whose  contribution  to  Masonry,  in  all  its  branches,  is 
described  in  another  section  of  this  Allocution. 

The  present  Active  Member  from  the  Windsor  Valley, 
Ill.'.Bro.*. Robert  Colledge,  33°,  is  continuing  the  excellent  leader¬ 
ship  provided  by  his  predecessors  in  this  Valley.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  Windsor  has  become  one  of  the  great  Valleys  in  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  Jurisdiction.

As  the  year  1986  drew  to  a  close  the  sad  news  was  received 
that  Ill.'.Bro.'.Donald  Methuen  Fleming,  33°  had  passed  away 
suddenly  on  December  3 1  st.  A  physical  fitness  buff,  he  swam  and 
played  tennis  on  a  regular  basis  and,  at  the  time  he  was  stricken, 
he  was  engaged  in  his  one  hundredth  game  of  tennis  for  the  year 
1986. 

Ill.\Bro.'.Fleming  at  the  early  age  of  ten  years  determined 
that  Law  would  be  his  chosen  profession.  He  graduated  from 
Osgoode  Hall  in  Toronto  in  1928,  and  for  many  years  practised 
in  Toronto.  He  was  a  great  contributor  to  legal  periodicals  and 
publications,  and  in  1944  he  was  created  a  King’s  Counsel. 

As  a  young  man  he  displayed  an  interest  in  political  life, 
serving  as  Alderman  in  the  City  of  Toronto  and  later  as  a 
successful  political  figure  at  the  Federal  Government  level.  He 
was  elected  a  Member  of  Parliament  in  the  riding  of  Toronto 
Eglinton,  and  held  the  riding  for  the  Progressive  Conservative 
party  for  eighteen  years.  A  colourful  and  articulate  statesman 
and  politician,  he  served  his  country  for  many  years  with  great 
dedication  at  the  highest  level  of  Government. 

The  Masonic  life  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Fleming  commenced  in  1937, 
and  for  fifty  years  he  served  the  Fraternity  with  devotion  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  in  a  multiplicity  of  capacities. 

In  October,  1954  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  33°,  and  was  crowned  an  Active  Member  ten  years  later. 
In  1967  he  was  elected  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  a  position 
he  was  forced  to  vacate  when  he  accepted  a  responsible  banking 
position  in  Nassau  in  the  Bahamas. 

He  took  a  particularly  active  role  in  the  work  of  The  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  and,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  the 
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only  surviving  Member  of  the  original  Board  of  Directors.  His 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  Foundation  equipped  him  well  to 
prepare  and  publish  the  history  of  the  Foundation  under  the  title 
of  “The  First  Twenty  Years”. 

Surviving  Ill.'.Bro.'. Fleming  is  his  wife,  Alice  Watson 
Fleming,  whom  he  married  in  1931,  and  two  sons,  David  and 
Donald,  and  one  daughter,  Mary.  He  was  the  proud  grandfather 
of  two  granddaughters  and  five  grandsons. 

Yorkminster  Baptist  Church  in  Toronto  was  filled  on 
Saturday,  January  3,  1987  with  friends  and  relatives  who  came  to 
pay  their  respects  to  an  outstanding  Canadian  citizen,  a  deeply 
religious  individual,  a  long-time  politician,  and  one  of  Canada’s 
most  knowledgeable  and  devoted  members  of  The  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry. 

We  cherish  his  memory  in  our  hearts. 


ILL  BRO.  GEORGE  EDWARD  TURNER,  33° 

Graduating  from  McGill  University  with  the  degree  of  M.D., 
C.M.  in  1933,  Ill.'.Bro. ‘.George  Edward  Turner,  33°,  from  1934 
until  the  time  of  his  death  on  April  27,  1987,  served  the  people  of 
his  native  City  of  Windsor  with  great  devotion  and  diligence  as  a 
family  physician. 

Born  in  1906,  Bro.  Turner  had  a  full  and  satisfying  life  both 
in  his  profession  and  in  Freemasonry  which  he  dearly  loved,  and 
served  faithfully  in  many  capacities. 

Initiated  in  St.  Andrew’s  Lodge  No.  642  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  1930, 
he  served  as  Master  of  his  Mother  Lodge  in  1958.  He  advanced  to 
the  Office  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Master — Windsor  District  in 
1959.  He  served  as  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  July,  1973  and  1974. 

His  Scottish  Rite  career  commenced  in  the  Windsor  Lodge 
of  Perfection  in  April,  1952  and  his  rise  was  rapid.  He  served 
as  T.P.G.M.  in  1958.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  33°  on  October  2,  1962.  In  1968  at  Hamilton  he  was 
crowned  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council.  From  1969  to 
1976  he  served  as  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario.  In  addition, 
he  was  a  Member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 
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The  high  respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow 
practitioners  resulted  in  his  assuming  several  responsible 
positions  relating  to  his  profession — President  Grace  Hospital 
Staff,  President  Metropolitan  General  Hospital  Staff,  and  the 
President  of  the  Essex  County  Medical  Society  in  1960. 

Married  in  1937  to  Florence  M.  Stevens  who  survives  him,  he 
was  the  father  of  two  daughters  and  the  proud  grandfather  of 
nine  grandchildren. 

Bro.  Turner's  passing  leaves  a  deep  void  in  the  Valley  of 
Windsor,  and  he  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  His  devotion  to  his 
beloved  Craft  and  to  his  community,  which  he  served  for  over 
half  a  century  as  a  medical  man,  will  serve  as  a  great  legacy  for 
younger  men  in  the  community  to  emulate. 

Sleep  on  dear  friend,  such  lives  as  these. 

Have  not  been  lived  in  vain. 

But  shed  an  influence  rare,  divine 
On  those  that  here  remain. 


ILL  BRO.  LIONEL  CECIL  MARTIN,  33° 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Lionel  Cecil  Martin,  33°  passed  away  on  June  5, 
1987,  following  a  period  of  deteriorating  health  in  recent  years. 

Brother  Martin  was  bom  in  Ashford,  Kent,  England  in  1906 
and  at  an  early  age  came  to  Canada,  and  with  his  parents  took  up 
residence  in  Montreal. 

For  most  of  his  adult  life  Bro.  Martin  was  employed  with  the 
Northern  Electric  Co.  Ltd.  in  various  capacities  in  Accounting 
and  Installation.  He  retired  in  1974,  having  served  the  Company 
most  faithfully  and  competently  for  46  years. 

In  1934  Bro.  Martin  married  Frances  Sarah  Perry,  and  from 
this  marriage  there  is  a  son,  a  daughter,  and  three  grandsons. 

Bro.  Martin  was  initiated,  passed,  and  raised  in  Prince  Con¬ 
sort  Lodge  No.  52  on  the  Grand  Registry  of  Quebec  in  1942,  be¬ 
came  Worshipful  Master  in  1954  and  D.D.G.M.  in  1960. 

Introduced  to  Scottish  Rite  in  1945  in  the  Hochelaga  Grand 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  he  advanced  rapidly  and  served  as  T.P.G.M. 
in  1956,  and  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°  at 
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Montreal  in  1965.  At  Regina  in  1976  he  was  crowned  Sovereign 
Grand  Inspector-General,  and  elected  Deputy  for  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  which  Office  he  held  until  1981. 

He  lived  up  to  all  the  ideals  of  Freemasonry  and  excelled  in 
all  aspects  of  Masonic  life.  He  was  a  kindly,  sincere  person,  al¬ 
ways  thinking  of  others  before  himself  and,  above  all,  a  true  gen¬ 
tleman.  The  world  is  a  better  place  for  his  having  lived. 

Ill.\Bros.‘.Fleming,  Turner  and  Martin  have  been  joined  in 
that  final  journey  by  27  of  our  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  33° 
whose  obituaries  will  appear  in  our  Proceedings,  and  by  829  of 
our  Scottish  Rite  membership. 

Our  current  Thirty-third  Degree  class  has  been  reduced  in 
numbers  through  the  death  of  Ill.'.Bro. '.Frederick  Theodore 
Schooley  and  Ill.’.Bro.'.Wallace  Lyon  MacKenzie  Secord,  both 
from  Niagara  Falls  Valley,  and  Ill.'.Bro.' James  Oliphant 
Campbell  of  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland.  Brothers 
Schooley,  Secord  and  Campbell  contributed  generously  to  the 
advancement  of  Freemasonry  in  their  home  Valley,  and  had  the 
pleasure  and  knowledge  of  being  recognized  for  their  services, 
and  we  deeply  regret  that  they  did  not  live  to  receive  the  honour 
at  the  1987  Session. 

All  of  us  were  saddened  when  we  learned  of  the  passing  on 
June  23,  1987  of  Doreen,  beloved  wife  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  of 
Alberta,  W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33°.  Besides  her  sorrowing 
husband,  she  leaves  behind  a  son  and  daughter.

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STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

There  is  always  a  strong  temptation,  when  reporting  on  the 
general  state  of  the  health  of  an  organization,  to  dwell  on 
membership  statistics,  finances,  reports  of  meetings  held,  and 
things  of  that  nature.  Important  as  these  are,  they  are  not  the  true 
determinants  of  the  well-being  of  the  organization. 

The  purpose  of  Freemasonry  and  of  all  its  Bodies  and  Rites 
is  to  inspire  men  to  be  better  men  spiritually  and  morally,  to 
encourage  attitudes  of  brotherhood  and  loyalty  to  one’s  country, 
and  of  faith  in  God  without  regard  to  sectarianism  or  the  tenets 
of  any  particular  creed.  The  principal  question  we  should  ask 
ourselves  is,  how  successful  are  we  in  achieving  these  basic 
purposes?  It  is  here  that  we  will  get  an  accurate  indication  of  our 
underlying  health  and  vitality. 

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  all  of  you  to  accompany  me  over 
the  year  on  my  visitations  around  this  Jurisdiction.  You  would  be 
delighted,  as  well  as  deeply  impressed,  by  the  invariable 
enthusiasm,  the  evidence  of  stimulating  activity  in  most  Valleys, 
the  high  quality  of  the  ritualistic  Work,  and  the  warmth  and 
cordial  fraternalism  in  all  our  Valleys.  The  Scottish  Rite  in  this 
Jurisdiction  is  doing  the  job  it  was  designed  to  do,  and  doing  it 
well. 


The  activities  of  our  Valleys  continue  to  impress.  Many  of 
our  people  are  working  ever  so  diligently  to  promote 
Brotherhood  and  good  Fellowship  through  arranging  a  variety  of 
activities.  Summer  picnics,  vacation  cruises  and  trips,  golf 
tournaments,  dances  and  family-oriented  entertainment  are  well 
received.  The  Ladies'  activities  have  proved  to  be  popular,  and 
the  hope  is  that  they  may  be  expanded. 

While  attendance  is  not  a  subject  of  wide  comment  by  the 
Deputies,  we  know  that  it  is  a  continuing  problem  both  in  the 
Craft  and  in  the  Rite.  It  is,  we  believe,  a  problem  that  can  best  be 
met  with  sound  program  planning.  We  must  pay  particular  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  new  initiate,  and  provide  opportunities  for  his  partici¬ 
pation  in  degree  Work  or  on  an  active  committee.  Masonry  draws 
talented  and  capable  men  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  it  would  be 
to  our  advantage  to  ensure  that  those  talents  are  not  wasted. 
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FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

The  year  just  ended  has  witnessed  some  important  events  in 
the  field  of  fraternal  relations.  Relations  with  our  Brethren  have 
been  fostered  in  a  variety  of  ways — through  visiting  in  other  Ju¬ 
risdictions,  through  serving  as  host  for  the  visit  of  Brethren  from 
other  Jurisdictions,  and  through  Inter- Valley  visitations. 

In  all  cases  we  are  dealing  with  persons,  and  it  is  obvious 
from  our  experience  with  inter-Jurisdictional  visits  that  persons 
are  the  essence  of  what  we  call  Fraternal  Relations.  It  is  clear,  too, 
that  the  most  important  means  of  solving  any  problems  which 
exist  between  Jurisdictions  are  contacts  between  our  leaders — 
personal  contacts  and  not  just  by  letters.  Therein  lies  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  regularly  recurring  Conferences  and  our  attendance  at 
them. 

I  have  described  in  another  part  of  this  Allocution  two  im¬ 
portant  Conferences  in  1987  in  which  we  were  involved. 

The  English-Speaking  Conference  at  Toronto  was  charac¬ 
terized  by  an  atmosphere  of  friendship  and  cordiality  that  fos¬ 
tered  free  and  open  discussion  of  many  topics.  The  participants 
were  willing  and  eager  to  exchange  views,  share  experiences,  and 
seek  information  and  obtain  guidance.  That  atmosphere  was 
possible  only  because  most  of  the  participants  were  already  per¬ 
sonally  known  to  each  other,  having  met  at  previous  such  Con¬ 
ferences.  Therein  lie  their  major  purpose  and  their  chief  benefit. 

It  is  a  joy  to  testify  to  the  continuing  warm  and  friendly 
relations  with  our  Scottish  Rite  neighbours  in  the  great  Republic 
to  the  south  of  us.  We  are  happier  to  do  this  today  in  the  presence 
of  the  fine  delegations  from  the  Southern  and  Northern 
Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.  Indeed,  it  is  the  third  time  within  a 
period  of  three  months  that  we  have  been  associated  with 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  C.  Fred  Kleinknecht  and 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  G.  Francis  Paul.  We  thank  these 
two  Grand  Commanders  for  the  warmth  of  their  friendship,  and 
the  many  forms  of  assistance  which  they  have  shown  during  the 
past  year. 

We  are  equally  pleased  to  extend  the  warm  hand  of  fraternal 
and  personal  greetings  to  Grand  Commander  Mansur  from 
Brazil,  and  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Fop  I.  Brouwer  of  the 
Netherlands. 
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The  Saskatchewan  Consistory  in  a  Spring  Reunion  wel¬ 
comed  members  of  the  Southalta  Consistory  of  Calgary,  and  en¬ 
joyed  their  portrayal  of  the  29th  Degree — “Knight  of  St.  Andrew." 
This  visit  was  prompted  by  an  earlier  visit  to  Calgary  by  “Team 
24"  from  Saskatoon  when  they  exemplified  the  24th  Degree 
“Prince  of  the  Tabernacle." 

A  number  of  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Newfound¬ 
land  are  resident  in  Labrador  City,  Labrador  which  makes  it  dif¬ 
ficult  for  those  members  to  attend  the  Maundy  Thursday  and 
Easter  Sunday  Services.  This  year.  Active  Member  Ill.'.Bro.'.Leo 
A.  Marquis,  33°,  and  Ill.’.Bro/.R.  J.  Derek  Marshall,  33°,  travelled 
to  Labrador  City/Wabush  to  assist  the  Brethren  in  conducting 
these  services.  The  instruction  provided  will  now  enable  the 
Brethren  in  Labrador  City  to  conduct  these  services  on  a  regular 
basis  in  the  future. 

This  year  the  “Travelling  Tenth  Degree"  team  from  the  Win¬ 
nipeg  Valley  journeyed  to  Edmonton  where  they  portrayed  the 
10th  degree  in  excellent  fashion.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  for  the 
Grand  Commander  from  Italy,  IlL’.Bro.'.Elvio  Sciubba,  33°,  and 
myself  to  see  the  fine  work  done  by  this  group  of  talented  and  ex¬ 
perienced  Scottish  Rite  Masons. 

One  of  the  interesting  travelling  experiences  was  that  of 
members  of  the  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  who  chartered  an 
aircraft  and  travelled  to  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  where  they  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  corner-stone  laying  ceremony  of  a  new  Scottish 
Rite  Cathedral. 

Plans  are  well  under  way  for  exchange  visits  later  this  year 
between  the  Consistories  of  Buffalo,  New  York  and  Hamilton, 
Ontario.  Each  group  will  exemplify  the  20th  degree. 

The  12th  Degree  team  of  the  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
travelled  to  Lacombe,  Alberta  to  present  the  12th  degree.  This  is 
the  fourteenth  time  that  this  degree  has  been  performed  in 
Lacombe. 

The  movement  of  degree  teams  within  our  own  Jurisdiction 
is  a  worthwhile  experience,  and  one  to  be  encouraged.  Much  is 
gained  by  both  the  team  members  and  their  audience,  and 
establishes  a  bond  of  fraternal  friendship  between  members  of 
the  Valleys  concerned. 
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EXCERPTS  FROM  DEPUTIES’  REPORTS 


(1)  Some  work  is  still  to  be  completed  on  the  new  Barrie 
Temple,  but  the  facilities  already  in  place  provide  excellent 
accommodation  for  all  branches  of  Masonry  in  the  Barrie  area. 
The  Brethren  of  the  Valley  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
imagination,  foresight  and  enthusiasm  in  undertaking  and 
accomplishing  the  project. 

(2)  The  Annual  Returns  of  the  Ottawa  Valley  show  that  this 
past  year  was  outstanding  as  far  as  membership  increases  were 
concerned.  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  recorded  a  net  gain  of  39 
members  to  1364;  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  increased  its 
membership  by  44  to  1205,  while  Ottawa  Consistory  jumped  by 
66  to  1 136. 

(3)  The  well-known  and  highly  efficient  Travelling  10th 
Degree  team  of  the  Winnipeg  Valley  has  in  its  membership  two 
Past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  seventeen 
Masters  or  Past  Masters,  seven  Past  T.P.G.M.s,  four  Past  Most 
Wise  Sovereigns  and  four  Past  Commanders-in-Chief. 

(4)  The  Alberta  Deputy  reports  that  the  Edmonton  Valley 
has  been  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  establishing  a  card 
system  which  will  provide  information  on  each  widow  in  the 
Valley.  Such  information  will  include  the  state  of  her  health,  her 
ability  to  attend  Valley  functions  as  a  guest,  and  to  maintain  a 
record  of  her  address  at  all  times. 

(5)  The  Deputy  of  British  Columbia  makes  one  a  bit  curious 
when  he  writes:  “I  will  not  comment  on  the  fishing  expedition 
our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  had  at  the  hands  of 
IlL.Bro. '.William  J.  McCoid,  33°,  as  whatever  I  may  say  I  am  sure 
you  wouldn’t  believe  me.” 

(6) Penticton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  received  a  dispensation 
permitting  it  to  invite  ladies  and  Masonic  friends  to  the  Easter 
Sunday  Service  for  the  first  time  in  its  history.  The  Deputy  states: 
“The  visitors  were  visibly  impressed  by  the  ceremony,  and  it  can 
only  go  to  further  the  interest  in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry.” 

(7)  In  my  visit  to  the  Strathcona  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
Campbell  River,  B.C.,  it  was  a  privilege  to  witness  a  very  capable 
performance  by  the  T.P.G.M.,  Ill.'.Bro. '.George  O.  Lewis,  32°,  a 
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native  Indian  and,  I  expect,  the  first  of  his  race  to  hold  high  Of¬ 
fice  in  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada. 

(8)  The  Alberta  Deputy  states  in  his  Report:  “Canadian 
Freemasonry  was  honoured  when  the  meeting  of  Grand  Masters 
and  Grand  Secretaries  of  North  America  was  held  for  the  first 
time  outside  of  the  United  States,  in  Calgary,  Alberta.  This  event 
was  a  huge  success,  and  Canadian  Scottish  Rite  was  highly 
honoured  to  have  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
Ill.’.Bro. '.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  as  the  theme  speaker  at  the 
dinner  held  in  Banff  for  the  Grand  Masters  and  the  Grand 
Secretaries." 

(9)  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  arranged  to  pay 
an  official  visit  to  Quebec  City  on  October  10th  of  this  year,  when 
the  14th  degree  will  be  presented  ‘en  frangais'  by  a  degree  team 
from  the  Valley  of  Montreal.

One  of  the  notable  events  each  year  in  our  Scottish  Rite  Bod¬ 
ies  is  the  recognition  of  the  long  and  meritorious  service  rendered 
to  Freemasonry  by  many  Brethren.

APPOINTMENTS 

The  customary  appointments  of  Supreme  Council  Officers, 
and  designation  of  Supreme  Council  Committee  Memberships 
were  completed  following  the  Supreme  Council  Meeting  in  Lon- 
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don,  Ontario  in  1985.  These  were  printed  in  our  Proceedings  of 
that  year,  and  have  been  reprinted  in  subsequent  Proceedings. 

In  mid-summer  1987  the  Grand  Marshal,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Lloyd  G. 
Miller,  33°,  because  of  ill  health,  submitted  his  resignation.  It  was 
accepted  with  regret,  and  Ill.'.Bro.'.R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°,  agreed  to 
accept  the  Office  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

The  sudden  death  in  December,  1987  of  Ill.'.Bro.*. Donald  M. 
Fleming  necessitated  the  naming  of  a  replacement  as  Treasurer 
of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  We  were  fortunate 
in  having  an  experienced  and  well-qualified  individual  in  the 
person  of  Ill.'.Bro.' John  C.  Allan,  33°  available  and  willing  to  as¬ 
sume  the  heavy  responsibility  of  that  Office. 

The  official  recognition  given  to  Australia,  Italy,  and  Spain  a 
year  ago  made  it  necessary  to  appoint  Grand  Representatives  for 
those  countries  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Two  other  countries  were  af¬ 
fected  by  this  new  distribution,  and  the  list  when  completed 
shows  the  following  Grand  Representatives.

The  death  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Donald  M.  Fleming,  who  served  as 
the  distinguished  Chairman  of  the  Installation  Team  for 
Supreme  Council  Officers,  required  me  to  appoint,  as  his 
replacement,  Ill.’.Bro.'.I.  Dale  Steeves,  33°,  Past  Active  Member 
of  Supreme  Council.  Bro.  Steeves  will  be  assisted  by 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Kempton  Keeble,  33°,  Past  Grand  Chancellor. 

Prevented  by  other  commitments  from  attending,  I  was 
delighted  that  Ill.'.Bro.'John  V.  Lawer,  33°  was  able  to  represent 
me  and  our  Supreme  Council  at  York  Rite  Sovereign  College  of 
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North  America  meetings  in  Braintree,  Massachusetts,  in  late 
July. 

Regrettably,  I  was  unable  to  be  in  Peterborough  for  the 
Annual  Convocation  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  The  Grand  First  Principal  is 
M.Ex.Companion  and  IlL’.Bro.' Albert  A.  Mortlock,  33°.  I  was 
pleased  that  Ill.'.Bro/.and  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Walter  H.  Mortlock,  33°,  a  brother  of  the  Grand  First  Principal, 
willingly  agreed  to  stand  in  for  me  at  this  Royal  Arch  function. 

Several  other  Members  of  our  Supreme  Council  represented 
me  at  various  Grand  Lodge  Convocations  across  the 
Jurisdiction.  I  am  most  grateful  to  them  for  their  assistance  and 
support. 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

This  Allocution  will  contain  only  a  brief  reference  to  The 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  since  detailed  Reports  will 
be  provided  by  the  President,  the  Vice-President  and  Chairman 
of  the  Awards  Committee,  and  the  Treasurer.  These  reports,  for 
the  First  time  in  our  history,  together  with  financial  statements, 
will  be  published  in  a  booklet  form  and  made  available  to 
Members  attending  this  Supreme  Council  Session.  No  longer 
will  it  be  necessary  to  wait  for  the  publishing  of  the  Proceedings 
to  learn  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  year. 

It  has  been  a  most  successful  year  with  total  contributions  of 
$312,827,  an  increase  of  almost  $100,000  over  last  year's 
donations.  Generous  bequests  amounting  to  $133,111  from  14 
donors  helped  to  make  the  year  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  on 
record. 

Perhaps  the  most  gratifying  aspect  of  this  year’s  Report  lies 
in  the  fact  that  8.7%  of  our  Scottish  Rite  Brethren,  through  their 
contributions,  have  helped  to  make  this  a  most  outstanding  year. 
This  percentage  of  donors  is  still  not  high,  but  we  are  very 
pleased  to  get  out  of  the  7.7  percentage  of  donors  which  has  been 
the  pattern  the  last  few  years  and  reach  almost  9%  of  our 
membership. 

The  average  per  Valley  member  contributing  for  Quebec 
City  works  out  to  $15.96  and  places  it  First  among  the  forty-seven 
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Valleys  contributing.  The  credit  for  being  runner-up  in  this 
statistic  goes  to  Victoria-Parksville  where  the  average  per 
member  contribution  reached  $10.25. 

The  remarkable  success  of  the  Foundation  this  year  can  be 
traced  to  a  number  of  factors.  The  enthusiastic  and  challenging 
remarks  of  Dr.  Donald  R.  McLachlan  last  year  at  Charlottetown; 
the  great  leadership  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°  has  gripped 
us  all  and  has  helped  immeasurably  to  increase  our  givings,  and 
the  thorough  and  careful  work  of  Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards  and 
his  Committee  on  Awards  has  brought  into  participation,  in  our 
program,  some  of  the  best  scientists  and  research  workers  in 
Canada. 

However,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  the  greatest  credit  for 
what  we  have  accomplished  rests  with  you,  our  members.  You 
have  responded  generously  to  the  urging  of  our  President,  and  of 
the  Valley  Representatives  to  whom  we  are  most  grateful  for  the 
important  role  they  are  playing  in  the  efforts  of  the  Foundation. 

At  the  time  this  Report  was  heading  for  the  printer  we  learn¬ 
ed  of  the  tornado  which  caused  the  death  of  26  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Edmonton  and  wreaked  unbelievable  damage  on  the  City 
and  its  inhabitants.  I  hope  you  will  approve  of  Supreme  Coun¬ 
cil’s  decision  to  make  a  contribution  of  $2,000  to  help  in  the  relief 
efforts  for  these  disaster  victims.  Our  Deputy  in  Alberta, 
IlL’.Bro.’.W.  Alexander  Milligan,  has  been  very  helpful  in  seeing 
that  this  contribution  is  put  to  the  best  possible  use. 


CONFERENCES 

XI  REUNION  OF  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDERS  OF 
THE  AMERICAS 

It  was  a  privilege  for  Mrs.  Bennett  and  me  to  be  present  at 
the  XI  Reunion  held  July  19-23  in  Santo  Domingo  of  the  Domin¬ 
ican  Republic.  The  history  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Do¬ 
minican  Republic  goes  back  to  February  16,  1861. 

Santo  Domingo  is  the  oldest  European  settlement  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere,  and  boasts  a  cultural  past  which  is  largely 
Spanish  and  unequalled  by  any  other  Caribbean  Island.  The 
City  was  founded  in  1496  by  Bartholomew,  the  brother  of 
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Christopher  Columbus.  It  served  as  a  base  for  some  of  the 
world’s  most  famous  explorers — Ponce  de  Leon,  Cortez,  and  Sir 
Francis  Drake.  Inside  the  walls  and  along  the  cobbled  streets  of 
the  restored  colonial  City,  one  can  view  many  historical  monu¬ 
ments  such  as  The  First  New  World  Cathedral,  the  Columbus 
family  mansion,  and  many  other  buildings  dating  back  almost 
500  years. 

The  Conference  brought  together  representatives  from  elev¬ 
en  different  Jurisdictions  of  North,  Central  and  South  America. 
The  Conference  also  welcomed  as  observers  from  overseas  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  Italy,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Elvio  Sciubba, 
33°,  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  France, 
Ill/.Bro.'.Henri  Baranger,  33°.  Jurisdictions  represented  at  the 
Reunion  were:  Argentina,  Brazil,  Canada,  Chile,  Colombia, 
Mexico,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  Northern  Masonic  Juris¬ 
diction,  U.S.A.,  Venezuela,  and  the  Dominican  Republic. 

The  Conference  began  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Ill/.Stanley  F.  Maxwell,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Emeritus.  In  his  opening  remarks  Ill.'.Bro. '.Maxwell,  the 
President  of  the  X  Reunion,  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  all 
present.  He  then  invited  Ill.'.Bro.'.Luis  A.  Brouwer  Castillo,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Dominican  Republic,  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  Conference.  Extending  warm 
fraternal  regards.  Grand  Commander  Brouwer  called  upon 
Ill.'.Bro.'. Roberto  Korkowski,  33°,  to  deliver  an  Invocation.  Bro. 
Korkowski  is  well  known  to  this  Supreme  Council,  as  he  has 
been  our  Grand  Representative  in  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Mexico  for  many  years. 

The  officials  of  the  XI  and  subsequent  Reunions  were 
selected,  and  included  as  First  Vice-President  Ill.’.Bro.'.Edito 
Acevedo,  33°,  Grand  Commander  of  Venezuela  where  the  next 
Reunion  will  be  held.  Grand  Commander  Brouwer  named 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Rafael  A.  Pumaron,  33°,  as  Secretary  for  the  1987 
Conference. 

Brazil,  through  Ill.'.Bro.'.Venancio  Pessoa  Igrejas  Lopes,  33°, 
extended  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to  the  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  as  they  prepare  to  celebrate  the 
200th  anniversary  of  the  Constitution  in  September  of  this  year. 
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Interesting  papers  were  presented  on  the  Theme  “How  has 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  assisted  in  the  development  of 
countries  represented  in  the  XI  Reunion  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  of  the  Americas,  and  how  can  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  continue  to  be  a  force  for  good  in  making 
Freemasonry  a  continued  asset  to  the  peoples  of  the  many 
nations  represented  in  this  great  geographical  area?" 

Summarized,  it  asks  (a)  What  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  has 
achieved,  and  (b)  What  it  might  do.  The  greater  concern  is  with 
the  second  question  of  what  it  can  do  in  the  future.  One 
delegation  answered  the  question  in  this  manner — ‘the  creation 
of  a  policy,  or  strategy,  or  plan  of  action  which  will  bestow  on  the 
Order  validity  and  credibility,  which  does  not  mean  that  it 
should  depart  from  its  traditional  tenets  nor  should  it  follow 
wandering  fires  in  quagmires,  but  it  means  that  we  should  follow, 
with  mind  and  heart,  on  the  middle  path.' 

The  Hotel  Sheraton  served  as  the  headquarters  for  the  Reun¬ 
ion,  and  the  accommodations  were  all  first-rate.  A  variety  of  ac¬ 
tivities  for  delegates,  observers,  and  ladies  enabled  all  to  get  ac¬ 
quainted  with  one  another  which  is,  undoubtedly,  one  of  the 
great  benefits  of  such  Conferences.  A  tour  of  the  City  and  envi¬ 
rons,  a  visit  to  the  Masonic  Temple  for  a  reception  and  dinner 
provided  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  a  delightful  dinner  in  the 
“Naco  Club"  courtesy  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Eduardo  Mejia,  33°  and  family 
were  all  fully  enjoyed  by  the  visitors  at  the  Reunion.  A  closing 
banquet  at  the  Sheraton  on  the  evening  of  July  23rd  was  a  de¬ 
lightful  ‘finale’  to  the  Eleventh  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Comman¬ 
ders  of  the  Americas. 


VII  CONFERENCE  OF  ENGLISH-SPEAKING 
SUPREME  COUNCILS  IN  AMITY 
MAY  31-JUNE  3,  1987 

Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scottish  Rite  Freema¬ 
sons  of  Canada  will,  undoubtedly,  regard  the  VII  Conference  of 
English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  as  the  highlight  of 
our  year.  Held  in  Toronto  from  May  31 -June  3,  1987,  it  brought 
together  the  largest  number  of  delegates  and  observers  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  such  Conferences. 
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The  First  Conference  held  in  Montobello,  Quebec,  Canada 
on  August  15-18,  1954  brought  together  representatives  from  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  and  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the 
U.S.A.,  England  and  Wales,  Scotland  and  Ireland.  The  1987  gath¬ 
ering  had  these  same  Jurisdictions  represented,  together  with 
Australia,  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  Finland,  the 
Netherlands,  and,  of  course,  Canada.

Meeting  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel  in  Toronto,  the  Conference 
opened  on  Sunday  night.  May  31st,  1987  with  a  banquet,  presided 
over  by  Ill.’.Bro.’.Hon.  Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  Canada,  who  welcomed  to  the  VII  Conference 
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the  roughly  seventy-five  people  in  attendance.  Following  the 
opening  Invocation  by  the  Grand  Prior  of  the  Southern  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  U.S.A.,  Ill.* John  W.  Chandler,  33°,  greetings  were  extended 
by  the  Most  Worshipful  Bro.  A.  Lou  Copeland,  Grand  Master  of 
The  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  On¬ 
tario,  who  was  introduced  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.N.  Richard  Richards,  33°, 
the  Vice-President  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 
of  Canada. 

The  Chairman  made  reference  to  the  presence  of  Scottish 
Rite  Masonic  Quadruplets  in  the  persons  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  IIL'.C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  Ill.’.Francis  G.  Paul, 
Ill.'.Bro.'J.  Keith  Lawrence  and  himself,  who  all  assumed  the 
leadership  of  their  respective  Jurisdictions  in  September,  1985. 

Business  sessions  commenced  on  Monday  morning  in  the 
Library  of  the  Royal  York  Hotel.  Evidently  anticipating  a  lively 
business  session,  the  Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  Ill. '.Frank  G.  Paul,  presented 
Grand  Commander  Bennett  with  an  attractive  and  sturdy  gavel 
which  was  put  to  good  use  during  the  Conference.

Andrews  of  Ireland  gave  a  brief  review  of  the  VI  Conference  held 
in  Dublin,  Ireland  in  1983.

Interesting  and  informative 
papers  were  presented  by  Jurisdictional  representatives,  and  we 
in  this  Supreme  Council  were  pleased  and  proud  of  the 
Canadian  position  as  prepared  and  presented  by  Ill.'.Bro.’John 
A.  Bourne,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander. 

Later  in  the  business  sessions,  a  concise  review  of  the  various 
Scottish  Rite  structures  was  presented  by  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Emeritus  Stanley  F.  Maxwell,  33°. 

As  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada,  I  was  very  honoured  to  receive  at  the  hands  of 
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Ill.'.Bro.'.Lauri  Sarkia,  the  Grand  Commander  of  Finland,  an 
attractive  certificate  certifying  my  rank  as  a  Member  of  Honor  of 
the  Supreme  Council  33°  for  Finland. 

The  Conference  Agenda  permitted  delegates  to  present  their 
views  on  the  value  of  International  Conferences  of  Supreme 
Council,  the  need  for  more  up-to-date  information  on  the 
structure  and  activities  of  Supreme  Councils  between 
Conferences  and,  in  general,  the  powers  and  authority  vested  in 
these  Conferences. 

A  cordial  invitation  was  received  from  Ill/.Bro.'.Sir  Lionel 
Brett,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  England  and  Wales,  to 
have  the  next  Conference,  four  years  hence,  in  London,  England 
or  at  some  other  venue  determined  by  the  Supreme  Council  of 
England  and  Wales. 

Tuesday,  June  2nd  was  a  beautiful  early  summer  day  and  the 
Conference  attendees  took  full  advantage  of  it  when  they 
journeyed  by  bus  to  Niagara  Falls,  where  ’they  had  the 
opportunity  of  viewing  the  Falls  and  enjoying  a  delicious 
luncheon  at  Queenston  Heights  in  a  room  overlooking  the 
Niagara  Gorge. 

Reaching  Hamilton,  Ontario  in  mid-afternoon,  the 
Conference  delegates  enjoyed  a  Reception  in  the  Round  Room  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Club,  and  a  dinner  in  the  Banquet  Hall  where  a 
very  warm  welcome  was  extended  by  IlL.Bro.'.Bruce  R.  Grant, 
33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Hamilton  Consistory. 

What  might  be  regarded  as  an  innovation  for  Conferences  of 
English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils  was  the  presentation  of 
excerpts  from  the  27th  degree  to  a  carefully  selected  audience  of 
Scottish  Rite  Consistory  Degree  Masons,  their  ladies,  and  wives 
of  the  large  Consistory  cast.  As  one  visiting  Grand  Commander 
put  it,  The  Presentation  of  Vignette  of  the  27th  degree  of  Scottish 
Rite  by  members  of  the  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  was  most 
capably  presented  and  its  dignity  and  grandeur  was  appreciated 
by  those  in  attendance.” 

During  the  business  sessions  our  ladies  had  a  delightful 
opportunity  to  tour  the  City,  do  some  shopping  and  enjoy  a 
luncheon  at  the  Rosedale  Golf  Club. 
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Grateful  thanks  for  the  excellence  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  Conference,  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  by  Members  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  and  the  thoughtfulness 
displayed  to  all  visiting  delegates,  was  expressed  by  the  heads  of 
several  delegations.  The  credit  for  this  goes,  not  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  but  to  the  many  people  who  assisted  in  so 
many  different  ways.  There  is  great  risk  in  singling  out  persons 
for  commendation,  but  I  must  make  special  mention  of  the 
contribution  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Robert  G.  Loftus,  General  Chairman, 
Ill.'.Bros.'.Mortlock,  Bergstrom,  Lawer,  Phair,  and  Lowry  of  the 
Planning  Committee,  the  Valley  of  Toronto  for  their  contribution 
in  so  many  different  ways  including  a  delightful  dinner  at  the 
Toronto  Club,  the  Valleys  of  Niagara  Falls  and  Hamilton  for 
their  generous  and  hospitable  contribution  to  our  program,  and 
to  the  management  and  staff  of  the  Royal  York  Hotel  for  the 
excellence  of  the  Conference  facilities.

DISPENSATIONS,  PERMISSIONS,  RULINGS 

Ill.  Deputy  John  V.  Lawer  brought  to  my  attention  the  failure 
of  the  Valley  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  Article  89(a)  for  a  member  seeking  admission  to  Scottish  Rite 
at  their  Fall  Reunion.  Inasmuch  as  the  required  six-month 
interval  between  the  conferral  of  the  3rd  and  4th  degrees  had  not 
been  observed,  the  Brother  in  question  received  the  4th  degree 
illegally.  However,  since  the  irregularity  was  not  attributable  to 
the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  Brother,  I  healed  the  irregularity 
under  Article  22(j).  Incidentally,  the  Brother  travelled  200  miles.

paid  his  expenses  at  a  local  motel,  and  missed  three  days’  work  in 
order  to  join  Scottish  Rite. 

An  applicant  for  admission  into  the  Toronto  Grand  Lodge 
of  Perfection  was  accepted  for  membership  in  the  Spring  Class  of 
1987  when  he  was  not  eligible  for  membership.  The  Brother  is  a 
life  member  of  a  Craft  Lodge  in  Scotland,  but  he  had  not 
affiliated  with  a  Craft  Lodge  in  the  Canadian  Jurisdiction.  In 
terms  of  Article  83  he  was  ineligible  for  membership  into  Scottish 
Rite.  The  Brother,  who  was  balloted  upon  and  accepted  for 
membership  in  Rose  Croix  under  the  dual  ballot  regulations,  has 
been  informed  that  he  cannot  proceed  further  until  he  becomes  a 
member  of  a  Craft  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  understand  the 
Brother  is  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  fulfill  the  Craft  Lodge 
requirement.  Ill.  Deputy  Lawer  was  of  the  opinion  that,  since  the 
Brother  was  unaware  that  he  needed  membership  in  a  Craft 
Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction,  the  situation  should  be  healed  under 
Section  22(i).  Having  come  to  the  same  conclusion,  I  caused  to  be 
healed  the  failure  of  the  Lodge  to  comply  with  the  requirement  of 
Article  74. 

Due  to  an  oversight,  a  Brother  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa  who 
had  received  his  14°  on  March  10,  1987  was  permitted  to  receive 
the  Chapter  degree  the  following  day,  although  his  name  had 
been  omitted  from  the  ballot  and  Ottawa  Valley  has  not  yet 
enacted  a  by-law  as  permitted  by  Article  78(b)  of  the  Statutes  of 
Supreme  Council.  Since  the  fault  did  not  lie  with  the  Brother 
concerned,  I  had  no  hesitation  in  healing  the  situation  under 
22(i). 

The  Valley  of  London  has  a  unique  situation  involving  six 
persons  who  expressed  a  desire  to  enter  Scottish  Rite  as  a 
group — family  members  and  close  friends.  Two  had  received 
their  Master  Mason  degrees  some  time  earlier  so  they  created  no 
problem.  However,  the  other  four  were  six  days  short  of  the 
required  interval  between  receiving  the  3rd  and  4th  degrees 
(Article  89(a)).  The  Deputy,  with  my  knowledge  and  approval, 
agreed  in  the  interests  of  fraternal  fellowship  to  grant  a 
dispensation  under  the  terms  of  Article  89(b). 

The  Deputy  for  British  Columbia  informed  me  of  a  Brother, 
well-advanced  in  years,  who  after  waiting  many  years  for 
admission  to  the  Consistory  and  having  conformed  to  all  the 
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requirements  found  that  his  name  did  not  appear  in  the 
Consistory  notice  as  required  under  Article  75(a).  However,  the 
individual  was  well  known  and  most  highly  respected,  and  he 
received  his  Consistory  Degrees  even  though  all  the 
requirements  had  not  been  met.  The  deficiency  was  an 
inadvertent  printing  omission  and,  in  all  probability,  the 
irregularity  would  not  have  affected  the  results  of  the  ballot.  I  felt 
that  the  Brother  who  had  waited  so  long  to  obtain  his  Consistory 
degree  should  not  be  delayed  further  through  an  error  which  was 
no  fault  of  his.  I  caused  to  be  healed  the  failure  of  the  Consistory 
to  comply  fully  with  the  requirement  of  Article  75(e)  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations. 


AD  HOC  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

A  year  ago  in  my  Allocution  I  made  reference  to  a  proposed 
plan  to  explore  the  possibility  of  arranging  a  winter  boat  cruise 
for  Members  of  Supreme  Council  and  their  ladies.  A  Committee 
under  the  leadership  of  Ill.'.Bro. '.George  C.  Schaef  and 
Ill.'.Bro.' John  I.  Carrick  has  made  good  progress  with  plans  for  a 
Caribbean  Cruise,  and  we  await  their  Report  with  much  interest. 

As  we  move  around  from  place  to  place  for  our  Annual  Ses¬ 
sion  we  find  a  variety  of  meeting  rooms  for  our  formal  plenary 
sessions  of  Supreme  Council  and  for  the  conferral  of  the  Degree. 
We  have  tried  to  overcome  this  problem  by  the  purchase  of  a 
‘prop'  which  will  be  portable  and  easily  assembled. 

In  use  for  the  first  time  is  an  attractive  Backdrop  material 
which  should  make  the  presentation  of  our  33rd  degree  more 
impressive  and  effective.  We  are  grateful  to  our  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  for  the  selection  of  the  material  and  the  design. 

For  many  years  we  have  felt  the  need  for  a  revision  and  a  re¬ 
writing  of  our  Ceremony  for  the  Opening  and  Closing  of  our  An¬ 
nual  Session.  We  are  grateful  to  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Comman¬ 
der  Lyle  H.  Bergstrom  for  having  taken  on  this  task  and  present¬ 
ing  it  to  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  for  final 
approval.  This  having  been  given,  it  will  be  used  for  the  first  time 
at  this  year’s  Session. 

We  are  grateful  to  Ill.'.Bro. '.Charles  A.  Sankey,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter,  for  the  prepara- 
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tion  of  an  improved  Ceremony  of  Installation  of  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  Officers.  It  gives  very  clear  directions  to  the  Installing-Mas¬ 
ter  and  the  members  of  the  Installing  team,  and  avoids  much  of 
the  repetition  which  made  the  original  ceremony  rather  lengthy 
and  boring. 


THE  SUPREME  COUNCILLOR 

This  publication  is  very  popular  with  the  Brethren  and 
much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Editor,  Ill.'.Bro.'.R.  Eldon  Greer, 
33°.  We  have  already  received  one  publication  this  year  and  the 
Editor  is  hoping  to  have  another  issue  available  before  long. 

The  Supreme  Councillor  is  the  best  medium  for 
disseminating  information  to  the  membership  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction.  It  is  your  paper,  and  you  will  feel  an  inner 
satisfaction  if  you  support  our  hard-working  Editor  and  his  staff 
by  sending  in  promptly  any  information  which  you  consider  of 
general  interest  to  the  membership. 

Our  Advisory  Council  has  expressed  some  concerns  about 
the  increasing  costs  of  our  Annual  Sessions,  comprising,  as  they 
do,  an  inordinately  large  percentage  of  our  total  budget.  During 
the  next  year  I  will  be  asking  the  Audit  and  Finance  Committee 
to  examine  this  matter  and  present  their  recommendations  to  the 
Advisory  Council.

Having  completed  two  years  in  Office,  I  am  more  aware  than 
ever  of  the  many  people  whose  loyalty  and  co-operation  have 
helped  to  make  this  past  year  a  most  pleasant  and,  I  believe,  a 
successful  one  as  well.

CONCLUSION 

In  recent  months  reports  have  been  circulated,  in  certain 
church  circles,  describing  criticism  of  our  Fraternity.  These 
attacks  are  largely  devoted  to  a  repetition  of  outworn, 
uninformed,  and  distorted  views  which  have  been  circulating 
intermittently  for  decades. 

The  simple  fact  to  remember  is  that  Masonry  is  a  fraternity. 
Though  it  is  religious,  it  is  not  a  religion.  It  offers  no  salvation, 
teaches  no  theology,  and  imposes  no  creed. 

The  Fraternity  seeks  good  men — humble  men  who  put  their 
trust  in  God,  their  Creator.  Throughout  its  illustrious  history 
Masonry  has  attracted  and  continues  to  attract  many  prominent 
clergymen  to  its  ranks.  Each  of  them  has  been  free  to  apply  our 
fraternal  symbolism  and  ceremonies  to  his  own  faith  and  creed 
according  to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience. 

Masonry  has  never  undertaken  to  drive  a  wedge  between  any 
man  and  his  church.  Entry  into  the  Fraternity  continues  to 
depend  upon  the  voluntary  act  of  the  petitioner. 

In  my  judgment  the  best  antidote  for  anti-Masonic  poison  is 
a  liberal  dose  of  Masonry  in  action.  Let  us  continue  to  do  good 
unto  all.  Let  us  be  generous  and  forgiving  in  our  judgment.  And 
may  we  never  stoop  to  indulging  in  bigoted  criticism  of  one  man’s 
religion. 

In  speaking  to  the  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Secretaries  of 
North  America  at  Calgary,  Alberta  last  February,  I  made 
reference  to  the  fact  that  Freemasonry  has  problems  and  that 
most  of  them  are  of  our  own  doing — indifference  and 
complacency  on  the  part  of  present  members,  the  inadequacy  of 
the  present  methods  for  attracting  new  members  and  improving 
our  visibility  in  the  community,  and  ridding  our  organization  of 
the  label  of  being  a  secret  society. 

We  recognize  loss  of  membership  in  virtually  all  our  Craft 
Lodges  and  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  What  are  we  doing  about  it?  We 
must  at  regular  intervals  listen  to  reports  which  deplore  our  drop 
in  membership  and  our  poor  attendance.  We  are  told  that  our 
future  is  bleak,  yet  we  maintain  the  same  rigid  rules  by  which  a 
man  may  apply  for  membership.  We  open  and  close  our  Lodges 
in  the  same  ponderous  methods.  We  hold  tight  to  the  cherished 
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but  involved  and  repetitious  words  of  the  obligation  and  lectures 
which  may  no  longer  fill  the  needs  in  our  day  as  they  did  200 
years  ago. 

An  analagous  situation  existed  with  respect  to  the  King 
James  Version  of  the  Holy  Bible  published  in  1611.  It  was  for 
years  accepted  by  all  as  the  authorized  version  for  the  English 
speaking  people.  However,  over  the  years,  many  forms  of 
expression  in  the  King  James  Version  became  archaic,  common 
words  changed  in  meaning  and  became  misleading,  and  many 
words  became  obsolete  and  were  no  longer  understood  by  the 
average  reader.  As  a  consequence,  we  find  many  people  today 
using  the  Revised  Standard  Version,  and  others,  published  in  the 
’40s  and  the  '50s.  They  are  revisions  designed  to  preserve  all  that 
is  best  in  the  English  Bible  but  written  in  a  more  understandable 
language.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  Revised  Version  the 
translators  had  this  to  day:  "Truly,  good  Christian  reader,  we  never 
thought  from  the  beginning  that  we  should  need  to  make  a  completely 
new  translation,  nor  to  make  of  a  bad  one,  a  good  one — but  to  make  a 
good  one  better. " 

Perhaps,  my  Brethren,  we  too  should  be  thinking  of,  and 
working  towards  changes  which  can  make  a  good  institution 
even  better.  Let  us  be  honest  with  one  another.  Masonry  in  1987 
is  not  perfect.  Changes  should  be  made.  Not  for  one  moment  am 
I  suggesting  changes  in  the  moral  truths  which  lie  at  the  very 
foundation  of  Masonry.  These  are  holy  and  sacred  and  not  to  be 
tampered  with  for  they  are  God's,  not  ours,  eternal  and 
unchanging.  But  the  form,  the  ritual,  the  means,  the  methods 
through  which  and  by  which  they  are  communicated  and  carried 
into  each  of  our  lives  and,  hopefully,  into  the  lives  of  others  and 
into  the  community  are  of  man’s  design  and,  in  my  view,  need  to 
be  changed  to  meet  man's  needs. 

One  of  the  great  obstacles  in  introducing  new  ideas  is 
combating  the  oft-repeated  statements:  “We  can’t  do  that”  and 
“We  have  never  done  it  that  way  before.”  We  will  never  overcome 
the  problems  facing  the  Fraternity  if  we  adopt  this  negative 
attitude  which,  unfortunately,  is  too  prevalent  in  all  our  Bodies. 

Philosophically,  I  share  the  view  of  that  great  Masonic 
scholar — so  well-known  to  most  of  us —  Ill.*. Henry  C.  Clausen, 
33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  who  stated: 
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“Procedurally,  we  must  be  open-minded,  break  new  ground,  and 
not  get  stuck  in  ruts;  nor  imprison  ourselves  in  the  rigidity  of 
reverence  for  traditional  approaches  to  knowledge,  as  for 
example:  ‘It  hasn’t  been  done  that  way  before.'  Progress  often  is 
stopped  and  institutions  grow  stale  because  ideas  are  turned  into 
dogma,  and  the  fences  of  illusion  and  ignorance  confine 
knowledge.” 

In  a  few  years’  time  we  enter  a  new  century.  What  we  do  now 
and  how  we  do  it  may  well  determine  our  status  as  a  Rite  in  2000. 
I  ask  each  of  you  to  look  toward  tomorrow  and  the  years  ahead 
with  a  positive  attitude  for  Scottish  Rite  progress  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  If  each  of  us  returns  to  his  home  determined  to  make  things 
better,  things  will  happen.  The  enthusiasm  which  you  generate 
among  your  Brethren  is  bound  to  have  its  effect  on  all  Scottish 
Rite.  It  must  start  with  each  of  us.  If  we  do  nothing,  we  dig  the  rut 
of  complacency  even  deeper,  and  as  a  Fraternity  we  shall  soon 
disappear. 

I  conclude  these  remarks  with  the  same  words  which  that 
great  leader  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  Ill. '.George  A. 
Newbury,  33°,  used  in  his  Allocution  of  1973:  “Remember  this 
also,  and  be  well-persuaded  of  its  truth — the  Future  is  not  in  the 
hands  of  Fate  but  in  Ours.”

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  this  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1987  with  the  Statistical  Returns 
shown  as  Appendix  “B”.  The  latest  grand  total  of  membership  in  our 
Lodges  of  Perfection  is  33,903,  a  decrease  of  155  or  .5%  from  1986.  Our 
Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  show  a  net  increase  of  127  or  .4%  and  our 
Consistories  an  increase  of  21 1  or  .8%.  Our  membership  now  represents 
18.9%  of  total  Craft  Lodges  membership,  an  increase  of  .3%  from  last 
year. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1987  the  following  amounts 
totalling  $339,030  were  received  and  remitted  to  the  Grand  Treasurer- 
General:

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  Auditor’s 
Report  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1987,  which  will  be  published  in  full 
in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  Should  any  detail  of  our  financial 
affairs  require  discussion,  I  shall  be  glad  to  comply. 

These  Financial  Statements  and  Auditor’s  Report  constitute  both  a 
general  and  a  detailed  report  of  all  revenue  and  expenses  during  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1987  as  required  by  Article  28(c)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations. 
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The  net  value  of  all  assets  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review,  made  up  of  Cash  on  Hand  and  deposited  in  the  Canadian 
Imperial  Bank  of  Commerce  and  investments  at  cost,  along  with  items 
receivable  at  June  30th,  amounted  to  $906,964.  and  increase  of  $12,056 
from  the  preceding  year. 

Total  operating  Revenue  of  $200,871  was  $25,121  more,  and  Gross 
Operating  Expenses  of  $269,404  were  $50,654  more  than  the  previous 
year.  As  a  result,  the  Loss  on  Operations  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1987 
was  $68,533  compared  to  an  Operating  Loss  of  $43,000  for  the  previous 
year. 


Offsetting  the  Operating  Losses  were  Investment  Revenue  and 
Bank  Interest  of  $80,589  compared  to  $83,811  in  the  previous  year. 

As  a  result,  the  year  ended  June  30,  1987  shows  a  Net  Surplus  of 
$12,056  compared  to  $40,811  for  the  previous  year. 

The  above  result  is  $28,755  less  than  last  year’s  Net  Surplus,  in  spite 
of  an  increase  in  Revenue  of  $25,121.  This  situation  came  about  through 
several  non-repetitive  costs  involving  printing  of  information  booklets, 
and  a  third  printing  of  the  Supreme  Council  History;  hosting  of  the  VII 
Conference  of  English  Speaking  Supreme  Councils;  participation  in  the 
Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  North  America  which  was  held  in 
Canada  for  the  first  time,  and  unusual  expenditures  at  the  Annual 
Session  in  Charlottetown.  Inflationary  pressures  on  most  aspects  of  our 
administration  also  continued. 

I  am  grateful  to  Ill. ’.Bros.’.  John  W.  Lowry,  33°,  John  I.  Carrick,  33°, 
and  to  Mrs.  Beatrice  J.  Ferrie  and  Mrs.  Diana  D.  Smith  for  their  assist¬ 
ance  during  the  year,  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1987  the  assets  under  its  charge  totalled 
$905,964,  compared  to  $893,908  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The 
details  are  shown  on  pages  2  and  7  to  13  of  the  Annual  Financial 
Statements. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  we  had  some  $19,000  mature  as 
detailed  on  page  7  of  the  Financial  Statements.  These  bonds  were 
replaced,  and  approximately  $32,000  of  our  1985-86  surplus  was  added 
to  purchase  bonds  as  detailed  on  page  8  of  the  Financial  Statements. 

These  purchases  will  continue  to  maintain  our  investment  fund  and 
revenue  therefrom  at  an  all  time  high  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  average  yield  on  investments  based  on  cost  fell  to  10.5%  in  the 
year  under  review,  compared  to  10.8%  in  the  previous  year.  Based  on 
Market  Value,  the  respective  yields  are  10.1%  for  1987  against  10.4%  in 
the  last  fiscal  year. 

All  securities  are  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Article  35(b)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  and  all  income  therefrom 
has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 


To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  present  my  third  Report  of  the  General 
State  of  the  Rite.  Before  I  do  so,  I  would  like  to  express  to  the  Members 
of  Supreme  Council  my  grateful  thanks  for  the  kindness,  concern, 
support  and  get  well  wishes  given  to  me  and  my  wife,  Edna,  during  my 
sudden  confinement  to  hospital  for  13  days  in  Charlottetown.  It  shows 
the  true  spirit  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  and  it  is  indeed  comforting  to 
receive  from  so  many  Brethren,  including  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  his  lovely  wife,  Muriel;  and  the  Deputy  for  New 
Brunswick,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Gerald  Chaulk,  33°  and  his  wife,  Fran,  who  came 
all  the  way  from  Moncton  to  visit. 

This  Report  is  compiled  through  the  information  provided  by  the 
Deputies  to  this  Committee.  We  consider,  once  again,  the  excellent  and 
conscientious  Reports  which  continue  to  show  their  dedication  to 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  and  this  Committee  compliments  them. 

We  had  another  year  of  losing  many  distinguished  Masons.  A 
distinguished  Brother,  Ill.*.  Bro.'.The  Honourable  Donald  M.  Fleming, 
33°,  Past  Active  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  passed  away  sudden¬ 
ly  on  December  31,  1986.  Ill/.Bro.'. Fleming  served  the  Masonic  fraterni¬ 
ty  with  the  keen  mind  and  judgement  that  he  displayed  throughout  his 
life  in  the  private  and  political  sector.  He  was  not  only  a  Brother  but  an 
upright  citizen.  He  was  a  Charter  Member  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charita¬ 
ble  Foundation.  His  passing  will  be  felt  by  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  and 
the  community  across  Canada. 

Just  prior  to  our  Annual  Session  last  year,  a  very  dedicated 
Freemason  passed  away  on  September  6,  1986  in  Ill.'.Bro.'.David  J. 
Miller,  33°,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Miller  was  well 
known  throughout  Ontario,  having  been  involved  in  Masonic  activities 
in  all  levels  for  many  years,  and  active  in  Concordant  Bodies. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.George  E.  Turner,  33°,  Past  Deputy  for  Ontario,  passed 
away  April  27th  after  50  years  a  dedicated  Mason.  He  served  many 
Offices  throughout  his  illustrious  career,  including  Grand  Master  of  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  Ontario. 
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Ill.'.Bro.'.L.  Cecil  Martin,  33°,  Past  Deputy  for  Quebec,  passed  away 
on  June  5th  after  a  lengthy  illness.  He  served  many  years  in  Freemason¬ 
ry  and  held  many  Offices,  including  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec. 

We  have  also  lost  many  Honorary  Members  of  this  Supreme 
Council  which  are  mentioned  in  the  Deputies  Reports.  We  shall  miss 
these  distinguished  Freemasons  for  their  smile,  their  willingness  to 
serve,  and  their  contribution  to  their  communities. 

It  is  also  with  regret  that  we  report  the  loss  of  the  wife  of  our  Deputy 
for  Alberta,  Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33°,  on  June  23rd.  Doreen 
succumbed  after  a  gallant  battle  with  cancer. 

We  offer  our  sincere  sympathy  to  their  families  and  loved  ones.  May 
They  Rest  in  Peace. 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.’. Bro. ".Gordon  L.  Bennett, 
33°.  has  had  another  full  and  rewarding  year.  One  of  the  highlights  was 
the  hosting  of  the  VII  Conference  on  English  Speaking  Supreme 
Councils  in  Amity,  May  31  to  June  3rd.  This  Conference  provided  the 
participation  of  the  Valleys  of  Toronto,  Niagara,  and  Hamilton  and 
promoted  good  fellowship  and  learning  for  everyone  from  the  nine 
Jurisdictions  represented  by  exchanging  ideas,  etc.  The  Valley  of 
Hamilton  hosted  a  reception  and  dinner,  as  well  as  entertaining  their 
guests  by  a  display  of  selected  parts  of  the  27°.  Congratulations  to 
Ill.'. Bro.’. Robert  G.  Loftus,  33°,  as  Planning  Chairman,  and  the  many 
Brethren  who  ably  assisted  him. 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  had  another  honour  by  his 
presence  and  participation  in  the  meeting  of  Grand  Masters  for  North 
America  in  Calgary,  which  was  held  for  the  first  time  outside  the  United 
States.  Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  addressed  the  Grand 
Secretaries  at  their  dinner  held  in  Banff.  We  should  all  be  proud  of  the 
honour  bestowed  upon  our  Supreme  Council  by  his  participation. 

His  official  visits  to  the  many  Valleys  has  continued  to  impress 
those  Brethren  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  hear  his  important  and 
interesting  addresses.  It  was  at  his  request  also  to  meet  the  Brethren, 
individually,  during  the  meeting  which  they  appreciated.  Your  Commit¬ 
tee  congratulates  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  dedication 
and  responsibilities  to  his  Office,  and  another  year  well  served. 

The  Deputies  report  that  the  degrees  are  done  in  an  able  manner, 
and  that  some  Valleys  are  extending  their  portrayal  of  degrees.  This 
should  be  followed  up  by  other  Valleys  not  doing  so  at  present,  as  it  is 
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not  only  more  impressive  to  the  candidate  but  also  gives  newer  or  non¬ 
active  members  an  opportunity  to  participate.  It  is  also  noted  that  some 
degrees  are  being  put  on  in  other  Jurisdictions,  including  the  United 
States,  and  this  is  very  worthwhile  in  the  spirit  of  Freemasonry  and  is  to 
be  encouraged. 

Unfortunately,  some  Officers  do  not  come  prepared  to  assume  their 
Offices,  and  this  is  regrettable.  The  Scottish  Rite  endeavors  to  portray  a 
very  high  standard  in  both  ritual  and  degrees,  and  it  is  disappointing  to 
see  Officers  either  reading  or  referring  to  their  ritual.  Let's  endeavour  to 
stop  this  practise. 

Some  Valleys  are  still  holding  Reunions  in  honour  of  a 
distinguished  Brother  who  is  still  living.  This  a  great  honour  to  be 
recognized  and  appreciated,  and  should  be  expanded  to  other  Valleys. 

This  year  Strathcona  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Campbell  River,  B.C.  is 
under  the  leadership  of  Ill.'.Bro/.George  O.  Lewis,  32°,  who  is  their 
T.P.G.M.,  and  is  a  Native  Indian.  Perhaps  this  could  be  a  first  in  the 
Scottish  Rite? 

We  have  again  made  presentations  of  Long  Service  Decorations, 
and  we  commend  these  stalwart  Freemasons  who  so  ably  gave  of  their 
time  in  the  early  years  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  Canada. 

The  travelling  degrees  are  still  making  visits  to  Valleys  out  of  their 
Jurisdiction  and  this  is  a  great  way  of  meeting  your  Brethren  from  other 
cities.  Winnipeg  Valley  has  the  touring  10°;  Calgary  the  29°,  and  the  24° 
from  Saskatoon. 

Some  Valleys  are  holding  Reunion  parties  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
degrees,  such  as  a  dinner  and  dance  which,  most  importantly,  includes 
the  ladies  and  these  Valleys  are  to  be  commended. 

There  is  little  comment  from  the  Deputies  Reports  on  the  History  of 
the  Valleys,  and  we  are  concerned  as  to  whether  the  Lodges  are  keeping 
this  very  important  information  current.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Historian  give  a  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  In  this  way  the  members 
are  given  a  briefing  and  are  satisfied  that  the  information  is  being  duly 
recorded  in  the  history.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  this  be 
adopted  by  all  Valleys. 

The  Valley  of  Toronto  is  to  be  commended  for  the  effort  of  Club 
1001,  which  has  made  available  for  the  needy  seventy  wheelchairs.  A 
terrific  service,  as  well  as  excellent  advertising  and  public  relations  for 
the  Scottish  Rite. 
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Your  Committee  is  still  very  much  concerned  that  the  Lodges  are 
not  paying  attention  to  their  finances  in  order  to  meet  their  budgets.  This 
is  important,  and  it  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly. 

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  has  made  great  strides  in  computerizing  the 
names  and  addresses  of  members,  financial  information,  dues  owing, 
membership  cards,  etc.  Some  other  Valleys  are  doing  similarly,  but  not 
so  extensive.  The  Valley  of  Edmonton  has  a  committee  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  developing  a  card  system  to  provide  information  for 
each  widow  in  the  Valley.  This  would  include  state  of  health,  ability  to 
attend  functions,  etc.  We  suggest  other  Valleys  consider  this,  as  it  is 
important  that  we  keep  in  touch  with  our  widows. 

Your  Committee  is  most  pleased  at  the  continued  support  of  our 
Scottish  Rite  Brethren  to  their  Craft  Lodge,  and  more  importantly 
Grand  Lodge.  We  must  continue  in  our  effort  to  assist  our  Craft  Lodges 
in  obtaining  new  members.  It  is  also  satisfying  to  observe  that  many  of 
these  Brethren  are  active  in  Concordant  Bodies,  which  ensures  the 
warmest  fraternal  feelings  and  goodwill  between  the  Bodies. 

Easter  Ceremonies  appear  to  be  well  attended  and.  with  more 
Chapters  requesting  dispensation  to  include  wives,  families  and 
Masonic  friends,  has  increased  the  interest  and  many  Chapters  want 
this  practise  to  continue. 

Many  Valleys  are  continuing  the  practise  of  holding  luncheon 
socials  for  the  benefit  of  those  unable  to  attend  meetings  in  the  evening, 
and  your  Committee  recommends  other  Valleys  to  consider  same. 

It  is  interesting  to  report  that  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  have  adopted  the  practise  of  having  the  candidates 
wearing  pale  blue  collars  with  readable  name  tags  suspended.  This 
appears  to  be  an  excellent  way  of  getting  to  know  our  new  candidates  by 
name,  as  well  as  recognizing  them,  and  your  Committee  recommends 
that  other  Valleys  seriously  look  into  this  method  of  identifying 
candidates. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
Under  Dispensation,  is  progressing  well,  and  that  our  Deputy, 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Harold  E.  Crosby,  33°,  has  seen  fit  to  recommend  them  for 
Constitution  and  Consecration. 

The  Deputy  for  Quebec  reports  that  no  candidates  were  received 
into  the  Valley  of  Quebec,  however,  Montreal  Valley  has  been  making 
progress  with  thirty  candidates  although  this  has  been  deleted  by  deaths 
and  suspensions.  IlL.Bro.Arthur  J.  Tonkin,  32°,  was  elected  to  the 
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important  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  Montreal,  replacing  Ill.’.Bro.'.Norman  E.  Auclair,  33°, 
who  served  that  position  for  several  years.  Unfortunately,  the  same  night 
Ill.'.Bro.’.Tonkin  was  elected,  he  passed  away  in  his  sleep,  and 
Ill.'.Bro.Auclair  willingly  resumed  this  position.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  Ill.'.Bro. '.Tonkin  was  known  in  Canada  as  the  Royal  Pilot,  having 
the  honour  and  responsibility  of  flying  the  Royal  Family  during  their 
visits  to  Canada. 

In  February,  the  14°  was  conferred  in  French  language,  and  was 
well  received  and  will  be  conferred  again  at  a  later  date.  The  success  of 
this  was  the  effort  put  into  this  degree  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.  Phillipe  A.  Decelles, 
33°,  and  we  congratulate  him  as  well  as  all  those  concerned  Brethren  for 
their  sincere  efforts  in  trying  to  keep  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  active  in 
Quebec. 

The  news  letters  are  progressing  well  in  several  Valleys  and,  as  an 
observer,  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  finds  them  very  interesting 
and  well  prepared.  Ill.'.Bro.'.R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°,  has  just  issued  another 
excellent  issue  of  “Gleanings  from  the  Valleys”.  This  is  well  written,  and 
we  hope  the  Valley  Officers  will  read  this  letter  and  bring  the  highlights 
to  the  attention  of  the  Brethren.  The  Supreme  Councillor  is  of  value  and 
interest  to  the  Brethren,  but  it  is  only  successful  if  the  editor  receives 
news  which  would  be  of  interest  to  everyone.  The  latest  Valley  news 
letter  is  from  Toronto  under  the  editorship  of  Ill.'.Bro.'. Denis  J.  Ross, 
33°,  and  we  commend  him  for  undertaking  this  task. 

Our  membership  is  still  of  great  concern  to  Supreme  Council.  The 
deaths  of  so  many  older  Brethren,  and  we  are  not  replacing  them  with 
younger  members,  leaves  us  in  a  very  precarious  position, 
notwithstanding  the  losses  through  suspensions  and  withdrawals.  The 
membership  problem  goes  back  many  years.  Your  Chairman  was 
reviewing  previous  Proceedings,  and  noted  that  in  1965  the  late  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  Coulton  Berkinshaw,  33°, 
had  made  a  special  Report  on  the  Advancement  of  the  Rite  and 
membership  was  an  important  part  of  this  Report.  In  that  Report  the 
questions  were  of  a  similar  vein  as  we  are  presently  faced  with.  So  you 
see.  Brethren,  we  have  not  accomplished  or  progressed  since  that  time  in 
an  endeavour  to  address  this  serious  problem.  It  is  noteworthy  that  some 
Deputies  are  holding  meetings  with  the  Valley  Officers  to  see  what  can 
be  done,  while  some  have  already  appointed  Committees.  The  Valley  of 
Winnipeg  hosted  a  meeting  of  Officers  from  Grand  Lodge,  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  Preceptory  and  Shrine,  with  a  view  to  come  up  with  a  solution 
or  suggestions.  Do  we  wait  for  good  men  to  come  to  us,  or  are  they 
waiting  for  us  to  approach  them?  Do  we  all  mention  membership  in 
Lodge  and  in  our  notices?  Should  we  establish  membership  committees 
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and,  if  so,  how  do  they  operate?  Do  we  make  new  members  feel  wanted 
and  are  they  happy  they  joined,  or  have  we  just  extended  a  privilege  to 
them?  Perhaps  this  is  an  area  that  could  be  improved  upon,  as  the  newer 
Brethren  are  not  all  impressed  with  our  Brotherly  love,  and  therefore  do 
not  like  recommending  a  Brother  to  membership.  The  collars  for 
candidates,  as  two  Lodges  are  using,  is  an  excellent  start  in  this  regard. 
With  the  small  percentage  of  Scottish  Rite  Masons  related  to  the  total 
Craft  Lodge  membership,  we  certainly  have  lots  of  scope  for  candidates. 
Your  Committee  recommends  that  steps  be  taken  now  to  address  this 
situation. 

This  year  the  Brethren  of  Barrie  are  now  meeting  in  their  new 
Masonic  “home  ",  which  is  not  only  new  and  spacious  but  can  also 
accommodate  Barrie  Consistory  members,  as  they  can  now  meet  there 
and  not  have  to  use  other  facilities.  We  take  our  “hats  off’  to  all  those 
Brethren  for  their  foresight,  imagination  and  hard  work  in  undertaking 
this  project. 

Another  important  event  was  the  visit  on  June  27th  to  the  Valley  of 
Reading,  Pennsylvania  by  the  Officers  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  to 
participate  in  the  Cornerstone  laying  ceremony  and  service  of  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  new  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  The  Cornerstone  laying  was 
under  the  direction  of  Ill.'.L.  W.  Carl  W.  Stenberg,  Jr.,  33°,  the  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  Cathedral  by  Ill/.Francis  G.  Paul,  33°.  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  At  the 
banquet  were  500  Masons  and  their  ladies.  The  Commander-in-Chief 
of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Ill.*. Bro.\ Bruce  R.  Grant,  33°,  made  a 
presentation  of  a  Canadian  Flag  and  a  picture  of  the  stained  glass 
window  in  the  Hamilton  Cathedral.  The  laying  of  the  Cornerstone  is  an 
experience  not  too  many  Brethren  are  able  to  witness,  and  the  visitation 
again  brings  together  the  universality  of  Freemasonry. 

The  Valley  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  made  arrangements  for  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  be  interviewed  by  the  local  newspaper, 
and  the  article  was  titled  “Leader  hopes  to  shed  secretive  Mason  image". 
The  report  was  accurate  and  well  presented.  A  picture  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  accompanied  the  article.  Further  publicity  was 
given  on  two  half-hour  television  interviews  in  November.  This  type  of 
publicity  should  be  welcomed,  and  we  congratulate  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  for  accepting  and  doing  such  an  excellent  job. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  under  the  excellent 
leadership  of  our  President,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°,  is  progressing 
with  a  total  increase  of  41.8%  over  the  previous  year.  The  contributions 
from  the  members  and  Valleys  this  year  was  54.53%  of  this  total,  and  the 
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balance  of  45.47%  was  made  up  from  bequests  and  miscellaneous.  The 
actual  members  and  Valley  increase  was  20.3%  over  the  previous  year.  At 
present  we  are  only  receiving  donations  from  8.36%  of  the  Brethren, 
which  you  can  observe  is  less  than  10%  and  that  is  certainly  not  great. 
Let's  try  and  do  better.  If  every  individual  Brother  contributed  the  sum  of 
$5.00  per  year  our  donations  would  be  $169,525.  Our  donations  this  year 
were,  by  member,  $122,  225  or  $3.60.  Some  contributions  by  individuals 
are  fairly  large,  and  they  increase  the  average  of  the  members  contribu¬ 
tion.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  with  a  little  more  effort  the 
Brethren  should  be  able  to  share  in  a  larger  portion  of  these  donations. 
How  about  the  Brethren  giving  this  consideration,  and  we  appeal  for 
your  support. 

This  past  year  we  made  available  the  sum  of  $225,000  for  research 
into  Down’s  Syndrome  and  Alzheimer  Disease,  a  dreadful  disease  that 
could  possibly  overcome  many  of  us  if  a  cure  is  not  found  soon.  The 
disbursement  of  these  funds  is  under  the  watchful  care  of  our  Awards 
Committee  Chairman,  Ill.\Bro.‘.N.  Richard  Richards,  33°,  who  is  doing 
a  splendid  job  in  reviewing  and  recommending  the  many  requests  for 
funds. 

The  blue  envelopes  continue  to  prove  ideal  for  the  purpose  and 
should  be  continued. 

The  Foundation  this  year  has  lost  a  dedicated  Director  in 
Ill.’.Bro.'.Donald  M.  Fleming,  33°  who  passed  away  suddenly  in 
December.  He  has  done  a  tremendous  job  in  the  control  of  our  financ¬ 
ing  as  well  as  his  valuable  in-put  at  our  Directors  Meetings.  He  was  the 
author  of  “The  First  Twenty  Years’’  of  the  Foundation,  and  we  are  truly 
thankful  that  he  was  able  to  complete  this  book  before  his  passing.  It  will 
be  a  remembrance  of  his  valuable  contribution  to  the  Foundation  of 
which  he  was  a  Charter  Member. 

The  Foundation  received  a  substantial  contribution  from  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  33°,  on  behalf  of  the  President 
of  The  Scottish  Rite  Foundation,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  Inc.  We 
do  appreciate  this,  and  thank  them. 

Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Hamilton,  under  the  direction  of 
Ill.'.Bro.' Allan  S.  Greive,  33°,  held  a  Monte  Carlo  Night,  and  raised  over 
$2,000  which  was  donated  to  the  Foundation,  here  is  another  idea  for 
other  Valleys  to  consider. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  that  some  Valleys  are  presenting  donations 
to  the  Deputies  on  their  official  visits.  Another  Valley  is  recommending 
that  any  Past  Officers  jewel  that  is  returned  to  the  Lodge  from  a 
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deceased  family  is  not  to  be  altered,  but  a  bar  placed  with  the  name  of 
the  Officer  receiving  same,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Lodge  is  to  donate 
$100  to  the  Foundation  in  lieu  of  having  to  purchase  a  new  jewel,  with  a 
receipt  going  to  the  donor.  Your  Committee  notes  that  the  Valley  of 
Edmonton  has  continued  the  practise  of  their  Auction  Night  with  their 
ladies,  and  they  raised  over  $1,200  for  the  Foundation.  Congratulations, 
Edmonton. 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is  trying  something  new  by 
arranging  a  winter  cruise  starting  in  the  Caribbean,  and  via  Panama 
Canal  to  Acapulco,  Mexico.  This  cruise  is  from  January  29  -  February 
10,  1988  and  is  for  thirteen  days.  To  date  they  have  had  a  good  response, 
so  that  those  who  are  interested  should  make  arrangements  soon. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  Committee  for  their  in-put 
into  this  Report.  It  is  important  that  we  get  the  information  which  is  of 
value  to  the  further  betterment  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry. 

My  thanks  to  Ill.'.Bro.  John  W.  Lowry,  33°,  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  Ill.'.Bro.'John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  Executive  Secretary,  and  the 
efficient  staff  of  Mrs.  Beatrice  J.  Ferrie  and  Mrs.  Diana  D.  Smith  for  all 
their  help  and  assistance  when  called  upon.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  was 
presented  by  Ill.\Bro. ’.Walter  H.  Mortlock,  33°,  Chairman. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  Report  covers  the  Fraternal  Relations  existing  between  our 
Supreme  Council  and  other  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and 
National  Grand  Lodges  with  which  we  are  in  Amity,  as  well  as 
recommendations  regarding  recognition  of  other  Supreme  Councils 
with  whom  we  do  not  have  Fraternal  Relations  at  the  present  time. 

As  the  correspondence  relative  to  Fraternal  Relations  with  other 
Supreme  Councils  is  carried  out  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
with  his  counterpart  in  other  Jurisdictions  there  will,  in  all  probability, 
be  some  repetition  between  this  Report  and  the  Allocution  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  It  is  possible,  too,  that  certain  items  of 
interest  may  be  more  fully  covered  in  the  Allocution  than  in  this  Report, 
therefore  both  Reports  should  be  considered  together. 

In  our  Report  one  year  ago  we  recommended  that  this  Supreme 
Council  extend  formal  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Councils  of  Austral¬ 
ia,  Italy  and  Spain.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  our  recommendations 
were  adopted.  Grand  Representatives  have  been  exchanged,  and  we  now 
enjoy  cordial  and  friendly  relations  with  thirty-two  Supreme  Councils 
and  four  National  Grand  Lodges  whose  degrees  correspond  very  closely 
with  those  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

We  would  again  emphasize  the  important  role  played  by  our  Grand 
Representatives  in  the  international  scene.  By  actively  promoting  a 
strong  personal  friendship  between  themselves  and  their  counterpart  in 
other  Jurisdictions,  they  do  much  to  foster  a  spirit  of  goodwill  and 
mutual  understanding.  This  is  particularly  true  with  respect  to  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Australia.  Having  established  fraternal  relations 
with  this  new  Supreme  Council,  steps  should  now  be  taken  to  strengthen 
the  fraternal  ties  between  us,  otherwise  the  great  distance  which 
separates  it  from  the  other  Jurisdictions  might  well  leave  it  isolated,  and 
very  much  out  of  touch  with  other  Supreme  Councils. 


Argentina 

In  1973  we  withdrew  recognition  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Argentina  because  of  a  conflict  in  ideologies  which,  unfortunately,  could 
not  be  resolved.  Since  that  time  the  Supreme  Council  of  Argentina  has 
had  a  change  of  leadership,  and  has  undergone  many  other  changes.  A 
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number  of  meetings  between  Members  of  our  Supreme  Council  and 
those  from  Argentina  have  been  held,  and  it  would  appear  that  our 
differences  have  now  been  resolved.  A  formal  request  for  recognition, 
and  an  exchange  of  Grand  Representatives  has  now  been  received.  After 
careful  consideration,  we  recommend  that  their  request  for  recognition 
be  granted,  and  Grand  Representatives  appointed. 

Colombia 

From  correspondence  received  from  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Colombia  it  would  appear  that  internal  problems  are  creating  a  conflict 
in  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  in  some  cases  in  the  Grand  Lodges  of  this 
country.  This  conflict  has  led  to  the  expulsion  of  several  Officers  and 
members.  We  are  somewhat  confused  regarding  the  situation  in 
Colombia  and  will  continue  to  study  the  problem  and  report  further 
when  more  detailed  information  is  available. 

Chile 

Our  Supreme  Council  suspended  fraternal  relations  with  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Chile,  and  withdrew  our  Grand  Representative  in 
1973  for  the  same  reasons  that  we  suspended  relations  with  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Argentina. 

During  the  intervening  years,  while  attending  the  Sessions  of  the 
Southern  and  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Reunions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the 
Americas,  Members  of  our  Supreme  Council  have  met  with  several 
Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Chile. 

From  the  conversations  we  have  had  with  their  Members,  it  would 
appear  that  there  have  been  many  changes  in  their  Supreme  Council, 
which  would  indicate  that  they  are  now  operating  in  a  normal  and 
regular  manner. 

No  request  for  formal  recognition  has  been  received  from  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Chile,  nor  do  we  know  whether  or  not  they  wish  to 
re-establish  fraternal  relations  with  us.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that 
we  keep  the  lines  of  communication  open  between  our  respective 
Supreme  Councils,  with  the  possibility  of  resuming  formal  relations 
with  them  at  some  future  date. 

United  States  of  America 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  continue  to  enjoy  a  friendly  and 
cordial  relationship  with  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Southern  and 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  of  America.  There 
have  been  regular  visitations,  not  only  between  our  Supreme  Councils, 
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but  also  between  our  Constituent  Bodies  and  those  south  of  the  border. 
We  commend  and  encourage  these  visits  as  a  means  of  promoting 
friendship  and  understanding  between  the  Members  of  our  respective 
Jurisdictions. 

The  VII  English  Speaking  Conference 

The  VII  Conference  of  the  English  Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in 
Amity  was  held  in  the  City  of  Toronto  from  May  31st  to  June  3rd,  with 
thirty-eight  delegates  and  observers  from  ten  Supreme  Councils  and 
four  National  Grand  Lodges  in  attendance,  many  accompanied  by  their 
ladies.  The  theme  of  the  Conference  was  “The  Scottish  Rite  and  how 
does  it  operate  in  your  Jurisdiction”.  Many  very  interesting  and  informa¬ 
tive  papers  were  presented,  which  proved  to  be  of  inestimable  value  in 
clarifying  the  manner  in  which  the  various  Supreme  Councils  and 
National  Grand  Lodges  operate.  No  doubt  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  will  cover  this  and  other  Conferences  in  greater  detail  in 
his  Report,  therefore,  for  further  information  on  these  Conferences,  we 
would  refer  you  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander's  Allocution. 

In  conclusion,  we  recommend  that  all  communications  and  all 
actions  taken  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  other  Members 
of  Supreme  Council  in  respect  to  our  relationship  with  other  Supreme 
Councils  and  Grand  Masonic  Bodies  be  ratified  and  approved.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

During  the  past  year  your  Committee  has  printed  and  distributed 
two  editions  of  information  to  our  members  or  Officers.  The  first  was 
The  Supreme  Councillor  which  was  printed  in  December,  1986  and  was 
supplied  to  all  Valleys,  which  in  turn  distributed  them  to  each  member. 
In  August,  1987  we  printed  Gleanings  from  Valley  Notices  which  in  turn 
was  mailed  directly  to  all  Presiding  Officers,  Secretaries,  Registrars, 
Active  and  Past  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  Under  Dispensation  was 
instituted  on  May  24th,  1986.  Since  that  date  they  have  held  several 
meetings,  including  a  Reunion  on  February  7th,  1987  when  4  candidates 
received  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter.  Their  Charter  Membership  was  42 
and  since  then  they  have  had  56  affiliations,  making  a  total  of  102.

The  Chapter  has  access  to  the  regalia  of  the 
Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  has  acquired  all  the  other 
essential  regalia. 

The  Deputy  is  satisfied  with  their  financial  affairs,  and  the  By-laws 
will  be  ready  for  presentation  to  their  members  following  their  constitu¬ 
tion.  The  Deputy  recommends  the  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  be 
granted  Letters  Patent  of  Constitution,  and  this  Committee  agrees.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
PROPOSED  WINTER  BOAT  CRUISE 


To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

Early  in  December  of  1986  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
appointed  a  Committee  to  explore  the  feasibility  of  a  winter  boat  cruise 
for  Members  of  Scottish  Rite.  Early  in  January  of  1987  Ill.'. Bro.' John  I. 
Carrick,  33°,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  Supreme  Council,  arranged  an 
appointment  with  Horizon  Tours  of  Toronto.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Carrick  had  been 
on  several  Horizon  Tours  and  recommended  them  very  highly.  Horizon 
Tours  are  wholesalers  in  the  travel  business  and  put  together  travel 
packages  for  Travel  Agents  across  Canada. 

After  a  very  successful  meeting  with  the  Sales  Manager  and  the 
Reservations  Manager  of  Horizon  Tours,  they  agreed  to  submit  a  cruise 
package  of  approximately  two  weeks,  beginning  in  San  Juan,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  ending  in  Acapulco,  Mexico  with  passage  through  the 
Panama  Canal.  We  were  asked  about  how  many  we  would  expect  to  take 
the  cruise.  With  our  membership  in  Supreme  Council  at  about  1000,  we 
estimated  about  5%  which  would  give  us  about  50  couples  or  100 
persons.  It  was  established,  if  we  went  ahead  with  their  proposal,  there 
would  be  no  obligation  to  Supreme  Council,  financial  or  otherwise,  and 
that  if  we  gave  them  a  list  of  our  membership  of  Supreme  Council,  they 
would  look  after  the  mailing  of  a  brochure  to  our  Members. 

We  reported  our  discussions  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
and  he  advised  us  to  go  ahead  with  plans  for  a  late  January  or  early 
February  cruise.  We  so  advised  Horizon  Tours,  and  they  came  up  with  a 
13  day  cruise  on  the  Royal  Princess  (a  top  notch  ship)  leaving  January 
29,  1988  and  returning  February  10,  1988,  and  they  mailed  a  specially 
prepared  brochure  to  all  our  Supreme  Council  Members  with  a  letter 
from  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  inviting  our  Members  to  join 
him  on  this  cruise. 

We  liked  the  following  features  of  the  package  put  together  by 
Horizon  Tours.  (1)  Our  Members  would  book  through  their  own  travel 
agents.  (2)  A  tour  guide  will  be  furnished  for  each  39  people  taking  the 
cruise.  (3)  It  will  be  an  all  inclusive  tour  and  will  include  all  gratuities, 
shore  excursions  at  San  Juan,  St.  Thomas,  Antigua,  Martinique, 
Curacao,  and  maybe  Panama  if  there  is  time  after  the  day  passing 
through  the  Canal.  At  the  time  of  preparing  this  Report  38  people  have 
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booked  for  the  cruise,  and  I  have  just  been  advised  that  an  up  to  date 
number  is  42  people. 

Mary  Stefaniak  and  Joan  Harper  of  Horizon  Tours  have  been 
available  at  a  table  in  the  Registration  Area  on  Wednesday.  September 
9th  to  answer  any  questions  from  those  attending  our  Sessions.  We 
anticipate  that  by  the  end  of  our  Sessions  our  100  reserved  spaces  will  be 
taken.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

In  the  Report  delivered  by  this  Committee  last  year  only  one  item  of 
business  was  considered  to  remain  unresolved.  This  matter  arose  from  a 
comment  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  Allocution  delivered  at 
the  1983  Session,  whereby  it  was  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to 
formulating  a  more  precise  definition  of  the  role  of  our  Grand 
Representatives. 

Early  this  spring  the  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  that  the  matter  was  considered  at  the  Meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Council  held  on  November  6,  1986.  After  considerable  discus¬ 
sion  the  Committee  concluded  that,  beyond  what  has  always  been 
considered  traditional,  any  formalized  definition  of  the  role  of  our 
Grand  Representatives  was  neither  appropriate  nor  desirable. 

It  is  not  the  practice  of  our  Committee  to  enumerate  any  matters 
which  only  arose  at  the  previous  year's  Session,  since  we  must  assume 
that  these  will  receive  attention  at  our  current  meetings. 

Therefore,  except  for  the  ongoing  work  of  the  Committee  on  Rituals 
and  Ritualistic  Matter  involving  a  painstaking  review  of  the  Book  of 
Ceremonies  with  a  view  to  modernizing  and  improving  the  rituals 
contained  therein,  we  can  report  that  no  other  item  of  business  arising 
from  Sessions  prior  to  1986  remains  unresolved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
RITUALS  AND  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 


To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Peers  and  Brethren: 


Section  1: 

Your  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Deputy  for  Quebec,  Ill.'.Bro.'. Douglas  A.  Rennie,  33°,  and  under  the 
direction  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Philippe  A.  Decelles,  33°,  the  Fourteenth  degree 
was  exemplified  in  French  in  Montreal  on  February  23,  1987.  Details  are 
given  in  the  Deputy’s  Report.  A  second  exemplification  is  planned  for 
Quebec  City  on  October  10,  1987,  when  the  Sovereign  Grand  Comman¬ 
der  will  be  paying  an  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Quebec. 

Your  Committee  regards  an  increasing  availability  of  ritualistic  text 
in  the  French  language  as  essential  to  the  progress  of  the  Rite  in  Quebec. 
The  trial  period,  authorized  by  Supreme  Council  in  1985,  for  exemplifi¬ 
cation  in  French  of  the  Fourteenth  Degree  expires  at  this  Session.  Your 
Committee  now  recommends  that  the  French  text  for  the  Fourteenth 
Degree  as  submitted  in  Appendix  B  of  the  Committee’s  Report  to 
Supreme  Council  on  September  14,  1985  be  now  approved  for  conferral 
of  this  degree,  as  an  alternative  to  the  present  (English)  text,  and  that  the 
ritual  in  French  be  available  for  issue  to  Subordinate  Bodies  for  their 
use  under  the  usual  restrictions  and  controls. 

Supreme  Council  should  note  that,  in  Quebec,  there  is  presently  a 
Grand  Master's  ruling  that  Craft  Degrees  in  that  Jurisdiction  may  be 
conferred  in  English  or  in  French,  but  not  in  a  mixture  of  the  two 
languages.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommends  that,  in  the 
conferral  of  the  Fourteenth  Degree,  either  the  English  or  the  French  text 
must  be  used  in  their  respective  entirety,  unless  specific  approval  to  the 
contrary  is  given  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

The  Committee  again  acknowledges,  with  thanks  and  deep  appreci¬ 
ation,  the  contribution  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Philippe  A.  Decelles,  33°  to  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  Rite. 

Supreme  Council  is  advised  that  a  text  of  the  ritual  of  the  Seventh 
Degree  is  being  prepared  in  the  French  language,  for  appropriate  report 
at  our  next  Annual  Session.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


Section  2 

Following  review  by  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General,  a  few 
minor  amendments  were  made  in  the  final  draft  of  the  revised  ceremony 
for  the  Installation  and  Investiture  of  Officers  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
As  approved  at  our  last  Annual  Session,  the  definitive  text  has  been 
printed  and  distributed,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  present  Session 
becomes  mandatory  except  when  a  Valley  has  permission  from  Supreme 
Council  to  the  contrary. 


Section  3: 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  appointed  a  Special  Committee, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°,  to  revise 
and  improve  the  Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies  of  Supreme  Council. 
Your  Chairman  was  consulted  fully  during  the  development  of  draft 
texts  and  input  was  obtained  from  your  Committee. 

To  formalize  the  matter,  your  Committee  approves,  without  reserva¬ 
tion,  the  final  text  of  the  Special  Committee,  which  text  was,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  used  at  the  Opening  of 
this  Session. 


Section  4: 

In  continuance  of  its  assignment  to  review,  redraft  and  modernize 
the  various  sections  of  the  Book  of  Ceremonies,  your  Committee  has 
prepared  and  completed  a  revised  ritual  for  Installation  of  the  Officers 
of  a  Consistory.  The  present  ritual  is  seriously  defective  in  view  of 
changes  in  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  since  the 
1950  date  of  its  approval  and  of  the  substantially  increased  number  of 
Consistories  now  with  concurrent  jurisdiction. 

The  draft  text  was  discussed  in  Executive  Session,  and  copies  are  in 
the  hands  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  for  individual 
detailed  review  at  leisure,  with  an  agreed  deadline  date  of  November  1st 
next  for  comment  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  The  approach  to 
the  draft  text  parallels  that  for  the  revised  ceremony  of  Installation  for 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  -  i.e.  conformity  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations, 
modernization  of  language  and  intent,  removal  of  excess  verbiage, 
detailed  instructions  and,  as  a  special  feature,  the  addition  of  a  General 
Charge  to  all  the  Brethren.  This  new  charge  is  derived  from  a  memorial 
address  given  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  by  the  late  M.W.  Bro.  G. 
M.  Davies  on  June  15,  1981.  The  poem  included  is  by  R.  H.  Granville.  It 
is  submitted  that  the  words  of  M.W.  Bro.  Davies  are  vital  and 
appropriate. 
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Unless  further  refinements,  improvements,  corrections  and 
revisions  require  unforeseen  consideration,  it  is  planned  that  a  definitive 
text  can  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary  General  by  mid-November 
for  printing  and  distribution  under  the  authority  of  Supreme  Council. 
When  so  distributed  the  new  text  will  be  available  for  optional  use  in 
Consistories  until  the  next  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  and  will 
be  mandatory  thereafter. 

Work  on  the  revision  of  the  ritual  for  Installation  and  Investiture  of 
Officers  in  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  is  underway  for  report  and 
recommendations  at  the  next  Annual  Session. 

Issue  of  an  official  text  for  the  Constans  Drama  as  an  alternative  to 
the  WW.  I  drama  in  the  32°  has  been  delayed  because  of  uncertainty  of 
the  status  of  two  versions.  This,  therefore,  remains  as  unfinished 
business  to  be  cleared  later. 

Section  5: 

In  the  Consistory  the  present  style  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  is 
“Very  Illustrious”.  This  style  dates  from  earlier  days  when  the  style  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  “Most  Puissant”  that  of  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Grand  Commander  “Puissant”,  etc.  etc.,  etc.  Today,  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  shares,  honourably  and  properly  as  the  first  among 
his  Peers  and  Brethren,  the  simple  and  adequate  style  and  title  of 
“Illustrious”.  In  the  ceremony  of  his  Installation  each  Commander-in- 
Chief  pledges  to  regard  as  his  Peers  all  the  Brethren  over  whom  he  will 
preside.  With  respect,  it  seems  out  of  place  for  a  Commander-in-Chief 
to  have  a  style  which  might  even  be  inferred  as  having  a  higher  dignity 
than  that  of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  each  Consistory  assumes,  from  this  date,  honourably  and 
properly,  the  simple  and  adeqate  style  of  “Illustrious”,  and,  further,  that 
all  Rituals  now  using  the  style  “Very  Illustrious"  with  references  to  the 
Presiding  Officer  be  now  amended  accordingly. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  a  copy  of  this  section  of 
this  Report  be  sent  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  to  each  Consistory 
of  our  obedience. 

Section  6: 

The  proposal  by  Ill/.Bro.'John  V.  Lawer,  33°  at  the  last  Annual 
Session  re  a  change  in  our  regulations  for  the  Fourteenth  Degree  Apron 
was  referred  to  your  Committee.  A  questionnaire,  prepared  by  your 
Chairman,  was  circulated  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  to  all  Lodges 
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of  Perfection  to  get  a  census  of  use  of  aprons  by  Officers  in  Lodges  of 
Perfection  and  how  closely  these  conformed  to  the  official  specifications 
(page  42,  1985  edition  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations).  The  Lodges  of 
Perfection  were  advised  that  it  was  strictly  understood  that,  whether  a 
change  was  recommended  or  not,  no  presently  used  apron  which 
conformed  to,  or  substantially  conformed  to  regulations  would  be 
required  to  be  replaced  or  considered  to  be  obsolete. 

The  present  regulations  in  our  Statutes  and  Regulations  are: — 

“THE  APRON  shall  be  of  white  lambskin,  lined  with  crimson  and 
edged  with  blue.  Around  it  on  the  inside  of  the  edging  of  blue  shall  be  a 
delicate  embroidery  in  crimson,  representing  a  wreath  of  flowers.  In  the 
middle  of  the  apron  shall  be  painted,  or  embroidered,  the  jewel,  and  on 
the  flap  a  representation  of  a  flat  stone  with  a  ring  in  the  centre.” 

It  is  of  interest  that  this  appears  to  have  been  taken,  almost 
verbatim,  from  the  apron  specified  by  Albert  Pike  as  published  in  “The 
Inner  Sanctuary,  Part  I”  dated  A.M.  5630  (A.D.  1870)  which  reads: 

“The  apron  is  of  white  lambskin,  lined  with  crimson  and  edged  with 
blue.  Around  it,  on  the  inside  of  the  edging  of  blue,  is  a  delicate  embroi¬ 
dery  in  crimson,  representing  a  wreath  of  flowers.  In  the  middle  of  the 
apron  is  painted  or  embroidered  the  jewel;  and  on  the  flap  is  a  represen¬ 
tation  of  a  flat,  square  stone  to  which  is  attached  a  ring.” 

Replies  were  received  from  33  of  the  47  Lodges  of  Perfection.  Twelve 
Lodges  of  Perfection  report  aprons  for  their  Officers  or  most  of  their 
Officers  (range  of  aprons  available  20  to  10).  Twenty-one  Lodges 
reported  having  one  (for  the  candidate)  or  two  (candidate  and 
T.P.G.M.).  It  appears  that  all  Lodges  reporting  have  a  correct  apron  at 
least  for  the  representative  candidate.  Remarkably,  not  one  of  the  twelve 
Lodges  with  Officers  aprons  uses  an  apron  which,  strictly  and  in  all 
respects,  conforms  to  our  regulation.  The  most  common  defect  is 
absence  of  embroidery,  and  the  second  absence  of  the  stone  on  the  flap 
(some  are  missing  both).  By  far  the  most  precious  and  interesting  aprons 
are  in  Kootenay-Boundary  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Castlegar,  B.C.  These 
were  hand  embroidered  on  crepe-de-chine  by  Mrs.  William  M. 
Ferguson,  wife  of  the  late  Ill.'.Bro. '.Ferguson,  33°  who  was  a  principal 
focus  and  centre  of  the  Rite  in  his  Valley.  Such  aprons  are  unique  and 
very  special  treasurers. 

Most  of  the  aprons  for  Officers  have  been  gifts  from  individuals  or 
from  other  Bodies  of  the  Rite.  Regalia  makers  have  cut  their  estimates  by 
avoiding  expensive  features  (such  as  embroidery).  Then  these  aprons 
have  been  copied,  sometimes  with  further  modifications.  Frankly,  there 
has  been  no  policing  of  Scottish  Rite  aprons.  Equally  frankly,  increasing 
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costs  will  compel  some  changes  in  the  future.  A  major  example  is  the 
apron  for  the  18°,  and  your  Committee  recommends  that  a  special  sub¬ 
committee  be  set  up,  with  the  approval  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  to  investigate  and  make  recommendations  for  the  18° 
regalia. 

In  view  of  the  above,  your  Committee  further  recommends  as 
follows: 

(a)  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  official  specifications  for  the 
apron  for  the  Fourteenth  Degree,  especially  in  view  of  its  historic 
backgound. 

(b)  that  Supreme  Council  reaffirms  that  the  apron  with  which  a 
representative  candidate  is  invested  in  any  degree  under  its  jurisdiction 
must  conform  to  the  approved  specifications  for  such  apron. 

(c)  that  aprons  now  in  use  for  Officers  of  the  following  Bodies 
Calgary,  Alta.,  Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection 

Castlegar,  B.C.,  Kootenay-Boundary  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Edmonton,  Alta.,  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Guelph,  Ont.,  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Hamilton,  Ont.,  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Medicine  Hat,  Man.,  Medicine  Hat  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Montreal,  Que.,  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Ottawa,  Ont.,  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Sarnia,  Ont.,  Sarnia  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Sudbury,  Ont.,  Sudbury  and  District  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Winnipeg,  Man.,  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection 

be  confirmed  as  acceptable  for  use  by  Officers  in  their  respective  Lodges 
of  Perfection. 

(d)  that  any  Subordinate  Body  acquiring  regalia  for  use  in  any  of  its 
degrees  be  required  to  consult  the  Grand  Secretary-General  as  to  specifi¬ 
cations.  Should  any  special  problems  arise  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
will  refer  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter 
for  as  prompt  action  as  feasible. 

Section  7: 

An  enquiry  was  received  from  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  as  to  whether 
modification  of  the  ritual  of  the  Fourteenth  Degree  would  be  required  if 
the  conventional  individual  cups  were  substituted,  for  sanitary  reasons, 
for  a  common  cup  in  the  distribution  of  wine.  As  is  well  known,  the 
majority  of  Lodges  of  Perfection  now  use  individual  cups.  The  Lodge  of 
Perfection  was  assured  that  there  is  no  ritual  problem  whatever  in  such 
use.  The  “same  cup"  is  shared  by  the  celebrant  and  the  representative 
candidate  (who  may  drink  from  opposite  sides,  or  the  celebrant  may  fill 
two  small  cups  from  the  same  cup).  In  sending  the  wine  to  all  the 
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Brethren  the  celebrant  makes  no  reference  to  the  same  cup,  he  simply 
sends  the  wine.  Any  Lodge  of  Perfection  of  our  Jurisdiction  is  therefore 
in  full  compliance  with  our  ritual  in  using  individual  cups.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
JURISPRUDENCE  AND  LEGISLATION 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

1.  We  have  examined  the  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  as  required  by  Article  22  (s)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions.  We  wish  to  report  favourably  on  the  rulings  and  recommendations 
made. 

2.  We  have  examined  the  amendments  made  to  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations.  We  see  no  constitutional  bar  to  these  changes. 

1)  The  duties  of  the  Grand  Chancellor  have  been  enlarged  to  make 
it  clear  that  he  can  obtain  assistance  if  any  charges  have  to  be  laid 
against  a  member.  It  is  also  made  clear  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  can  call  on  his  assistance  for  any  duties  that  may  be 
assigned  to  him. 

2)  Amendments  were  made  to  enable  a  member  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
in  the  U.S.A.  to  join  our  Scottish  Rite  without  joining  a  Craft  Lodge  here. 
It  is  understood  that  both  American  Jurisdictions  will  enact  reciprocal 
provisions  for  Canadians. 

3)  Amendments  were  made  at  the  request  of  the  Audit  and  Finance 
Committee  to  ensure  that  financial  statements  go  to  the  members  of 
each  Valley  for  approval  at  an  appropriate  meeting. 

4)  The  matters  of  having  one  set  of  by-laws  for  a  Valley  and  of 
appointing  one  Body  in  a  Valley  to  act  as  fiscal  and  business  agent  was 
referred  to  the  Advisory  Committee  for  further  study. 

We,  the  Members  of  this  Committee,  move  that  this  be  accepted  as 
our  report  and  that  the  Articles  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  be 
amended  accordingly  using  the  full  text  as  set  out  in  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  to  effect  the  above  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

As  directed,  we  have  examined  the  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the 
Auditors. 

We  have  examined  all  By-law  amendments  pertaining  to  financial 
matters,  and  have  forwarded  our  comments  and  recommendations  with 
respect  thereto  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations, 
Members  of  our  Committee  have  reviewed  the  Financial  Reports  of  the 
Constituent  Bodies  throughout  Canada. 

The  majority  of  the  Financial  Reports  received  from  the  Valleys 
were  properly  prepared,  and  contained  all  the  information  requested.  A 
minority  of  the  Reports  received  were  not  fully  completed,  and  were 
deficient  in  some  manner  or  form.  In  the  main,  the  deficiencies  in  the 
Reports  received  related  to:  the  lack  of  balance  where  required,  the 
absence  of  an  audit  report,  and  the  non-disclosure  of  the  amount  of 
funds  under  the  control  of  the  Almoner. 


Your  Committee  remains  concerned  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the 
Commutation  Funds  maintained  by  Valleys,  where  such  Valleys  do  not 
secure  some  outside  attestation  that  the  Commutation  Fund  is  adequate 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  instituted. 

Our  Report  of  a  year  ago  contained  three  recommendations  relating 
to  insurance  matters,  with  particular  reference  to  Liability  Insurance. 
We  are  informed  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  that  certain  prelimi¬ 
nary  information  and  data  has  been  assembled,  and  that  our  recommen¬ 
dations  will  be  pursued  further  in  the  ensuing  months.  Ill.'.Bro.'.R. 
Eldon  Greer,  33°,  Member  of  this  Committee,  will  develop  a  question¬ 
naire  regarding  the  types  of  insurance  coverage  the  various  Valleys  now 
carry. 

We  present  for  your  consideration  and  approval  a  budget  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1988.  This  budget  is  detailed  in  the  two 
attached  schedules  which  form  an  integral  part  of  this  Report. 
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Revenue  forecasts  are  based  on  1986-87  actual  results;  expenditures 
are  projected  with  allowances  for  inflation,  where  indicated;  and  for 
other  known  factors. 


Total  revenues,  other  than  investment  income,  are  estimated  to 
reach  $197,000;  total  expenditures  $265,000,  resulting  in  an  estimated 
operating  deficit  of  $68,000.  Investment  income  is  expected  to  produce 
$84,000.  giving  rise  to  a  projected  net  surplus  for  the  year  of  $16,000.  This 
compares  to  an  actual  surplus  of  $12,056  for  the  1986/87  fiscal  year.

Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  Alexander  Milligan,  33°,  Deputy  for  Alberta, 
then  gave  a  brief  report  about  the  recent  Tornado  Disaster  in 
Edmonton,  Alberta.  On  behalf  of  our  Supreme  Council, 
Ill.’.Bro.'.Milligan  had  earlier  presented  a  cheque  in  the  amount 
of  $2,000  to  the  Edmonton  Disaster  Fund,  which  they  turned  over 
to  the  local  branch  of  the  Salvation  Army,  to  be  used  to  alleviate 
suffering  amongst  victims  of  the  tornado. 

“Illustrious  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren; 

Everyone  here  is  aware  of  the  severe  weather  disturbance 
which  occurred  in  Edmonton  on  Friday,  31st  July,  1987  and  is 
now  referred  to  as  “Black  Friday”. 

On  that  fateful  day  heavy  rain,  hail  and  a  tornado  hit  the 
east  side  of  the  city,  causing  26  deaths  and  millions  of  dollars  of 
damage. 

A  number  of  dwellngs  and  many  businesses  were  completely 
destroyed.  Many  families  were  left  with  only  the  clothes  they  were 
wearing,  and  nothing  else. 

The  wind  speed  at  the  centre  of  the  tornado  was  estimated  to 
be  over  200  m.p.h. 

The  devastation  was  unbelievable  but,  within  hours  of  the 
storm’s  passing,  individuals  and  companies  of  all  sizes  came 
forward  with  food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  those  in  need. 

It  is  my  pleasure  today  to  advise  the  Brethren  here 
assembled  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  of 
Canada  forwarded  to  me,  as  the  Deputy  for  Alberta,  a  cheque  to 
be  distributed  to  one  or  more  Tornado  Relief  Funds  as  I  saw  fit. 
After  some  discussions  with  local  Honorary  Inspectors-General, 
33°,  and  after  some  enquiries  to  determine  the  disposition  of  the 
money,  I  delivered  the  cheque  for  $2,000  to  the  Salvation  Army. 
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On  behalf  of  those  who  were  affected,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Valley  of  Edmonton,  I  sincerely  thank  our  Supreme  Council  for 
its  generous  and  thoughtful  gift  to  such  a  worthy  cause.  The 
action  of  our  Supreme  Council  prompted  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta  and  the  Edmonton  Valley  of  our  Scottish  Rite  to  follow 
your  lead  in  being  “Our  Brother's  Keeper”. 

Thank  you,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  all  associ¬ 
ated  with  this  Supreme  Council.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ALBERTA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  submit  this  Report  on  the  activities  and 
condition  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  death  of  the  following 
Members  of  Supreme  Council; 

Ill/.Bro.'.Sydney  Smith  Harper,  33°  born  7  December,  1907  and  died 
in  Edmonton,  Alberta  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1987  at  the  age  of  79 
years. 

IIU.Bro/.Charles  Malcolm  MacLeod,  33°  born  3  March,  1903  and 
died  in  Sydney,  B.C.  on  the  6th  day  of  December,  1986  at  the  age  of  83 
years. 

IlL.Bro.'.Morley  George  Merner,  33°  born  5  April,  1911  and  died  in 
Edmonton,  Alberta  on  the  6th  day  of  June,  1987  at  the  age  of  76  years. 

Each  of  these  Brethren  contributed  greatly  in  his  own  way  both  to 
Craft  Masonry  and  to  our  Scottish  Rite.  They  will  always  be 
remembered  for  their  devotion  and  considerations  extended  to  our 
Fraternity. 

Canadian  Freemasonry  was  honoured  when  the  meeting  of  Grand 
Masters  for  North  America  was  held,  for  the  first  time  outside  of  the 
United  States,  in  Calgary,  Alberta.  This  event  was  a  huge  success  and 
Canadian  Scottish  Rite  was  highly  honored  to  have  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Ill/.Bro.'.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°  as  the  theme 
speaker  at  the  dinner,  held  in  Banff,  for  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  North 
America.  Ill.’.Bro.'. Bennett,  33°  took  advantage  of  this  occasion  to  visit 
the  Central  Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection  where  he  was  made  an 
Honorary  Life  Member.  He  also  visited  the  Edmonton  Valley  where  he 
was  made  an  Honorary  Life  Member  of  each  of  the  Bodies.  In  each 
Valley  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  given  a  small  token  of  the 
esteem  of  the  membership,  and  a  constant  reminder  of  the  occasion. 
Also  attending  the  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion  was 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Elvio  Sciubba,  33°  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  Italy,  and 
Mrs.  Sciubba,  both  very  delightful  and  worthy  representatives  of  the 
Italian  Jurisdiction. 
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The  Travelling  10th  Degree  Team  of  the  Winnipeg  Valley  came  to 
Edmonton,  and  demonstrated  its  great  ability  to  perform  this  degree  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Edmonton  Brethren.  The  degree  was  very  well 
presented  and  the  efforts  of  the  entire  cast,  including  the  make-up 
people  and  those  responsible  for  the  staging,  received  the  plaudits  of 
everyone  witnessing  this  well  performed  degree.  The  Travelling  10th 
Degree  Team  has  as  its  members  two  past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba,  17  Masters  or  Past  Masters,  7  Past  T.P.G.M.s,  four 
Past  M.W.S.s,  and  four  Past  C.  in  C.s.

Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  Mildren,  33°  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  imagination  in  the 
way  the  degree  is  presented  and  by  the  way  the  costumes  are  made. 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Raymond  K.  Adams,  33°,  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  accompanied 
the  team  on  this  occasion.  The  Edmonton  Brethren  appreciated  his  visit 
on  this  memorable  portrayal  of  a  worthy  and  dignified  degree. 

The  29th  Degree  Team  of  the  Southalta  Consistory  of  the  Calgary 
Valley  journeyed  to  Saskatoon,  Saskatchewan  to  portray  the  29th 
Degree.  The  Work  was  very  well  done  and  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
Brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon.  The  hospitality  extended  was  of  the 
highest  calibre  and  very  much  appreciated. 

The  12th  Degree  Team  of  the  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
travelled  to  Lacombe,  Alberta  to  put  on  this  degree  for  the  Central 
Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection.  This  is  the  fourteenth  time  this  degree  team 
has  performed  in  Lacombe  and  is  now  looked  upon  as  a  regular  feature. 
The  same  holds  true  when  the  21st  Degree  Team  from  Central  Alberta 
Valley  performs  in  Edmonton  each  year.  This  movement  of  degree 
teams  is  a  worthwhile  experience  for  both  the  team  members  and  for  the 
audience,  as  it  establishes  a  bond  of  friendship  between  the  members  of 
both  Valleys. 

In  October  1986  a  bus  load  of  members  of  the  Edmonton  Valley 
honoured  the  Calgary  Valley  at  the  time  of  the  Installation  of  Officers  of 
the  Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection.  The  T.P.G.M.  who  was  installed  into 
Office  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  Edmonton  Valley,  hence  the 
reason  for  the  trip.  This  was  a  very  rewarding  experience  and  brought 
both  Valleys  closer  together. 

In  December  1986  the  Edmonton  Valley  held  its  annual  auction 
night  which  was  attended  by  about  125  members  and  their  wives.  This 
auction  realized  a  donation  of  $1,259.00  to  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  This  is  always  a  fun  night  and  is  looked  forward  to  by  the 
membership,  especially  the  wives. 

The  Edmonton  Valley  has  established  a  Special  Committee  which 
is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  developing  a  card  system  designed 
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to  provide  an  up-to-date  information  catalogue  for  each  widow  in  the 
Valley.  Such  information  will  include  the  state  of  her  health,  her  ability 
to  attend  Valley  functions  as  a  guest  and  to  maintain  a  record  of  her 
address  at  all  times.  This  is  a  most  worthwhile  endeavour,  and  I  strongly 
advise  all  Valleys  to  form  such  a  committee. 

The  three  Bodies  comprising  the  Edmonton  Valley  have  changed 
their  By-laws  in  such  a  way  that  members  who  are  at  least  65  years  of 
age,  and  have  had  continuous  membership  for  20  years  or  more,  are  able 
to  obtain  a  life  membership  on  a  graduating  fee  structure,  so  that  at  age 
80  the  fee  is  nil.  This  By-law  change  recognizes  the  older  members  and 
the  support  they  have  given  the  Valley. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  represent  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  at  the  Grand 
Convocation  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Alberta  which  was  held  in 
Edmonton  commencing  8  May,  1987.  I  also  represented  the  A.  &  A.S.R. 
at  the  opening  exercises  of  the  Grand  Guardian  Council  of  Alberta 
International  Order  of  Job's  Daughters.  Both  of  these  organizations 
were  most  kind  to  me  and  received  me  into  their  sessions  with  great 
dignity.  I  feel  our  presence  at  such  functions  is  worthwhile  and  makes 
people  aware  of  our  place  in  the  design  of  Freemasonry. 

In  conclusion,  I  sincerely  wish  to  thank  the  entire  Alberta  member¬ 
ship  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.  They  have  been  most  kind.  I 
also  wish  to  especially  thank  Ill.'.Bro.'.Roy  W.  Austin,  33°,  Active 
Member,  for  his  counsel  and  support.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  entire 
Hamilton  office  staff  for  their  assistance  and  guidance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  BRITISH  COLUMBIA

We  again  thank  Ill.’.Bro.’.Fred  Dickson,  32°,  who  programmed  the 
computer  and  made  the  purchase  for  us,  and  we  also  thank 
Ill.’.Bro.’. Donald  J.  Campbell,  33°,  who  donated  a  printer  for  the 
computer  and  gave  us  much  advice  as  to  how  it  could  be  used  to  best 
advantage.  Brethren  such  as  these  have  made  the  work  of  both  myself 
and  Clarence  E.  Chick  much  more  effective,  and  we  sincerely  believe 
that  Winnipeg  Valley  has  one  of  the  best  organized  offices  for  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  Canada. 

While  Ill.’.Bro.’.Gordon  Bennett  and  his  wife  were  here  in  Winnipeg 
on  their  official  visit,  it  was  arranged  that  Ill.’.Bro.’.Clarence  E.  Chick 
took  them  to  the  Lions  Manor  to  meet  a  good  number  of  our  Rite-irees. 
These  Rite-irees  are  accustomed  to  meet  at  the  Lions  Manor  every 
Thursday  morning  for  a  “Coffee  Klatsch”.  Both  Muriel  Bennett  and 
Gordon  Bennett  assured  me  that  this  was  one  of  the  most  interesting 
points  of  their  visit  to  Winnipeg.  I  understand  that  Clarence  E.  Chick 
also  took  them  to  our  office  at  529  Wellington  Crescent  so  that  they 
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would  be  familiar  with  our  office  operation  in  Winnipeg;  these  meetings 
took  place  on  the  Wednesday  before  Maundy  Thursday  and  on  the 
Wednesday  evening,  the  33°  Brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  were 
pleased  to  entertain  Ill.’.Bro. '.Gordon  Bennett  and  his  wife,  Muriel,  at  a 
banquet  arranged  so  that  they  could  meet  as  many  as  possible  of  our  33° 
members  in  Winnipeg. 

On  September  11,  1985,  at  the  111th  Annual  Session  of  Supreme 
Council  held  at  Charlottetown,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Clifford 
S.  Lecuyer.  32°,  was  nominated  to  be  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  33°.  Unfortunately,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Lecuyer  died  April  12,  1986,  before 
receiving  the  honour.  Two  other  Brethren  were  nominated  to  receive  the 
degree  at  Windsor  in  the  1987  Session;  namely.  Brothers  John  C. 
Allenby  and  Brian  Cove. 

In  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  we  have  been  very  perturbed  by  our 
decrease  in  membership;  our  Valley  has  decreased  by  forty-four 
members.  We  have  alerted  all  our  Officers  and  members  to  the  fact  that 
we  cannot  continue  to  have  an  active  and  responsive  membership  that  is 
going  down  in  numbers.  We  must  increase  our  membership. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  revitalize  our  Membership  Committee 
which  will  have  the  duty  of  soliciting  new  members.  Our  proposal  is  that 
we  will  appoint  one  Scottish  Rite  member  for  each  Craft  Lodge  in  the 
Province  of  Manitoba.  That  person  will  have  the  duty  of  recruiting 
applications  for  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite  in  his  own  Craft  Lodge. 

In  September,  1986,  we  received  petitions  for  membership  from  only 
thirty-four  applications  and  this  is  a  large  reduction  in  numbers  from 
previous  years. 

The  meeting  held  Thursday,  September  25,  1986,  was  the  meeting  in 
which  I,  as  Deputy,  made  my  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg;  I 
was  accompanied  by  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Walter  C. 
MacDonald,  33°,  Past  Grand  Chancellor  Kempton  Keeble,  33°,  and 
Active  Member  for  Manitoba,  William  C.  Smith,  33°.  The  suite  of 
Honorary  Inspectors-General,  33°,  were  escorted  into  the  Lodge  Room 
by  the  Honourable  Company  of  Swords  and  Stars. 

The  T.P.G.M.  held  several  interesting  and  informative  meetings 
during  the  year,  such  as  the  T.P.G.M.  night  which  included  a  presenta¬ 
tion  on  the  history  of  the  travelling  10°  team.  This  year,  the  travelling  10° 
team  travelled  to  Edmonton  on  February  13,  1987;  on  that  occasion  they 
portrayed  the  10°.  Present  on  this  occasion,  as  well  as  the  Edmonton 
members,  were  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Bennett,  33°,  for  Canada, 
and  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  Italy  Ill.’.Bro.'.Elvio  Sciubba,  33°. 
The  Winnipeg  group  was  well  received;  the  degree  was  portrayed  in 
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excellent  fashion.  I  was  present  in  Edmonton  on  that  occasion  and  was 
pleased  to  be  informed  that  I  have  been  appointed  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Italy  to  our  Supreme  Council  in 
Canada.  On  that  occasion  I  received  a  Certificate  confirming  this 
Appointment.  My  wife,  Florence,  and  I,  and  I  know  Ill.'.Bro.'.Gordon 
Bennett  and  his  wife,  Muriel,  were  on  this  occasion  somewhat 
overwhelmed  by  the  hospitality  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Elvio  Sciubba,  33°,  and  we 
sincerely  thank  him  for  his  efforts  in  this  regard.  Italian  hospitality  must 
be  experienced  to  be  truly  appreciated;  we  now  have  this  appreciation. 

Our  Valley  continued  the  Easter  Rose  visit  to  widows  of  the 
members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  who  have  died  and  to  all  shut  ins;  this  was 
held  on  Saturday,  April  18.  There  was  a  good  turn  out  of  Brethren  to 
carry  out  these  visits. 

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  again  continued  their  tradition  of  joint 
installation  of  Officers  held  on  May  14,  1987,  whereby  all  Officers  of  all 
three  Bodies  were  installed  the  same  evening. 

Rite-irees  Luncheon  meetings  have  continued  throughout  the  year 
with  good  attendance  and  excellent  speakers. 

We  again  held  a  Five  Corners  meeting  on  May  2,  1987,  at  529 
Wellington  Crescent.  There  was  representation  from  the  five  Concord¬ 
ant  Bodies,  Grand  Lodge,  Chapter,  Preceptory,  Shrine,  and  Scottish 
Rite.  I  took  part  as  Chairman  on  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  this  year. 
The  only  topic  that  was  discussed  with  any  degree  of  intensity  was 
membership  --  where  we  get  new  members  and  who  are  they?  This 
meeting  appointed  two  committees  and  it  is  hoped  and  anticipated  that 
we  will  obtain  some  results,  not  just  talk,  as  a  result  of  the  appointment 
of  these  two  committees.  These  committees  have  been  charged  with  two 
practical  important  duties: 

1.  How  can  we  get  new  members  in  our  Concordant  Bodies? 

2.  How  can  we  get  new  members  in  our  Craft  Lodges? 

The  answer  to  both  questions  is  proper  advertising  or  solicitation. 

It  is  our  hope  and  experience  that  if  we  have  at  least  one  Scottish 
Rite  membership  committee  member  in  each  Craft  Lodge  who  will 
actively  recruit  Scottish  Rite  members,  our  membership  will  be 
increased.  We  will  endeavour  to  increase  these  activities  during  the 
coming  year.  We  will  also  try  to  assist  our  Craft  Lodges  in  Manitoba  to 
obtain  new  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  Report  for  New  Brunswick  on  the  state  of 
the  Rite  in  my  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  ended  May  31,  1987.  as  required 
by  Article  26(b)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  Order. 

During  my  visits  to  the  three  Valleys  I  have  attended  Regular 
Meetings,  Reunions,  and  Valley  Executive  and  Advisory  Committee 
Meetings.  This  has  given  me  ample  opportunity  to  observe  and  appraise 
the  calibre  of  Officers  we  have  managing  the  affairs  of  the  Bodies  of  the 
Rite.  There  is  a  good  spirit  of  dedication  and  acceptance  of 
responsibility  shown.  This  stems  from  the  leadership  demonstrated  by 
the  Presiding  Officers,  as  is  reflected  in  the  entire  Officer  teams,  giving 
us  good  reason  to  be  enthused  about  our  Officer  material  for  the  future. 

Membership  throughout  the  Province  has,  unfortunately, 
experienced  an  overall  decline  during  the  year.  The  decrease  being  felt 
in  the  Craft  Lodges  is  now  resulting  in  small  classes  of  candidates. 
Combined  with  deaths,  suspensions  and  demits,  they  have  taken  their 
toll.  The  Lodges  of  Perfection  show  a  loss  of  18,  the  Chapters  a  decrease 
of  10;  however,  the  Consistory  increased  by  18. 

Contributions  to  the  Craft  Lodges  and  to  Grand  Lodge  continue  to 
be  strong.  Many  Rite  members  occupy  key  positions,  such  as  the  two 
elected  to  receive  Honorary  Rank  this  year.  Ill.'.Bro. '.Graham  and 
Ill.'.Bro. '.Young,  who  also  hold  Line  Offices  in  the  Consistory,  just 
completed  their  terms  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  Also,  more 
recent  worthy  of  mention  was  the  installation  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Reverend 
Kenneth  A.  Legassick,  33°  (with  whom  I  had  the  privilege  of  receiving 
the  Honorary  Degree  in  Ottawa  in  1974)  as  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand 
Master  for  New  Brunswick.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Legassick  has  demonstrated  his 
interest  in  Scottish  Rite  masonry  by  continuously  performing  as  an 
Officer  in  the  three  Saint  John  Bodies,  and  to  him  we  offer  our  heartiest 
congratulations  in  his  new  Masonic  challenges. 

Valley  finances  are  being  closely  watched  and  action  taken  where 
necessary.  Increased  dues  are  in  the  offing  to  offset  expenses,  with  by¬ 
laws  being  structured  accordingly. 

Minimal  requests  for  dispensations  were  received  and  granted, 
specifically  for  change  of  dates  and  meeting  places — all  for  the 
betterment  of  the  members  and  Bodies  involved. 
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The  Manual  for  Officers  continues  to  be  referred  to  as  a  useful  aid, 
particularly  by  the  Junior  Officers.  Various  Bodies  have  adopted  the 
practice  of  presenting  each  new  Officer  with  this  booklet  at  the  time  of 
their  assuming  Office. 

While  we  did  not  suffer  from  losses  within  the  Supreme  Council 
ranks,  deaths  once  again  took  a  substantial  toll  of  the  general 
membership.  To  the  families  of  all  departed  Brethren  we  extend  our 
deepest  sympathy. 

Valley  Representatives  of  the  Foundation  continue  to 
communicate,  ensuring  that  the  members  are  kept  abreast  of 
developments,  that  they  should  be  justly  proud  of  recent 
accomplishments,  and  the  importance  for  all  to  participate  with 
enthusiastic  effort. 


Valley  of  Saint  John 

Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  visitation  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Bennett  on  April  21.  Prior  to  the 
evening’s  activities,  Ill.'.Bro.'.E.  Stanley  Matheson,  33°  arranged  visits  to 
various  Brethren  who  were  either  sick  or  shut-in,  and  needless  to  say 
was  an  enjoyment  to  both  the  recipients  and  ourselves.  While  attending 
the  short  meetings  of  the  Perfection  and  Chapter,  the  ladies  were 
entertained  in  the  banquet  hall.  The  evening’s  entertainment  took  the 
form  of  a  banquet  with  a  very  inspiring  address  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.Bennett, 
which  I  am  sure  all  in  attendance  left  with  enthusiasm  on  the  challenges 
presented.

The  Executive  Committee,  representing  the  three  Bodies  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.George  E.  Trentowsky,  33°,  continues  to  meet 
at  opportune  times,  and  of  which  I  heartily  endorse  as  a  means  to 
prepare  the  groundwork  for  future  stability.

I  regret  to  report  that  this  matter  is  not  resolved,  but  I  am  assured  that 
it  is  active  and  is  close  to  finalizing  with  proper  accounting  procedures 
to  be  followed. 

My  official  visit  was  made  to  the  Valley  on  December  8  and  with  the 
majority  of  33rd’s  we  were  received  in  fitting  manner.  The  Lodge  of 
Perfection  held  the  traditional  Past  Master's  Night,  on  October  20  with 
Grand  Secretary/Registrar  Ill.*. Bro.\ Kenneth  D.  Dunn,  33°  as  T.P.G.M. 
The  Fall  Reunion  was  held  on  November  21-22  and  while  I  had  full 
intentions  of  being  present,  inclement  weather  conditions  changed  my 
plans.  I  am  informed  that  it  was  successful  under  the  capable  guidance 
of  Ill.-.Bro.-.C.  R.  Piercey,  32°  as  T.P.G.M.  notwithstanding  a  small  class 
of  candidates. 

The  Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  under  the 
direction  of  Most  Wise  Sovereign  Ill/.Bro.'.Peter  Petrovitch,  32°  was  held 
on  April  11.

During 
the  noon  banquet  we  were  treated  to  a  very  interesting  topic,  “The 
History  of  Scottish  Rite",  by  Ill.'.Bro.’.I.  Dale  Steeves,  33°,  Past  Deputy 
and  Past  Commander-in-Chief.  I  am  sure  Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  William  Steeves, 
33°,  Commander-in-Chief,  was  well  satisfied  with  the  day’s  activities.

During  his  second  year  he  continued  these  efforts  by  holding  the 
November  meeting  at  Perth-Andover  where  the  Eighth  Degree  was 
exemplified.  The  thirteenth  Reunion  was  held  on  October  24-25  with  a 
class  of  16  Candidates.

Invitation  was  received  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  to  attend  their  Annual  Communication  in  Salisbury  on  June  21, 
and  I  was  pleased  to  represent  our  Rite  on  that  occasion.  In  a  similar 
vein,  I  was  present  and  was  received  with  representatives  of  other 
Concordant  Bodies  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Brunswick  held  in  Saint  John  on  May  8. 

I  must  admit  that  I  am  disappointed  that  my  efforts  to  date  to  instill 
more  Scottish  Rite  interest  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  Province  has  not 
materialized.  It  was  expected  that  the  members  in  Newcastle-Bathurst 
would  form  a  Scottish  Rite  Club  and  renew  that  interest  with  the  Valley 
of  Moncton  which  prevailed  in  the  years  past.

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  commend  the  Officers  and  Members 
of  those  Bodies  who  managed  their  affairs  with  excellence.  I  record  my 
appreciation  for  the  support  from  the  Supreme  Council  Members  and 
others  who  accompanied  me  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  Report  as  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  on  the  state  of  the  Rite  in  my 
Jurisdiction  for  the  year  ended  May  31,  1987,  as  required  by  Article  26(b) 
of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  Order. 

Membership 

The  Lodges  of  Perfection  in  each  of  the  Valleys  are  receiving  into 
their  membership  many  fine  men  and  dedicated  Masons;  however,  the 
losses  being  suffered  through  deaths  and  suspensions,  leave  the  overall 
membership  numbers  static.  This  situation  has  now  prevailed  for  several 
years  and,  unless  we  are  successful  in  attracting  larger  numbers  of  our 
Craft  Lodge  Brethren  to  membership  in  the  Rite,  the  number  of 
members  will  inevitably  decrease  in  the  years  ahead. 

Deaths 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  or  Honorary  Inspector-General, 
33°  since  the  date  of  my  last  Report. 

New  Bodies 

I  reported  last  year  that  the  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was 
instituted  on  May  24,  1986.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Chapter  has 
made  good  progress  since  that  date.  A  number  of  meetings  of  the 
Chapter  have  been  held,  including  a  Reunion  on  February  7,  1987  at 
which  time  seven  candidates  were  eligible  to  receive  the  Degree  of  the 
Chapter.  Four  of  the  eligible  candidates  were  received  into  membership 
at  the  Reunion.  Ninety-eight  members  of  the  Keith  Sovereign  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix,  Halifax,  resident  in  the  Cape  Breton  area,  have  affiliated 
with  Isle  Royale  Chapter  and,  after  two  deaths,  the  membership  at  May 
31,  1987  stood  at  100. 

I  have  recommended  to  the  Committee  on  Formation  and  Progress 
of  New  Bodies  that  a  favourable  report  go  forward  to  Supreme  Council 
for  the  Constitution  and  Consecration  of  the  Chapter. 
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Work  of  the  Rite 

Over  the  past  year,  I  made  visits  to  the  Valleys  in  my  Jurisdiction  as 

follows: 

October  1,  1986 — Valley  of  Bay  Roberts 

October  2,  1986 — Valley  of  St.  John’s 

October  28,  1986 — Valley  of  Summerside 

November  6,  1986 — Valley  of  Halifax 

November  29,  1986 — Valley  of  Sydney 

During  the  visits,  I  was  able  to  observe  the  presentation  of  degrees 
and  the  general  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  meetings.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Work  was  carried  out  in  a  most  commendable  manner 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme 
Council. 

The  warmth  of  the  reception  accorded  to  me  and  my  wife  has  not 
diminished  over  the  six  years  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  in  this 
Office.  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Brethren  for  the  friendship  and 
affection  which  they  communicate  to  me  during  my  visits. 

Dispensations 

During  the  year,  I  issued  six  dispensations — one  to  extend  the  time 
for  an  elected  candidate  to  present  himself  to  receive  degrees,  three  to 
change  the  location  of  regular  meetings,  and  two  relative  to  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  non-Rose  Croix  members  at  the  Easter  Services — the  latter  two 
dispensations  being  issued  with  the  approval  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

Two  of  the  dispensations  for  the  change  of  location  of  regular 
meetings  were  issued  to  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Valley  of  Halifax, 
to  permit  them  to  hold  meetings  at  Lunenburg,  N.S.  and  New  Glasgow, 
N.S.  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  practice  started  last  year  in  the  Valley 
and  has  proven  to  be  very  successful.  The  other  dispensation  for  change 
of  location  was  to  Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Valley  of  Bay  Roberts, 
to  enable  them  to  hold  a  regular  meeting  at  Hearts  Content,  Trinity  Bay, 
Newfoundland.  The  reports  I  have  received  were  that  this  action  was 
very  well  received  by  the  members  in  the  Hearts  Content  area. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  made  an  official  visit  to  three 
Valleys  during  the  past  year.  On  October  1  and  2,  1986,  he  visited  the 
Valleys  of  Bay  Roberts  and  St.  John’s,  and  on  June  9,  1987  he  visited  the 
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Valley  of  Summerside.  I  was  pleased  to  accompany  him  on  his  visits  to 
the  Newfoundland  Valleys,  but  unfortunately,  was  unable  to  be  present 
for  the  Summerside  visit.  This  latter  visit  took  the  form  of  a  Banquet 
with  the  ladies  present,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  members  of  the 
Valley  of  Summerside  did  an  outstanding  job  in  receiving  and 
honouring  one  of  their  own  members  in  his  very  prestigious  office  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Visits  to  the  Valley  of  Halifax  and  the  Valley  of  Sydney  will  take 
place  on  November  14,  and  21,  1987  respectively.  The  Valley  of  Sydney 
will  observe  the  20th  anniversary  of  their  Constitution  on  November  24, 
1987  and  they  plan  to  suitably  observe  this  anniversary  in  conjunction 
with  the  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

General 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  both  extended  invitations  for  me  to  be  present  at  their 
Annual  Communications.  These  invitations  were  both  accepted; 
however,  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  meetings.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Gerald  E.  Rozee, 
33°  represented  me  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nova  Scotia  at  Stellarton,  N.S.,  and  Ill.'.Bro.’James  R.  Murphy,  33° 
represented  me  at  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  at  Mill 
River,  P.E.I. 

The  Valley  of  St.  John's  undertook  an  initiative  during  the  year  to 
help  Craft  Lodge  Masons  better  understand  the  place  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  the  overall  Masonic  structure. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Right  Worshipful  District  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  Newfoundland,  Lodge  Tasker  No.  454, 
under  the  Scottish  Constitution,  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Officers 
and  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  to  pay  an  official  visit  to  their  Lodge. 
The  purpose  of  the  visitation  was  for  the  Scottish  Rite  to  present  a  series 
of  papers  on  the  history  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  world,  in 
Canada  and  in  Newfoundland,  and  its  relationship  to  Craft  Masonry. 
These  papers  were  presented  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.D.  Lloyd  Drover,  33°, 
Ill.\Bro.\R.  J.  Derek  Marshall,  33°,  and  Ill.'.Bro.’.Lionel  W.  Rowe,  32°. 
The  paper  presented  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.Rowe  was  written  by  his  father, 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Melvin  Rowe,  33°.  This  meeting  was  well  attended  and  all 
present  were  of  the  opinion  that  it  had  been  a  most  useful  and 
enlightening  exercise. 

A  number  of  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Newfoundland  are 
resident  in  Labrador  City,  Labrador,  which  makes  it  very  difficult  for 
those  members  to  attend  the  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday 
Services.  This  year,  Ill.’.Bro.'.Leo  A.  Marquis,  33°  and  Ill/.Bro.'.R.  J. 
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Derek  Marshall,  33°  travelled  to  Labrador  City/Wabush  to  assist  the 
Brethren  in  conducting  these  services.  As  reported  by  Ill/. Bro.’. Marquis, 
the  services  were  conducted  with  dignity  and  decorum  with  twenty-four 
members  present  for  the  Easter  Services.  The  instruction  provided  by 
Ill.'.Bro.'. Marquis  and  Ill.’.Bro/. Marshall  will  now  enable  the  Brethren 
in  Labrador  City  to  conduct  these  services  on  a  regular  basis  in  the 
future. 

I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  assisted  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  during  the  past  year,  and  I  again  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  serving  our  Order  in  this  very  important 
Office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  a  privilege  to  again  present  my  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Rite  in 
the  Valleys  of  Chatham,  Guelph,  Hamilton,  London,  Niagara  Falls, 
Sarnia,  Windsor  and  Woodstock. 

The  Office  of  Deputy  is  a  pleasant  one  when  you  are  associated  with 
such  men  as  the  Officers  and  members  of  the  eight  Lodges  of  Perfection, 
seven  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  The 
Officers  are  dedicated  to  improvement  of  Scottish  Rite  in  their  Valleys, 
and  also  to  making  the  members  feel  welcome  and  at  home  in  their 
attendance. 

The  financial  affairs  of  each  Lodge  and  Chapter  remain  in  good 
order.  The  Consistory  is  in  a  class  by  itself  and  remains  outstanding  as  a 
Consistory  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  beyond.  Much  praise  must  be  given 
to  the  Officers  and  Executive  Committees  of  all  Bodies  for  their  careful 
stewardship. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  must  report  a  membership  decline  of  123  in 
the  Lodges  of  Perfection.  A  decline  of  one  is  reported  for  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix.  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  reports  a  gain  of  90  members. 

Our  attention  must  be  concentrated  on  the  problem  of  declining 
membership  in  our  Lodges  of  Perfection.  Loss  of  membership  by  death 
this  year  was  down  from  280  to  252.  Withdrawals  were  down  from  30  to 
21.  Suspensions  were  down  from  120  to  80.  Initiations  in  the  Lodges  of 
Perfection  went  from  271  to  227. 

Once  again  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'.Bro.’.Gordon  L. 
Bennett,  33°,  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  leadership  during 
visitations  to  the  Valleys.  On  each  occasion  when  called  upon  to  address 
the  Brethren,  his  message  was  of  interest  and  well  received.  On  most  of 
his  official  visits  he  was  accompanied  by  his  wife,  Muriel,  who  was 
warmly  welcomed  by  the  ladies  who  added  their  personal  hospitality  to 
the  visits. 

Our  present  year  began  in  great  style  with  Supreme  Council’s  112th 
Annual  Session  in  Charlottetown,  P.E.I.,  the  home  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander.  This  Annual  Session  was  under  the  capable 
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General  Chairmanship  of  David  R.  Campbell,  32°.  Every  need  was 
anticipated.  In  fact,  the  entire  Session  was  a  model  of  excellent 
organization. 

It  is  with  sadness  and  regret  that  I  must  report  the  deaths  of  252 
members  of  Scottish  Rite  in  this  area,  including  1 1  members  of  Supreme 
Council,  9  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  33°  and  2  Past  Active 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General. 

Ill.'.Bro.'. David  J.  Miller,  33°,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies, 
who  passed  away  September  6,  1986  was  one  of  the  Active  and  well- 
known  Masons  in  Ontario.  He  was  Past  Master  of  his  Lodge,  Grand 
Senior  Warden  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  a  Past  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory 
and  a  Member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  He  will  be  remembered 
by  the  Brethren  in  Hamilton  and  throughout  Ontario  for  his  long  service 
in  Masonry.  Our  sincere  sympathies  are  extended  to  his  wife,  Elizabeth. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.George  E.  Turner,  33°,  Past  Active  Member  and  Past 
Deputy  for  Ontario,  passed  away  April  27,  1987.  Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Turner  had 
been  an  active  Mason  for  over  50  years.  He  was  Master  of  his  Lodge, 
D.D.G.M.  Windsor  district,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes, 
Past  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  Also  he  held  many  Offices  of  Chapter,  Council,  Preceptory, 
Member  of  Grand  Chapter,  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and  Royal  Order 
of  Scotland.  In  Scottish  Rite  he  was  Past  T.P.G.M.  Windsor  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°  October,  1962 
and  crowned  Active  Member  1968.

I  would  like  to  mention  the  passing  of  two  great  Masons  who  did 
not  reside  in  my  particular  area  of  responsibility.  Ill.'.Bro.’. Donald  M. 
Fleming,  33°,  a  long-time  Past  Active  Member,  friend,  and  a  great  leader 
in  many  areas  of  endeavour.  He  served  his  God,  his  country  and  his 
fellow  man.  Also,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Lionel  Cecil  Martin,  33°,  Past  Active 
Member  and  Past  Deputy  for  Quebec,  passed  away.  These  two  men  gave 
many  years  of  service,  and  were  always  busy  and  visible. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  my  Scottish  Rite  activities  this  year  was 
participating  as  one  of  the  Hosts  for  the  VII  Conference  of  English 
Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity. 
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Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ul.'.Bro.'.Gordon  L.  Bennett, 
33°,  was  responsible  for  creating  a  setting  for  the  Conference  conducive 
to  good  fellowship  and  learning. 

The  many  guests  from  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  England,  Wales,  Scotland, 
Ireland,  Australia,  The  Netherlands,  Finland  and  Denmark  declared 
that  they  had  benefited  greatly  from  this  Conference.  Some  stated  that 
they  had  gleaned  a  better  knowledge  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  and  also 
an  enjoyable  appreciation  of  Canada. 

One  of  my  interesting  visits  was  travelling  to  the  Valley  of  Reading, 
Pennsylvania  with  Ill.'.Bro.'J.  W.  Lowry,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General, 
Ill.’.  Bro.\ Bruce  R.  Grant,  33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory,  and  his  Officers.  The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  to 
participate  in  the  Cornerstone  Laying  Ceremony  and  Service  of 
Dedication  of  the  new  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral,  Saturday,  June  27,  1987. 


The  Laying  of  the  Cornerstone  was  under  the  direction  of 
Ill.’.Bro.'.L.  W.  Carl  W.  Stenberg,  Jr.,  33°,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  and 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

For  the  fifth  year  in  a  row  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  continues  to  flourish  in  the  Valleys  of  northern, 
eastern  and  central  Ontario. 

Numerically,  some  Valleys  are  only  barely  holding  their  own  or  are 
recording  small  decreases  in  total  membership.  These  Valleys  are 
without  exception  situated  in  geographical  areas  where  the  core  popula¬ 
tion  is  comparatively  small,  and  the  surrounding  countryside  or  settle¬ 
ments  ar  also  not  populous.  These  less  thickly  inhabited  regions  are  also 
often  areas  with  a  population  mix  and  economic  problems  which 
mitigate  against  the  growth  of  Masonry  in  general  and  hence  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  particular. 

Nevertheless,  these  Valleys  have  a  percentage  participation,  an 
enthusiasm  and  devotion  which  would  shame  some  Valleys  with  a  much 
larger  membership,  a  greater  potential  population  from  which  to  attract 
members  and  more  diversified  and  flourishing  economies. 

The  highlight  of  the  past  year  for  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  Canada, 
but  most  particularly  for  the  Valleys  of  Toronto,  Niagara  and  Hamilton, 
was  the  privilege  of  hosting  the  VII  Conference  of  English-Speaking 
Supreme  Councils-in-Amity  from  May  31  through  June  3,  1987. 

It  was  an  interesting  experience  for  me  personally  to  have  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Planning  Committee  for  the  Conference,  and  an  even 
greater  privilege  to  have  been  appointed  by  the  Chairman 
Ill. '.Bro. '.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  as 
Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

The  Conference  provided  an  exceptional  opportunity  for  so  many 
Members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  to  meet,  share  ideas  with  and 
enjoy  the  companionship  of  their  confreres  from  nine  other 
Jurisdictions.  I  hope,  and  I  do  believe,  that  we  were  good  hosts  and  that 
our  guests  were  glad  they  accepted  our  invitation  and  found  their  visit 
profitable  and  pleasurable. 

While  the  Honorable  Donald  M.  Fleming,  33°  belonged  to  all  of 
Canada,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Valley  of  Toronto  and  a  past  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master  of  its  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection.  It  is,  therefore. 
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appropriate  that  I  record  here  again  the  deep  grief  felt  by  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  across  our  entire  Jurisdiction  and  my  own  personal  sense  of 
loss  on  his  passing  on  December  31,  1986  into  the  nearer  presence  of 
God.  His  devotion  to  our  beloved  Order,  and  particularly  to  our  Charita¬ 
ble  Foundation,  evokes  in  our  mind  the  tribute  si  monumentum 
requiris,  circumspice. 

Valley  of  Barrie 

On  June  11,  1987  I  was  treated  to  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  new 
Masonic  Temple  at  99  Morrow  Road,  Barrie  conducted  by  IlL.Bro.'.W.  J. 
Linton,  33°,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee.  Some  work  has  still 
to  be  completed,  but  the  facilities  already  in  place  provide  excellent 
accommodation  for  all  branches  of  Masonry  in  the  Barrie  area.  The 
Brethren  of  the  Valley  are  to  be  commended  for  their  imagination, 
foresight  and  enthusiasm  in  undertaking  and  accomplishing  such  an 
important  objective. 

Barrie  Valley  comprises  an  area  of  thriving,  burgeoning 
communities.  The  optimism  of  the  citizens  of  this  part  of  Ontario  is  well 
reflected  in  the  initiatives  undertaken  by  the  Scottish  Rite  Brethren  in 
recent  years,  culminating  in  spearheading  the  drive  for  the  new  Temple. 

The  new  “home”  will  be  a  special  blessing  to  Barrie  Consistory 
whose  members  will  no  longer  have  to  transport  properties  twice  yearly 
from  the  former  Temple  to  Barrie  Collegiate  Auditorium. 

Following  my  visit  to  the  new  Temple,  I  was  privileged  to  be  invited 
to  attend  in  Orillia  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council 
Members  in  the  Valley.  This  was  a  well-organized  event  with  a  full 
agenda.  Much  important  business  was  discussed,  useful  decisions  were 
made  and  a  number  of  innovative  ideas  were  advanced.  At  the  same 
time  the  wives  of  the  Members  were  entertained  on  a  boat  ride  on  Lake 
Couchiching.  I  was  sorry  that  a  previous  commitment  prevented  my 
remaining  for  the  banquet  with  the  ladies  which  followed  the  meeting. 

I  was  pleased  to  note  that  the  practice  initiated  by  the  Valley  of 
having  candidates  wear  pale  blue  collars  from  which  are  suspended 
readable  name  tags  has  now  been  adopted  by  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  in  Hamilton.  It  behooves  us  all  to  be  always  alert  to  discover 
elsewhere  practices  which  can  be  introduced  in  our  own  Valley  to  the 
benefit  of  all  concerned. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  graciously  accepted  my 
recommendation  to  heal  the  irregularity  which  occurred  when  Brother 
Leigh  Franklin  Wishart  received  the  4°  in  contravention  of  the  require- 
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ment  of  Article  89(a),  he  being  short  nineteen  days  from  the  required  six 
months  which  must  elapse  between  receiving  the  3°  and  4°. 

During  the  year  dispensations  were  granted  by  me  to  Barrie  Consis¬ 
tory  to  hold  its  Fall  Reunion  in  Barrie  Collegiate,  and  to  all  three  Bodies 
to  hold  meetings  in  the  new  Temple  for  the  Installation  of  Officers  and 
for  their  Spring  Reunions,  prior  to  the  dedication  of  the  new  facilities. 

Once  again  the  three  Bodies  in  the  Valley  have  recorded  impressive 
gains  in  membership.  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  increased  its  member¬ 
ship  by  21  to  2,093;  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  advanced  by  22  to  1,866 
and  Barrie  Consistory  showed  a  net  gain  of  76  to  1,431. 

Valley  of  Fort  William 

It  was,  as  always,  a  genuine  pleasure  for  me  to  make  my  official  visit 
to  the  Valley  of  Fort  William  on  the  occasion  of  the  Annual  Reunion  of 
Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  to  be  present  for  the  conferral  of  the 
14°  on  the  evening  of  February  27,  1987. 

This  year  was  all  the  more  memorable  since  I  was  accompanying 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.’.Bro.'.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  on 
his  official  visit  to  the  Valley. 

Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection  always  lives  up  to  its  title  in  the  quality 
of  its  degree  presentation,  and  this  year's  fine  class  of  26  candidates 
could  not  fail  to  be  impressed  with  their  initiation  into  Scottish  Rite 

Masonry. 

I  must  congratulate  a  Body  with  only  slightly  more  than  six 
hundred  members  for  their  ambition  and  devotion  in  conferring  all  the 
degrees  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  their  Annual  Reunion. 

The  very  fine  Temple  facilities  also  contribute  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  Reunion. 

The  excellence  of  the  degree  Work  is  matched  by  the  warmth  of  the 
hospitality  extended,  and  both  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  I 
were  treated  royally  during  our  stay  in  Thunder  Bay. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Party  on  the  Saturday  evening  following  a  week  of 
degree  portrayal  provides  a  happy  finale  for  all  members  of  the  Valley, 
but  particularly  for  the  candidates  and  their  wives.  I  thought  this  year’s 
party  was  particularly  successful  with  a  large  attendance  and  the  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master,  Ill.’.Bro.'.Bert  Edwards,  32°,  is  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  for  his  efforts  in  contributing  to  that  success. 
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Unfortunately  the  healthy  classes  in  all  three  Bodies  of  the  Valley 
were  offset  by  an  unusually  large  number  of  suspensions,  particularly  in 
the  Lodge.  In  the  result,  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection  declined  in 
membership  from  637  to  617;  Nanna  Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
dropped  from  598  to  580,  while  North  Star  Consistory  showed  a  net  loss 
of  one  member  from  447  to  446. 

Valley  of  Kingston 

The  Valley  of  Kingston  draws  its  support  principally  from  the 
eastern  Lake  Ontario  and  St.  Lawrence  River  shoreline  communities, 
particularly  from  the  greater  Kingston  area,  Brockville  and,  to  a 
seemingly  diminishing  extent,  from  Belleville.  This  part  of  Ontario  has 
seen  relatively  static  growth  in  recent  years  and  this  demographic 
situation  is  reflected  in  the  membership  returns  from  the  Valley. 

In  an  effort  to  accommodate  the  members  from  the  different 
geographic  regions,  the  Valley  again  sought  and  obtained  my 
dispensation  to  have  the  Belleville  degree  team  confer  the  8°  in  the 
Masonic  Temple  in  Belleville  on  November  20,  1986,  and  to  have  the 
Brockville  degree  team  confer  the  12°  in  the  new  Brockville  Masonic 
Temple  on  March  19,  1987. 

A  Scottish  Rite  church  service  was  held  on  Sunday,  November  9, 

1986  in  Princess  Street  United  Church  in  Kingston.  Scottish  Rite  collars, 
jewels  and  decorations  were  worn  with  the  kind  permission  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

The  highlight  for  me  of  my  official  visit  to  Kingston  on  June  18, 

1987  was  the  visit  Ill.'.Bro.'Allan  Cohoe,  33°,  and  I  made  to  see 
Ill.\Bro.\FAD.  Beach,  33°.  Although  confined  in  his  activities,  he  was 
in  good  spirits,  and  it  was  a  real  privilege  reminiscing  with  him.  He  is  a 
fine  gentleman,  a  genuine  Mason  who  continues  to  serve  the  Valley  as 
Grand  Almoner  Emeritus. 

Following  a  pleasant  tradition,  I  was  invited  to  lunch  with  a  number 
of  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  and  to  attend  dinner  at  the 
Kingston  Shrine  Club. 

The  4°  was  portrayed  by  a  well-skilled  cast,  expertly  directed  by 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Maynard  J.  Slack,  33°.  I  am  certain  the  large  class  of  candidates 
was  impressed  with  the  portrayal  and  with  the  beautiful  room  in  which 
the  Bodies  in  the  Valley  meet  in  their  own  Temple. 

After  the  portrayal  we  repaired  to  the  banquet  hall  to  enjoy  the 
traditional  strawberry  feast.  At  the  conclusion  of  my  address  I  was  the 
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grateful  recipient  of  a  most  generous  donation  to  The  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation.  The  donation  culminated  a  year  of  outstanding 
service  to  the  Foundation  by  the  Valley  Representative,  Ill.'.Bro.'.T. 
Gerry  Mavety,  32°.  Among  his  many  other  activities  he  arranged  during 
the  past  year  to  have  memorial  cards  placed  in  all  funeral  parlours  in  the 
Valley. 

Membership  in  Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection  slipped  slightly  this 
year  from  522  to  517,  but  Rose  of  Sharon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  showed 
an  increase  from  415  to  417. 

Valley  of  North  Bay 

Effective  January  2,  1987  Ill.'.Bro.'.Lloyd  G.  Miller,  33°, 

relinquished  in  favour  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Raymond  R.  Meadows,  32°,  the 
Offices  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Valley.  We  wish 
Ill/.Bro.*. Meadows  well  as  he  assumes  his  duties.  He  has  certainly  a  very 
hard  act  to  follow.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Miller  has  been  an  outstanding  Grand 
Secretary  and  Registrar  who  has  performed  all  his  duties  faithfully, 
cheerfully  and  with  consummate  skill  for  many,  many  years.  In  doing  so 
he  has  earned  the  respect  and  admiration  as  well  as  the  warm  and 
sincere  friendship  of  countless  Brethren  throughout  northeastern 
Ontario  and  of  his  peers  on  Supreme  Council. 

This  year  on  my  official  visit  to  the  Valley  on  May  1  and  2,  1987,  I 
was  privileged  to  be  present  throughout  the  entire  60th  Spring  Reunion. 

North  Bay  is  a  Valley  composed  of  communities  scattered  over  a 
vast  geographical  area.  As  they  say,  in  their  part  of  the  country  their 
Jurisdiction  stretches  north  all  the  way  to  the  Pole.  It  is  truly  impressive 
to  see  the  9°  conferred  on  the  Saturday  morning  by  a  team  composed  of 
Brethren  from  Cochrane  some  225  miles  to  the  north,  and  the  6° 
conferred  by  Brethren  from  Kapuskasing  300  miles  away.  In  addition, 
the  8°  is  conferred  by  Brethren  from  Powassan,  closer  at  hand  but  a 
community  with  a  population  of  little  more  than  one  thousand  persons. 
Finally,  members  of  Sudbury  and  District  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled 
the  75  miles  to  North  Bay  to  confer  the  13°  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

As  always  these  degrees,  as  well  as  those  conferred  by  the  North  Bay 
Brethren,  were  letter  perfect. 

The  Saturday  luncheon,  which  I  addressed,  was  held  this  year  in  the 
Royal  Canadian  Legion  Hall  which  is  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
Masonic  Temple.  The  Valley  has,  therefore,  a  pleasant  and  adequate 
dining  facility  right  on  its  doorstep.  In  addition,  Club  183  in  the 
basement  of  the  Temple  provides  a  friendly  and  attractive  place  to  relax, 
and  is  the  site  of  the  excellent  Friday  evening  buffet. 
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While  membership  in  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection  dropped  by  14 
to  1,289,  North  Bay  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  increased  its  membership  by 
11  to  1,185. 

Valley  of  Ottawa 

I  regretted  very  much  that  another  Masonic  commitment  prevented 
me  from  accompanying  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  on  his 
official  visit  to  Ottawa  Consistory  on  April  24  and  25,  1987.  My 
disappointment  was  the  greater  since  I  missed  also  the  first  conferral  of 
the  22°  by  a  degree  team  composed  of  Brethren  resident  in  Pembroke. 

It  was,  however,  my  pleasure  to  make  my  official  visit  as  Deputy  to 
Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  March  10,  1987.  As  always  the  degree 
Work  in  the  Lodge  was  performed  literally  to  perfection,  inspired 
especially  this  year  by  an  exceptionally  large  class  of  candidates. 

It  was  particularly  pleasant  at  the  banquet,  which  I  addressed  prior 
to  the  very  impressive  conferral  of  the  14°,  to  have  in  attendance 
Ill.'.Bro.’.Rev.  Roland  de  Corneille,  32°,  a  member  of  the  Valley  of 
Toronto  who  represents  the  Toronto  riding  of  Eglinton-Lawrence  in  the 
federal  Parliament.  At  the  conclusion  of  my  address  the  Brethren  of  the 
Valley  very  generously  presented  me  with  a  beautiful  book  “The  Ottawa 
Valley  Portfolio.” 

At  the  request  of  Ill/.Bro/.Douglas  A.  Rennie,  33°,  Deputy  for 
Quebec,  I  was  very  pleased  to  grant  dispensation  to  permit  three 
members  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal  to  receive  the  15°  to  18°  in  Murray 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  March  1 1,  1987. 

Due  to  an  oversight.  Brother  Michael  Lyon  Riches,  who  had 
received  his  14°  on  March  10,  1987,  was  permitted  to  receive  the  Chapter 
degrees  the  following  day  although  his  name  had  been  omitted  from  the 
ballot,  and  Ottawa  Valley  has  not  enacted  a  by-law  as  permitted  by 
Article  78(b)  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council.  The  fault  did  not  lie 
with  Bro.  Riches,  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  kindly  healed 
the  situation. 

The  Annual  Returns  of  the  Valley  show  that  this  past  year  was 
outstanding  so  far  as  membership  increases  were  concerned.  Ottawa 
Lodge  of  Perfection  recorded  a  net  gain  of  38  members  to  1,363;  Murray 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  increased  its  membership  by  43  to  1,183  while 
Ottawa  Consistory  jumped  by  66  to  1,136. 
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Valley  of  Peterborough 

On  October  25,  1986  it  was  my  privilege  to  accompany 

Ill.’.Bro.'.Gordon  L.  Bennett.  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  upon 
our  official  visit  to  Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Peterborough  is  another  Valley  with  a  strong  cadre  of  Officers, 
members,  and  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  who  combine  their  talents 
to  portray  excellent  degrees  in  a  most  attractive  Masonic  Temple.  It 
must,  in  part,  be  the  Irish  background  of  so  many  of  the  city’s 
inhabitants  that  ensures  a  warm  welcome  and  sincere  fraternal 
fellowship  on  visits  to  the  Valley. 

During  the  year,  approval  was  given  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  to  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  Peterborough  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  dealing  with  fees,  finances,  meetings  and  elections. 

Peterborough  was  the  host  city  this  spring  of  the  Annual 
Convocation  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  whose  Grand  First  Principal  is  M.  Ex.  Companion  and 
Ill.’.Bro.’Albert  A.  Mortlock,  33°.  While  attending  such  a  Convocation 
one  cannot  fail  to  recognize  how  many  Brethren  active  in  one 
Concordant  Body  are  active  in  others  as  well,  thereby  ensuring  the 
warmest  of  fraternal  feelings  and  goodwill  between  the  two  great  Rites  of 
Freemasonry. 

This  past  year  Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection  showed  a  net  loss 
of  4  members  to  1,437,  while  Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
recorded  a  net  gain  of  20  to  1,190. 

Valley  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie 

Thanks  to  the  special  skills  as  a  communicator  possessed  by 
Ill.’.Bro. ’.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  our  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  on  October  31,  1986  was  particularly  successful  and  significant. 

Due  to  the  initiative  of  members  of  the  Valley,  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  was  interviewed  by  a  reporter  from  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
Star:  The  newspaper  gave  a  prominent  place  to  the  article  which  was 
headed  “Leader  hopes  to  shed  secretive  Mason  image.’’  The  report  was 
accurate  and  factual  and  accompanied  by  a  complimentary  picture  of 
Ill.'.Bro.’.Bennett. 

In  addition,  CJ1C-TV  aired  on  the  community  channel  on  two 
nights,  November  10  and  15,  a  full  half  hour  television  interview  which 
by  all  accounts  presented  Masonry  in  a  very  favourable  light  and  was 
well-received. 
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To  my  mind  opportunities  such  as  these  should  be  seized  when 
offered,  and  sought  out  when  not  volunteered,  since  they  provide 
excellent  occasions  to  reach  without  financial  cost  a  wide  audience,  and 
to  present  those  readers  and  listeners  and  viewers  with  the  simple  facts 
which  will  go  far  to  dispel  misconceptions  disseminated  by  persons  who 
think  ill  of  the  Order. 

Once  again  it  was  wonderful  to  be  met  and  the  following  day  to  be 
bid  farewell  by  Ill.'.Bro.'Archbishop  William  L.  Wright.  Again  as  usual 
it  was  a  privilege  to  be  chauffeured  by  Ill.'.Bro.’.Leonard  A.  Barton,  32°. 
Even  without  the  generous  hospitality  extended  by  so  many  other 
members  of  the  Valley,  the  kindness  extended  each  year  by  these  two 
Brethren  would  make  the  visit  to  the  “Soo”  a  heart-warming  experience. 

It  was  very  pleasant  and  fitting  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  was  able  to  present  Ill.'.Bro.Andrew  William  Shearer,  33°, 
with  his  50  Year  Decoration.  Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Shearer  is  a  retired  High  School 
Principal  and  the  Valley  Historian. 

Ill.'.Bro.’.Bennett  kindly  agreed  to  heal  a  breach  of  Article  89(a)  in 
the  case  of  Bro.  Robert  Bruce  Montone.  The  fault  was  not  his  and  he  had 
travelled  200  miles,  paid  the  expenses  of  a  motel  and  missed  three  days 
from  work. 

During  the  year  membership  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  slipped  from  344  to  340,  while  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  showed  a  net  loss  of  three  members  and  now  has  the  same 
number  of  members  -  340,  as  the  Lodge. 


Valley  of  Sudbury 

Sudbury  was  the  one  Valley  in  my  Jurisdiction  which  I  did  not  have 
the  pleasure  of  visiting  this  year.  However,  this  proved  to  be  a  bonus  tor 
the  Valley  since  they  were  thus  enabled  to  invite  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.George  C. 
Schaef,  33°,  Grand  Chancellor,  to  address  their  Eleventh  Reunion 
luncheon  on  April  4,  1987. 

Ill.’.Bro.’.Schaef  reported  to  me  that  it  was  a  very  successful 
Reunion. 

A  highlight  this  year  was  the  conferral  of  the  6°  by  the  degree  team 
from  Sault  Ste.  Marie  which  travelled  the  180  miles  which  separates  the 
two  Cities  in  order  to  favour  the  candidates  and  members  with  their 
presentation. 
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Fortunately  for  me  I  was  able  to  fraternize  with  those  of  the 
Sudbury  Brethren  who  conferred  the  13°  with  their  customary  skill  at 
the  Reunion  of  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  May  2,  1987. 

During  the  year  dispensations  were  granted  by  me  to  hold  two 
meetings  of  the  Lodge  in  St.  Peter's  United  Church. 

Sudbury  and  District  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
recording  a  net  increase  of  1 1  members  during  the  year  thus  reaching  a 
total  membership  of  189. 


Valley  of  Toronto 

There  were  several  highlights  in  the  activities  of  the  Valley  of 
Toronto  in  the  past  Masonic  year. 

The  customary  Work  Committee  Dinner  at  the  Albany  Club 
commenced  the  Fall  activities  on  September  29,  1986.  This  occasion  is 
the  opportunity  for  the  Valley  to  express  in  a  tangible  form  appreciation 
to  those  hard-working  Brethren  whose  devotion  in  appointments, 
wardrobe  and  make-up  and  as  stewards,  as  well  as  on  the  membership 
committee  and  as  directors,  ensure  the  success  of  the  Valley  each  year. 
The  meeting  is  always  chaired,  as  it  should  be,  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Work,  IlL.Bro.'.Norman  T.  Asquith,  33°,  who  is  tireless  in  the 
contribution  he  makes  to  the  faithful  portrayal  of  all  the  degrees  of 
Lodge  and  Chapter. 

On  October  19,  1986  The  Thousand  and  One  Club  which,  among  its 
charitable  activities  makes  some  seventy  wheelchairs  available  to  those 
in  need,  held  its  Annual  Candlelight  Dinner  at  the  Islington  Golf  Club. 

On  October  22, 1  was  privileged  to  attend  with  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  a  tour  and  tea  at  Parkwood,  the  beautiful  home  of  the  late 
Brother  R.  S.  McLaughlin,  followed  by  the  Annual  Harvest  Dinner  at 
Heydonshore  Pavilion  in  Whitby.  Our  hosts,  who  spared  no  effort  to 
make  the  occasion  pleasant  and  memorable,  were  the  members  of  the 
Oshawa  Scottish  Rite  Club.  It  was  especially  pleasant  to  share  again  the 
company  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Thomas  L.  Wilson,  33°,  and  his  charming  wife, 
Dorothy. 

This  year  saw  the  inauguration,  under  the  able  editorship  of 
Ill/.Bro.'. Denis  J.  Ross,  32°  of  “The  News,”  a  well-composed  and 
attractively  packaged  newsletter  carrying  interesting  items  from  the 
Valley  and  beyond.  Congratulations  are  in  order  for  the  Brethren  who 
initiated  the  idea  and  carried  it  forward  into  print. 
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Another  very  interesting  event  occurred  on  April  10,  1987  when  the 
special  Valley  degree  team  exemplified  the  Ancient  Degree  of 
Apprentice  before  a  large  audience  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in 
Hamilton. 

While  I  have  referred  already  in  my  Report  to  the  VII  Conference  of 
English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils-in-Amity,  it  is  appropriate  that  I 
make  reference  to  it  here  again,  since  Toronto  was  favoured  by  being 
chosen  as  the  site  for  the  formal  meetings  of  the  Conference  as  well  as 
being  given  the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  the  entertainment  of  our 
guests.  Toronto  was  further  honoured  by  the  choice  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Robert 
G.  Loftus,  33°,  as  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Committee  for  the 
Conference,  and  he  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the  excellent 
organizational  ability  he  displayed.  Appreciation  should  also  be 
expressed  to  all  those  other  Brethren  of  the  Valley  who  cheerfully  and 
capably  performed  all  the  many  necessary  tasks  required  to  ensure  the 
success  of  the  Conference. 

A  hopefully  unique  breach  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  of 
Supreme  Council  occurred  when  in  the  Spring  Class  Bro.  Stuart  Robert 
Keir  Gray  received  the  degrees  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  although  not  a 
member  of  a  Craft  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  fault  was  not  his  and 
occurred  as  a  result  of  an  innocent  mistake.  I  believe  the  Brother  is  now 
proceeding  to  affiliate  with  a  Craft  Lodge  in  Toronto  and  meanwhile  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  graciously  agreed  to  heal  the  situation. 

An  amendment  to  the  By-laws  of  the  Lodge  was  recommended  and 
approved  during  the  year  deleting  the  Capital  Account. 

Despite  a  goodly  number  of  new  members,  the  Toronto  Grand 
Lodge  of  Perfection  ended  the  year  with  a  net  loss  of  2  members,  thus 
reducing  its  total  membership  to  3,285.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Toronto 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reported  a  net  increase  of  17,  thereby 
raising  its  membership  to  a  total  of  2,742. 


In  Conclusion 

In  the  result  the  statistics  from  those  Valleys  which  are  my  special 
concern  on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council  reveal  that  only  three  of  the  nine 
Lodges  of  Perfection  recorded  an  increase  in  membership.  However, 
their  increases  were  sufficiently  large  that  the  Lodges  in  total  showed  an 
over-all  net  increase  of  21  members.  Two  Chapters  declined  in 
membership  while  five  recorded  a  net  growth,  and  the  result  was  an 
over-all  increase  of  94  members.  One  Consistory  declined  in 
membership,  -  but  only  by  one  member,  while  the  other  two  Consistories 
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each  showed  substantial  increases  with  the  result  that  Consistorial 
membership  increased  by  141. 

Considering  the  continuing  general  decline  in  Craft  Lodge 
membership,  it  is  significant  that  the  Scottish  Rite  continues  to  record 
increased  membership.  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  an  ever-increasing 
percentage  of  those  members  who  do  join  the  Rite  are  proceeding  on 
through  the  degrees  of  the  Chapters  and  Consistories. 

I  would  be  very  remiss  indeed  if  I  did  not  express  my  appreciation 
to  so  many  Brethren  and  so  many  of  their  ladies  for  the  warmth  with 
which  they  have  welcomed  my  wife,  Audrey,  into  the  Scottish  Rite 
family.  I  am  very  grateful  and  wish  to  express  to  you  her  gratitude  as 
well. 


It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  travelling  with  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  and  that  pleasure  has  been  increased  when  we  have  been 
accompanied  by  his  charming  wife,  Muriel. 

As  always,  I  do  thank  most  sincerely  the  many,  many  Brethren  and 
ladies  for  all  the  kindnesses  accorded  to  me  on  my  travels.  As  well,  my 
thanks  are  extended  to  Ill/.Bro.John  W.  Lowry,  33°,  Grand  Secretary- 
General.  Ill.'.Bro.'John  I  Carrick,  33°,  Executive  Secretary,  Mrs.  Beatrice 
J.  Ferrie  and  Mrs.  Diana  D.  Smith  for  all  the  many  times  they  were  of 
such  great  assistance  to  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

Herewith  is  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  31  May,  1987. 

The  two  Valleys  in  this  Jurisdiction  suffered  a  net  loss  in 
membership  of  twenty-eight  (28).  Although  there  were  thirty  (30)  new 
members  initiated  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal,  none  from  the  Valley  of 
Quebec,  this  did  not  replenish  those  lost  by  death,  demit  or  suspension. 
The  Valley  of  Quebec  still  suffers  from  the  lack  of  new  members  and 
even  then,  there  are  few  in  the  area  to  perform  the  Degrees.  Plans  are  in 
the  making  for  the  Valley  of  Montreal  to  visit  Quebec  in  the  fall  of  1987 
and  put  on  the  14°  in  the  French  Language.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will 
rekindle  the  interest  of  those  still  in  the  area,  to  try  to  rebuild  the  interest 
there. 

The  deaths  of  twenty-nine  (29)  Brethren,  who  were  called  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Above,  have  been  noted  with  regret  and  their  services  to 
the  Rite  and  Freemasonry  in  general  will  long  remain  a  part  of  the 
memories  we  hold  for  them.  We  note  here  with  special  mention. 
Ill. '.Bro.  Arthur  J.  Tonkin,  32°  who,  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  August 
19th,  1986,  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Montreal  Executive  Committee 
and  died  in  his  sleep  the  same  night.  Arthur,  who  was  known  as  the 
“Royal  Pilot”,  for  during  his  career  as  a  pilot  with  Air  Canada,  was  the 
pilot  carrying  several  members  of  the  Royal  Family  on  flights  across 
Canada.  He  was  a  great  man  and  respected  by  everyone  who  knew  him. 

During  the  year  I  attended  all  meetings  in  the  Montreal  Valley  and 
was  officially  received  by  the  three  (3)  Bodies  there.  The  Degree  Work 
was  performed  in  an  excellent  manner,  and  the  Officers  of  all  Bodies 
carried  out  their  work  in  a  similar  manner. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  has  to  be  the  very  historical  event  which 
took  place  on  Monday,  February  23rd,  1987,  when  the  Hochelaga  Grand 
Lodge  of  Perfection  exemplified  the  14°  in  the  French  Language.  This 
was  the  first  time  in  Canada,  and  perhaps  in  all  of  North  America,  that 
any  Scottish  Rite  Degree  has  been  done  in  a  language  other  than 
English.  My  personal  thanks  and  congratulations  to  the  Director, 
Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Philippe  Decelles,  33°  and  his  cast  for  such  an  excellent  job. 
Because  of  the  significance  of  this  event,  1  am  listing  here  all  the 
members  of  the  cast  so  that  it  may  be  recorded  in  our  history.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual 
Report  as  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan  on  the  condition  of  the  Rite  in  the 
Province,  as  required  by  our  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  visitation  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Ill.'.Bro. '.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°  to  our  Province  in 
November.  As  a  fitting  “kick-off'  to  the  new  term  of  Scottish  Rite 
activities,  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  able  to  visit  and 
address  members  in  all  three  Valleys.  His  busy  five-day  schedule 
included  attendance  at  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunions  in  both 
Regina  and  Saskatoon,  as  well  as  a  dinner  and  dance  held  in  his  honour 
in  Moose  Jaw.  Each  of  these  visits  proved  to  be  an  unforgettable  event 
for  the  members  and  ladies  in  Saskatchewan;  an  opportunity  to  meet, 
greet  and  express  their  admiration  for  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  Mrs.  Bennett. 

The  Valley  Executive  Committees  continue  to  serve  their  respective 
Bodies  with  a  planned  approach  to  such  concerns  as  Membership, 
Finances,  Ritualistic  Work,  and  Reunions.  The  interest  shown  by  the 
members  of  these  committees  and  their  determination  to  resolve  their 
problems  indicate  the  leadership  qualities  that  they  possess  and  speaks 
highly  of  the  calibre  of  Officers  in  each  Body. 

Although  the  rate  of  decline  in  membership  appears  to  be 
diminishing,  the  Province  has  not  yet  been  able  to  overcome  the  losses 
experienced  in  the  Valleys.  Every  effort  to  encourage  qualified  Masons 
to  join  is  being  pursued.  Membership  meetings,  such  as  Friendship  or 
Information  nights,  are  being  held  to  bring  the  message  of  Scottish  Rite 
to  potential  candidates.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  witness  the  optimism  of 
each  Valley  as  they  look  forward  to  the  new  term. 

The  ever-increasing  costs  of  operation  continue  to  be  a  major 
concern  to  all  Valleys.  In  order  to  maintain  adequate  funds  it  is 
necessary  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  dues  structure.  Some  Bodies  will 
be  forced  to  make  adjustments  in  dues  to  take  care  of  these  rising  costs. 

We  regret  to  report  the  loss  of  two  of  our  senior  and  most  dedicated 
members  of  Supreme  Council  in  the  persons  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.Percy  J.  T.  Paul 
33°  from  the  Valley  of  Regina,  who  passed  away  on  September  20,  1986 
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and  Ill.’.Bro.'.William  A.  Staples  33°  from  the  Valley  of  Moose  Jaw,  who 
passed  away  on  September  23,  1986.  Their  contribution  to  Freemasonry 
in  general  and  to  the  Scottish  Rite  in  particular  will  be  long  and  fondly 
remembered.  Our  deepest  sympathies  have  been  extended  to  their  loved 
ones. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  and  the  contribution  it 
makes  to  the  betterment  of  mankind  remains  foremost  in  the  plans  of 
each  Valley.  It  is  seldom  that  a  meeting  goes  by  without  some  reference 
to  the  Foundation,  and  to  the  need  for  continued  support  to  carry  on 
and  improve  its  good  works.  Members  of  the  Saskatoon  Valley  were  able 
to  witness  the  formal  presentation  of  a  College  Bursary  on  behalf  of  the 
Foundation  to  Ms.  Deanna  Braun,  a  nursing  student  in  her  final  year  at 
Kelsey  Institute  of  Applied  Arts  and  Sciences.  Officers  and  members  of 
all  three  bodies  were  in  attendance.  It  is  hoped  that  similar  presentations 
can  be  made  in  the  Valleys  of  Regina  and  Moose  Jaw  at  some  future 
date. 

Two  dispensations  were  granted  during  the  year.  Permission  to 
change  the  location  and  time  of  their  regular  meeting  in  November,  1986 
was  granted  to  Saskatchewan  Consistory,  Valley  of  Regina.  A  similar 
request  for  change  of  date  to  hold  their  regular  meeting  installation  of 
Officers  on  March  13,  1987  was  granted  to  the  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  Valley  of  Regina.

Following  the  One  Hundred  and  Twelfth  Annual  Session  of 
Supreme  Council,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  the  Regina  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  Saskatchewan  Consistory  on  September  18,  1986  and  to 
report  on  the  proceedings  held  in  Charlottetown,  P.E.I.  The  members 
were  delighted  to  hear  that  Ill.’.Bro. ‘.Thomas  V.  Hannan,  33°  had  been 
crowned  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council.

wheelchair,  received  his  Decoration  on  February  11,  1987  at  his 
residence  in  Victoria.  Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  Deputy  of  British 
Columbia  and  our  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  for  their  assistance 
and  personal  attention  in  making  these  awards  so  meaningful  to  our 
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distant  members.  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  completed  the 
presentations  on  May  21,  1987  when  Ill.'.Bro.'James  R.  Conn,  32° 
received  his  Fifty  Year  Decoration  from  his  great  nephew, 
Ill.'.Bro.'. Keith  D.  Boyd,  32°. 

The  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  celebrated  their  76th  Anniversary 
by  designating  their  Reunion,  held  on  November  19th  and  20th,  1986, 
the  Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°  Reunion.  As  one  who  has  made  a  substantial 
contribution  to  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  and  brought  honour  to  the 
Province  and  to  his  Valley,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Bergstrom,  33°  was  most  deserving 
of  this  recognition.  Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'.Bro. '.Gordon 
L.  Bennett,  33°,  who  had  travelled  west  to  be  present,  was  officially 
received  along  with  other  Members  of  Supreme  Council  and  joined  in 
the  Reunion  celebrations. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Christmas  Party  held  on  November  27,  1986 
proved  again  to  be  a  tremendous  success  with  144  members  and  51 
guests  in  attendance.  This  is  the  occasion  when  Regina  members  host 
the  widows  of  our  Brethren.

The 
Ceremony  of  Extinguishing  the  Lights  and  the  Mystic  Banquet  followed 
the  conferring  of  the  18th  Degree.  The  Ceremony  of  Relighting  the 
Lights  was  held  on  Sunday  morning,  with  some  of  the  Brethren  taking 
the  Ceremony  to  the  outlying  towns  to  serve  the  rural  members. 

On  November  1st,  1986  the  Saskatchewan  Consistory  moved  from 
Regina  to  Moose  Jaw  for  its  annual  meeting  in  that  City.

PAST  ACTIVE  MEMBER 

The  year  ended  on  a  very 
sad  note  for  many  Canadians 
and,  in  particular,  for  those  in 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  who  had 
known  him  so  long  and  so  well. 
For,  on  December  31,  1986, 
Ill. ’.Bro.'. Donald  Methuen 
Fleming,  33°  was  called  home. 
Those  who  remain  lost  from 
their  midst  one  who  had,  indeed, 
heeded  the  words  of  our  Great 
Exemplar,  to  do  the  will  of  our 
Father  who  is  in  Heaven. 

Born  on  May  23,  1905  in  the 
Town  of  Exeter,  in  Huron 
County,  Ontario,  of  English, 
Irish,  Scottish  and  French  stock. 
Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Fleming  grew  up  in 
Galt,  Ontario.  He  always  consid¬ 
ered  the  City  as  home,  and 
chafed  at  its  consolidation  a  few 
years  ago  with  adjacent 
communities  into  the  present  City  of  Cambridge. 

In  1921  he  graduated  from  Galt  Collegiate  Institute  with  Honours 
and  a  scholarship,  and  entered  the  University  of  Toronto  at  the  age  of 
sixteen.  Four  years  later  he  received  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  with 
The  Governor-General's  Gold  Medal  for  General  Proficiency,  the 
highest  award  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  The  Breul’s  Medal  for  Political 
Science,  Extramurally,  he  earned  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  1930. 

From  the  age  of  ten  he  had  determined  on  Law  as  his  chosen 
profession,  and  in  1928  he  graduated  from  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School  in 
Toronto  with  the  Silver  Medal  and  the  Christopher  Robinson  Memorial 
Scholarship.  Called  to  the  Bar  on  June  21  of  that  year,  he  practised 
continuously  in  Toronto  for  many  years  with  the  firm  Kingsmill,  Mills, 
Price  and  Fleming.  Later  he  would  be  Counsel  to  Blake,  Cassels  and 
Graydon.  During  these  years  he  authorized  a  number  of  works  and 
articles  on  legal  subjects,  and  contributed  to  legal  periodicals,  including 
Canadian  Encyclopedic  Digest,  Canadian  Bar  Review  and  Canadian 
Abridgment.  In  1944  he  was  created  a  King’s  Counsel. 
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From  1944  to  1948  he  was  a  Member  of  the  Senate  of  the  University 
of  Toronto.  From  1964  to  1968  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
his  Alma  Mater.  Other  Universities  also  honoured  him  —  Bishop’s 
University  at  Lennoxville,  Quebec,  in  1960,  with  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Civil  Law,  and  Waterloo  Lutheran  University  in  1967,  with  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws. 

Remembering  Tolstoy’s  admonition  that  “the  vocation  of  every  man 
and  woman  is  to  serve  the  people”,  Donald  Fleming  responded  to  the 
request  of  many  admirers  and,  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father, 
who  by  then  was  an  Alderman  in  Galt,  entered  municipal  politics  in 
1938  as  a  candidate  for  Board  of  Education  in  what  was  then  Ward  9  in 
Toronto.  On  his  first  try  at  Elected  Office  he  received  the  highest  vote 
given  to  any  candidate  in  any  of  the  nine  City  Wards.  From  1939  to  1944 
he  served  as  Alderman  for  Ward  9.  During  these  years  he  chaired  several 
important  committees  at  City  Hall,  and  was  a  member  of  the  City 
Planning  Board  and  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Canadian  National  Exhibition. 

The  positions  of  Trustees  and  Alderman  were  non-party  political 
offices  but,  long  before,  Donald  Fleming  had  rejected  his  father’s 
Liberalism  in  favour  of  his  mother’s  Conservative  views.  He  was 
President  of  the  Toronto  Progressive  Conservative  Business  Men’s  Club 
from  1939  to  1944,  and  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  famous  Port 
Hope  Conference  on  Labour  Day  weekend  in  1942  which  inaugurated 
the  gradual  resurgence  of  the  Party.  In  the  General  Election  of  1945  he 
was  elected  as  a  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  Federal  Constituency  of 
Toronto  Eglinton,  and  held  the  riding  for  the  Progressive  Conservative 
Party  for  the  next  eighteen  years,  until  he  retired  form  active  politics  in 
1963.  In  the  Election  of  1953  he  was  accorded  the  largest  majority  given 
to  any  Conservative  candidate  in  Canada. 

When  the  Party  was  returned  to  power  in  1957  Donald  Fleming  was 
sworn  in  to  Her  Majesty’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  and  was  appointed 
Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General  of  Canada.  In  1962  he 
changed  Portfolios  and  became  Minister  of  Justice  and  Attorney 
General  of  Canada.  During  his  years  in  Ottawa  he  was  a  Canadian 
Delegate  to  many  International  and  Commonwealth  conferences.  He 
served  as  Canadian  Governor  of  The  International  Bank,  International 
Monetary  Fund,  International  Finance  Corporation,  and  International 
Development  Association.  He  was  the  first  Chairman  of  The  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Economic  Co-operation  and  Development  (O.E.C.D.)  in  1961 
and  1962. 

On  a  number  of  occasions  he  was  Acting  Prime  Minister  of 
Canada.  Indeed,  in  1948  and  again  in  1956  and  1967,  he  contested. 
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unsuccessfully,  the  Leadership  of  the  Progressive  Conservative  Party. 
With  the  defeat  at  the  Leadership  Convention  in  1967  his  dream,  —  a 
dream  and  hope  shared  by  many  Canadians,  —  that  he  would  one  day 
become  Prime  Minister  of  his  Country,  vanished  forever. 

Returning  from  Ottawa  to  Toronto  in  1963  he  resumed  the  practice 
of  Law  and  soon  became  involved  on  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  many 
leading  Companies  including  The  Mutual  Life  Assurance  Company  of 
Canada.  In  addition  he  became  President  of  the  Toronto  Y.M.C.A.  and 
The  Canadian  Club  of  Toronto,  served  as  a  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  Toronto  Western  Hospital,  and  was  National  Co- 
Chairman  of  The  Brotherhood  Week  for  the  Canadian  Council  of 
Christians  and  Jews. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Fleming’s  Autobiography,  “So  Very  Near”,  published  just 
a  year  before  his  death,  is  dedicated  “To  Alice,  The  Mainstay  Of  My 
Life”.  He  met  Alice  Watson  in  1931,  and  two  years  later  they  were 
married  in  Metropolitan  Church  in  Toronto.  He  wrote,  “in  the  moulding 
of  myself  and  the  shaping  of  my  career  she  has  exercised  an  influence 
beyond  praise.”  The  union  was  blessed  with  three  children  —  two  sons, 
David  and  Donald,  and,  in  between,  a  daughter,  Mary.  He  was  the 
proud  grandfather  of  two  granddaughters  and  five  grandsons. 

Few  laymen  have  served  the  Christian  religion  more  faithfully  than 
Ill. '.Bro. '.Fleming.  Bloor  Street  United  Church  served  as  his  spiritual 
home  for  nearly  forty  years.  He  was  General  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  for  six  years,  and  in  1937  was  ordained  an  Elder.  For  a 
number  of  summers  he  assisted  at  St.  Andrew’s  Anglican  Church  on 
Centre  Island,  Toronto.  For  twenty  years  he  served  as  President  and, 
subsequently  until  his  death,  as  Honorary  President  of  The  Business 
Men’s  Noonday  Bible  Club  in  Toronto.  In  addition,  he  was  for  three 
years  President  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society,  and  for  five  years 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Intervarsity  Christian  Fellowship. 

At  the  age  of  sixty-two,  when  many  men  have  retired  and  most 
others  are  anticipating  doing  so,  the  Honourable  Donald  M.  Fleming 
commenced  a  new  career  in  a  new  land.  As  he  himself  phased  it  — 
“After  forty  years  of  law  and  politics  I  became  (sic)  a  banker  and 
attained  respectability.”  For  at  the  beginning  of  1968  he  was  appointed 
General  Counsel  of  The  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia  in  executive,  financial  and 
other  matters  in  the  Islands  of  the  Bahamas  and  the  West  Indies  and  in 
the  Caribbean,  and  Managing  Director  of  The  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia 
Trust  Company  (Bahamas)  Limited  and  its  Subsidiary  Companies.  Not 
only  did  he  discharge  these  duties  with  customary  skill  and  ability,  he 
also  made  time  to  serve  as  President  of  The  Bahamas  Bankers  Club;  to 
take  and  active  part  in  the  formation  of  The  Bahamas  Institute  of 
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Bankers;  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Lyford  Cay 
Club,  and  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Bahamas  Institute  for  the 
Mentally  Retarded.  And,  oh  yes,  he  sang  in  the  Choir  of  St.  Andrew’s 
Church. 

Despite  the  hours  his  duties  and  commitments  obliged  him  to 
spend  behind  a  desk,  he  always  had  an  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  physical  fitness.  As  with  everything  else  he  ever  did,  this  was  no  mere 
idle  phrase;  by  way  of  example,  in  one  year  (1971),  while  residing  in  the 
Bahamas,  he  swam  twice  a  day  every  day  of  the  year;  curled  four  times; 
engaged  in  128  18-hole  games  of  golf,  and  played  tennis  144  times. 
Indeed,  when  he  was  fatally  stricken  last  December,  at  the  age  of  82,  he 
was  playing  his  one  hundredth  game  of  tennis  for  the  year  1986! 

Ill.‘.Bro.‘.The  Honourable  Donald  M.  Fleming,  33°  was  Knight  of 
the  Military  and  Hospitallar  Order  of  Saint  Lazarus  of  Jerusalem.  He 
served  from  1940  -  1942  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Queen’s  Own  Rifles  of 
Canada  (Reserve).  In  1953  he  was  decorated  by  King  Paul  of  Greece 
with  the  Greek  Red  Cross  Medal  for  his  work  on  behalf  of  refugees.  He 
was  a  Member  of  The  Board  of  Trade  of  Metropolitan  Toronto;  The 
National  Club;  Albany  Club;  The  Queen’s  Club,  and  the  Toronto 
Cricket,  Skating  and  Curling  Club. 

On  April  7,  1937  IlL'.Bro. ‘.Fleming  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry 
in  Ionic  Lodge  No.  25,  G.R.C.  In  his  own  words,  “thus  commenced  one 
of  the  most  vital  relationships  of  my  life.  This  Fraternal  bond  had 
enriched  my  entire  life,  and  given  me  cause  to  admire  the  Craft  and  its 
members  throughout  the  world.”  He  served  as  Worshipful  Master  of 
Ionic  Lodge  in  1951.  In  1955  he  was  elected  Grand  Junior  Warden  of 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  In  1963  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  Grand  Lodge. 
Subsequently  he  sought  election  to  the  Board  and  topped  the  poll  for  the 
Province.  He  was  twice  accorded  the  prized  honour  of  addressing  the 
Annual  Grand  Master’s  Banquet  in  Toronto  —  in  1968  and  again  eleven 
years  later.  In  1980  he  received  the  Honorary  Rank  of  Junior  Grand 
Warden  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  he  received  his  14°  in  the  Toronto  Grand  Lodge 
of  Perfection  on  January  8,  1945;  the  18°  in  the  Toronto  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  March  29,  1945;  and  the  32°  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton  on  May  7, 1948.  In  1953  he  was  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master  of  the  Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection.  For 
many  years  he  was  Trustee  of  the  Toronto  Bodies. 

On  October  5,  1954,  at  Toronto,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°,  and  ten  years  later,  on  September  9,  1964  at 
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Ottawa,  he  was  crowned  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General,  33°,  and 
was  elected  Grand  Treasurer-General.  In  that  same  year,  1964,  he  was 
received  into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  In  September,  1967  he  was 
elected  to  the  Office  of  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Canada,  an  Office  he  was  obliged  to  resign  when 
he  was  required  by  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council  to  retire  to  Past 
Active  Rank  upon  taking  up  permanent  residence  in  Nassau  in  1968. 
Prior  to  moving  to  Nassau  he  had  taken  an  active  organizing  role  in 
incorporating  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada, 
which  was  granted  Letters  Patent  on  November  10,  1964.  When  he 
completed,  on  January  31,  1985,  shortly  after  returning  from  Nassau  to 
resume  permanent  residence  in  Toronto,  the  official  History  of  the 
Foundation,  entitled  “The  First  Twenty  Years”,  he  was  the  sole  survivor 
of  the  original  Directors.  From  1980  until  his  death  he  served  as  Treasur¬ 
er  of  the  Foundation. 

Ill.'.Bro. '.Fleming  served  also  the  York  Rite.  During  his  years  in 
Nassau  he  was  First  Principal  of  Royal  Victoria  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
No.  850  G.R.E.,  and  Presiding  Preceptor  of  Royal  Victoria  Preceptory. 
On  September  27,  1986,  in  Toronto,  he  was  installed  in  Holy  Land 
Conclave  No.  3,  of  The  Red  Cross  of  Constantine. 

On  Saturday,  January  3,  1987,  Yorkminster  Park  Baptist  Church  in 
Toronto  was  filled  with  hundreds  who  would  come  to  pay  their  respects 
to  a  man  whose  like  we  shall  not  soon  see  pass  this  way  again.  The 
funeral  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  John  Gladstone,  assisted  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Leonard  Griffiths. 

Words  which  Donald  Fleming  himself  quoted  in  his  memoirs  come 
as  close  as  any  to  describing  his  character.  The  words  are  these:  “I  have 
not  always  succeeded,  but  I  adopt  for  myself  words  that  were  uttered  by  a 
very  dear  friend  of  mine,  George  A.  Newbury,  of  Buffalo,  New  York 
(formerly  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  A.A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S  A),  ‘I  was  fortunate  in  being  raised 
according  to  old-fashioned  standards,  encouraging  respect  for  my 
elders,  decency  in  private  life,  faith  in  God,  love  of  my  Country,  and 
loyalty  to  it.  This  provided  a  solid  and  stable  foundation  on  which  to 
build  my  future  life.  A1  that  I  have  accomplished  in  life  can  be  traced  to 
that  early  training’.” 

Dr.  Leonard  Griffiths,  in  the  Toronto  “Sunday  Sun”  newspaper  of 
February  8,  1987,  recalled  Donald  Fleming  telling  him  that  the  Scriptur¬ 
al  passage  he  had  held  before  himself  as  a  model  was  a  paraphrase  of 
part  of  Christ’s  great  Intercessory  Prayer,  “I  do  not  pray  that  thou 
shouldest  take  me  out  of  the  world.” 
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It  seems  strange  in  a  way  that,  for  one  who  combined  so  many  lives 
in  one  lifetime,  his  memoirs  should  be  entitled  “So  Very  Near”,  and  in 
them  he  should  say  that  “Success  was  denied  in  the  end  to  some  of  my 
dearest  hopes  and  efforts.” 

Rather,  as  one  who  knew  and  admired  and  respected  him  for  four 
decades,  I  prefer  to  recall  Christ’s  admonition,  “For  what  shall  it  profit  a 
man  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  workd,  and  lose  his  own  soul?” 

I  am  surely  persuaded  that,  at  the  moment  of  his  death,  when  his 
soul  returned  to  God,  who  gave  it,  he  was,  indeed,  met  by  our  Great 
Exemplar  who  welcomed  him  with  such  words  as  we  would  all  hope  to 
hear  one  day:  “You  have  fought  the  good  fight,  you  have  been  faithful 
unto  death.  Receive  now  your  crown  of  life.”

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  sor¬ 
row  that  the  Valley  of  Windsor 
records  the  death  of 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.George  Edward  Turner, 
33°,  Past  Active  Member  of  this 
Supreme  Council.  A  distin¬ 
guished  career  of  devoted  service 
came  to  an  untimely  end  on 
April  27th,  1987  at  Henderson 
General  Hospital  in  Hamilton, 
Ontario,  following  a  short  period 
of  declining  health. 

Ill.’.Bro.'.Tumer  was  born  in 
Windsor  on  December  18th, 
1906.  He  lived  and  enjoyed  his 
entire  life  in  the  Windsor  area, 
gaining  the  respect  of  everyone 
in  the  community  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact,  and  leaves  be¬ 
hind  a  distinguished  record  of 
achievement. 

George,  as  he  was  known  to  all,  received  his  early  education  in 
Windsor’s  Elementary  and  Secondary  Schools,  he  attended  McGill  Uni¬ 
versity,  Montreal,  graduating  as  an  M.D.  in  1933.  He  established  an  of¬ 
fice  in  Windsor  in  1934,  where  he  served  as  a  respected  member  of  his 
chosen  profession  for  well  over  40  years.  Ill.’.Bro.'.Turner  made  a  signifi¬ 
cant  contribution  in  the  field  of  medicine  in  the  Windsor  area,  having 
served  as  President  of  the  staff  at  Grace  Hospital  in  1950,  as  well  as  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  staff  of  Metropolitan  Hospital  in  1953.  He  was  honored  by 
being  elected  to  the  office  of  President  of  the  Essex  County  Medical  So¬ 
ciety  in  1960. 

Our  Illustrious  Brother  was  a  lifelong  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Angli¬ 
can  Church.  In  his  younger  days  he  had  a  keen  interest  in  sports  and, 
while  he  was  a  member  of  Essex  Golf  and  Country  Club,  was  recognized 
as  an  avid  as  well  as  accomplished  golfer.  He  was  also,  for  many  years,  a 
member  of  the  Windsor  Rotary  Club. 

These  interests,  although  significant  in  the  life  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Turner, 
were  overshadowed  by  his  deep  and  abiding  dedication  and  devotion  to 
his  beloved  Freemasonry.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  the  St. 
Andrew’s  Lodge  No.  642  in  1930  and  was  installed  Master  of  St.  An- 
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drew’s  in  1958.  He  served  as  D.D.G.M.  of  Windsor  District  in  1959,  and 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1961.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Turner 
was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1971  and  at  Grand  Lodge  in  July  of 
1973  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  becoming  the  first  Grand  Master  ever  from  Wind¬ 
sor  District.  He  fulfilled  the  duties  of  that  high  and  exalted  Office  with 
distinction  in  the  years  1973  and  1974. 

His  devotion  and  service  to  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  for  over  35  years 
commenced  with  his  joining  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1952,  and 
proceeding  on  to  membership  in  Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  later 
that  same  year.  He  received  the  32°  at  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in 
May,  1953.  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Turner  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-Gen¬ 
eral,  33°  at  the  Annual  Session  in  London  in  1962,  and  crowned  an  Ac¬ 
tive  Member  of  Supreme  Council  in  Hamilton  in  1968.  From  1969  to 
1976  he  served  as  Deputy  for  Ontario.  He  assumed  Past  Active  Rank  in 
Fredericton  in  1982.  He  was  the  first  ever  Active  Member  of  Supreme 
Council  from  the  Valley  of  Windsor.  He  had  served  as  a  Member  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland  since  1963. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Turner  was  honored  by  receiving  the  York  Cross  of  Hon¬ 
our  in  1966.  He  served  as  V.  Em.  Knight  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of 
Canada  in  1967,  and  was  appointed  Grand  Steward  of  the  Royal  and  Se¬ 
lect  Masters  in  1967.  He  served  the  Office  of  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  of 
St.  John’s  Conclave  No.  11  in  1971,  and  was  appointed  Knight  of  the 
Grand  Cross  of  Constantine  in  1981. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Turner,  a  devoted  husband  and  father,  is  survived  by  his 
dear  wife,  the  former  Frances  M.  Stevens,  known  to  all  as  Fran,  as  well 
as  daughters,  Mrs.  Peter  Johnston  (Catherine),  and  Mrs.  Grant 
Dickinson  (Barbara).  Also  surviving  are  nine  loving  grandchildren. 

A  Masonic  Service  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Andrew’s 
Lodge  No.  642  on  April  30th,  1987,  at  which  time  Masons  of  every  rank 
from  near  and  far  gathered  to  pay  their  last  and  final  tribute  to  one  of 
their  truly  revered  and  esteemed  leaders.  Funeral  services  were  held  on 
May  1st  from  St.  Paul’s  Anglican  Church,  with  entombment  in  Windsor 
Grove  Mausoleum.  The  Rev.  Gerald  Edmondson  officiated. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Turner,  with  his  quiet  strength,  gifted  with  rare  qualities  of 
leadership,  was  indeed  a  truly  friendly  and  caring  Masonic  Brother.  His 
passing  from  our  midst  creates  a  void  most  difficult  to  breech.  We  shall 
most  certainly  miss  his  gentle  manner  and  wise  counsel. 

We  will,  until  time  shall  be  no  more,  cherish  his  loving  memory  in 
our  hearts.

In  1965,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Martin  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General, 
33°,  and  in  1976  was  crowned  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  and 
Deputy  for  Quebec  (1976-1981).

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Paul  was  bom  in  Green- 
Street-Green,  Kent,  England  on  January 
28th,  1904.  In  1907  he  came  to  Canada 
with  his  parents  who  settled  in  the  Oak 
Lake,  Manitoba  area,  where  he  received 
his  education.  In  his  senior  year  of  High 
School  he  won  the  Governor-General’s 
Medal.  He  married  Gladys  Mabel  Beard 
on  September  14,  1945.  She  and  one 
daughter,  Jocelyn,  and  husband,  Ken,  and  2  grandsons,  Paul  and  Kurt, 
survive. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Paul  entered  into  service  with  the  Bank  of  Montreal  at  Oak 
Lake,  Manitoba  December  22nd,  1922.  After  various  transfers  he  retired 
as  Loan  Officer  at  the  Main  Branch,  Regina,  January  27th,  1968,  having 
served  the  bank  faithfully  for  some  45  years. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Paul  was  initiated  into  Masonry  in  Fabel  Lodge  No.  126, 
Minitonas,  Manitoba  on  January  2,  1929.  He  was  passed  and  raised  in 
February  and  March  of  the  same  year.  When  he  moved  to  Regina  he  af¬ 
filiated  with  North  West  Mounted  Police  Lodge  No.  11.

He  was  received  into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland, 
Regina,  on  May  6th,  1972.  He  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector- 
General,  33°,  September  7th,  1973  in  Vancover,  B.C. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Paul  served  as  Treasurer  of  the  Regina  Valley  for  many 
years.  He  also  held  the  same  Office  in  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  Be¬ 
cause  of  ill  health  he  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  responsibilities.  His 
knowledge  of  banking  proved  him  to  be  a  valuable  and  most  worthy 
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Treasurer.  For  many  years  he  worked  in  the  cast  of  the  4°  and  also  in  the 
31°.  His  ritualistic  work  was  outstanding. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Paul  was  a  faithful  member  of  his  church,  St.  Mary’s  An¬ 
glican  Church,  Regina.  He  served  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  church  for 
many  years  -  again  until  ill  health  prevented  him  from  continuing.  A 
memorial  service  was  held  on  Thursday,  September  25th,  at  2:30  p.m.  in 
the  same  church  in  which  he  worshipped  and  served.  Cremation  fol¬ 
lowed. 

In  his  passing  he  shall  be  mourned  as  a  devoted  Mason,  a  loyal  and 
lovable  Brother,  and  a  fine  Christian  gentleman.  When  he  was  elected  to 
receive  his  33°  he  made  this  comment:  “With  such  a  prosaic 
unglamorous  history  I  still  cannot  determine  why  I  was  selected  for  this 
high  honor’’  -  typical  evidence  of  his  humble  nature.  He  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  with  love  by  his  family,  his  Brethren,  and  his  many  friends. 

“Life’s  labor  done,

Jean  Kastick  of  Moose  Jaw;  two  brothers,

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Elis  Masonic  career  began  in  No.  3  Lodge  Moose  Jaw  where  he  was 
initiated  February  13,  1945,  passed  April  24,  1945  and  raised  May  22, 
1945.

Funeral  Services  were  held  in  W.  J.  Jones  Funeral  Chapel  con¬ 
ducted  by  Bishop  Robert  Ferguson.  Interment  was  in  the  family  plot  in 
Rosedale  Cemetery.  Following  the  interment  more  than  100  Masons  and 
friends  with  their  wives  and  families  gathered  at  the  Masonic  Temple  for 
lunch  and  a  social  time  to  pay  tribute  to  such  an  honored  Mason.

ILL  BRO  . CLARENCE  BRUCE  BELL,  33° 

“A  face  we  knew  has  vanished 
In  the  darkness  of  the  night; 

A  sturdy  soul  has  left  us 
For  the  realm  of  peace  and  light.” 

The  Masonic  Fraternity  in  Ottawa, 
Ontario  was  saddened  to  hear  of  the  pas¬ 
sing  of  one  of  its  esteemed  and  respected 
Members,  Ill. \Bro. '.Clarence  Bruce  Bell, 
33°,  following  a  protracted  illness,  on 
Wednesday,  September  24,  1986  in  Glebe 
Centre  Incorporated,  a  residence  for  se¬ 
nior  citizens. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Bell  was  a  man  of  high 
ideals,  a  great  humanitairan,  a  good  citi¬ 
zen,  a  Christian  gentleman.  He  is  affec¬ 
tionately  remembered  by  a  host  of  friends  as  one  who  went  about  doing 
good,  always  finding  time  to  give  counsel  and  advice  liberally.  His  par¬ 
ticipation  in  multiple  activities  made  him  an  interesting  personality. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Bell  was  born  in  Beaverton,  Ontario  on  October  23,  1894, 
the  second  of  a  family  of  four  girls  and  three  boys.  His  early  education 
was  in  the  local  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  and  later  in  the 
North  Bay  Model  School  from  which  he  received  his  initial  teacher’s 
certificate.  His  first  appointment  as  a  teacher  was  to  Swastika  in  1913. 

He  enlisted  during  World  War  I,  rose  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant  and 
proceeded  for  duty  overseas.  He  was  assigned  to  teach  in  Khaki  College 
in  Seaford.  This  was  an  educational  project  conducted  for  Canadian 
troops  in  England  in  1917.  Thousands  of  men  enrolled  in  voluntary 
night  classes  in  Canadian  camps.  As  an  educational  institution,  it  aimed 
to  equip  its  members  for  the  return  to  civilian  roles.  It  aimed  to  maintain 
a  healthy  morale  during  the  period  of  demobilization,  and  the  encour¬ 
agement  of  many  to  continue  their  academic  studies  which  otherwise 
might  have  been  abandoned. 

Upon  his  return  to  Canada,  Ill.'.Bro.’.Bell  graduated  from  Teachers’ 
College  and,  through  extramural  studies  and  attendance  at  summer 
courses,  obtained  his  B.A.  degree  from  Toronto  University.  In  1920  he 
came  to  Ottawa  and  was  assigned  to  Percy  Street  Public  School  by 
Ill.’.Bro.'.Dr.  John  H.  Putman,  33°,  Senior  Inspector.  In  1942  he  became 
the  science  master  in  the  Kent  Street  School  for  Higher  English  and  Ap¬ 
plied  Arts.  During  his  tenure  with  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Education,  he 
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served  as  principal  in  six  different  schools,  retiring  from  Alta  Vista  Inter¬ 
mediate  School  in  1959. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Bell  believed  in  and  practised  this  adage  once  stressed  in 
the  Ottawa  Public  Schools,  “Live  for  something.  Do  good  and  leave  be¬ 
hind  you  a  monument  of  virtue  which  the  storms  of  time  can  never  de¬ 
stroy.  Write  your  name  in  kindness,  love  and  mercy  on  the  hearts  of 
those  with  whom  you  come  in  contact,  day  by  day.  You  will  never  be  for¬ 
gotten.  Your  name,  your  deeds  will  be  as  legible  on  the  hearts  you  leave 
behind  as  the  stars  on  the  brow  of  evening.  A  good  deed  never  dies.” 

During  his  years  of  service,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Bell  organized  a  Teachers’  Life 
and  Accident  Insurance  plan,  was  Librarian  for  the  Teachers’  Institute, 
President  of  the  Men  Teachers’  Club  as  well  as  President  of  the  Athletic 
Association.  Upon  retirement  he  was  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Ontario  Public  School  Men  Teachers’  Federation.  He  had  a  genius 
for  organization  and  a  strong  capacity  for  administrative  planning.  He 
has  bequeathed  a  legacy  of  good  deeds  and  a  legion  of  happy  memories. 

As  a  member  of  Chalmers  Presbyterian  Church,  now  Dominion- 
Chalmers  United  Church,  he  served  as  President  of  the  Men’s  Associa¬ 
tion,  a  member  of  the  Minister’s  Committee,  the  Finance  Committee, 
Chairman  of  the  Church  Union  Committee,  and  Clerk  of  the  Session. 
True  to  every  obligation  and  faithful  in  performing  every  duty  assigned, 
his  name  will  long  remain  in  the  memory  of  his  many  friends. 

Ill.’.Bro.'.BeH’s  Masonic  career  was  one  of  outstanding  service  in  all 
the  Bodies  of  which  he  was  a  member.  He  was  initiated  in  Murray  Lodge 
No.  408  in  Beaverton  on  January  2,  1920.  Upon  coming  to  Ottawa,  he  af¬ 
filiated  with  Doric  Lodge  No.  58  on  January  7,  1921.  He  was  elected  Mas¬ 
ter  in  1941  and  Grand  Steward  in  1950.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Ottawa 
Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  where  he  served 
as  Most  Wise  Sovereign  in  1946.  In  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamil¬ 
ton,  he  received  the  32°  on  May  12,  1944.  On  October  14,  1952  he  was 
coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°.  Later  he  became  an  Of¬ 
ficer  in  Ottawa  Preceptory,  where  he  served  as  Secretary-Treasurer  for 
nine  years. 

In  1967  during  the  celebration  of  Canada’s  one  hundredth  birthday, 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Bell  was  awarded  the  Centennial  Medal  in  recognition  of  valu¬ 
able  service  rendered  to  the  nation. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Bell  married  Kay  Isabelle  MacGillivary  in  December  1923, 
a  kindergarten  teacher  and  sewing  directress  in  Percy  Street  School. 
They  lived  a  happy  life  and  enjoyed  their  family  ties.  In  the  summers 
they  travelled  extensively  in  Canada,  the  United  States,  England  and 
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Europe.  Personally  he  participated  in  golf,  bowling,  fishing,  curling  and 
skiing.  He  was  a  fervent  and  zealous  bridge  player. 

Ill.’.Bro.'.Bell  was  predeceased  by  his  wife  on  July  12,  1973.  The  mar¬ 
riage  was  blessed  with  two  sons,  Alan  D.  of  Ottawa  and  Robert  M.  of 
Burlington.  Among  the  mourners  are  the  wives  of  the  sons,  Norma  and 
Ethel,  sisters,  Anna  and  Isabel  of  Toronto,  four  grandchildren  and  three 
great-grandchildren. 

We  have  lost  a  Brother  who  moved  among  his  fellows  as  a  kind  and 
gentle  individual  possessing  a  sympathetic  understanding.  He  per¬ 
formed  with  modesty  in  his  spheres  of  activity,  and  fulfilled  every  duty 
as  a  Christian,  a  Freemason  and  an  exemplary  citizen. 

A  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  the  Hulse  and  Playfair  Funeral

Ill. '.Bro.' John  Muff,  33°  died  sudden¬ 
ly  at  Bissett  Creek,  Ontario,  as  a  result  of 
an  automobile  accident,  on  Friday,  Octo¬ 
ber  17,  1986.  He  was  returning  from  a 
hunting  trip  in  the  Deuxe  Rivieres  area. 

Born  February  17,  1923  at  Leeds, 
England,  Ill.’.Bro.'.Muff  was  retired  from 
the  position  of  Purchasing  Agent  for 
Atomic  Energy  of  Canada  Limited,  at 
Chalk  River,  Ontario,  which  he  had  held 
since  1952  when  he  advanced  from  the  po¬ 
sition  of  Purchasing  Assistant,  National 
Research  Council,  Ottawa. 

He  was  initiated  into  Atomic  Lodge 
No.  686,  G.R.C.  on  November  14,  1961 
and  progressed  through  the  various  chairs  to  Worshipful  Master  in  1969 
and  Lodge  Secretary  in  1971.  Following  the  loss  of  their  Lodge  Room  in 
a  disastrous  fire,  Ill.’.Bro.’.Muff  was  a  ‘key’  worker  in  the  rebuilding  and 
restoration  of  same,  and  at  the  dedication  of  the  new  premises  the  Grand 
Master,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  William  K.  Bailey,  recognized  this  fact 
by  making  Brother  Muff  a  Grand  Steward  at  the  ceremony  of 
rededication  in  1973. 

Our  Illustrious  Brother  served  as  a  Flight  Lieutenant  (pilot)  during 
the  Second  World  War,  being  awarded  the  1939-45  Star,  the  France-Ger- 
many  Star,  the  Burma  Star,  in  addition  to  being  mentioned  in 
despatches.

He  was  a  Noble  of  Ramses  Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S.,  Toronto. 
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A  Masonic  service  was  conducted  by  Atomic  Lodge  on  Sunday,  Oc¬ 
tober  19th,  and  the  funeral  was  held  in  Deep  River  Community  Church 
on  Monday,  October  20th  with  interment  in  the  Church  cemetery.

ILL  BRO  . WILFRID  HAROLD  WADDELL,  33° 

Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Wilfrid  Harold  Waddell,  33° 
died  at  Guelph  General  Hospital  on 
Thursday,  October  30,  1986  in  his  90th 
year.  Affectionately  known  by  his  many 
friends  as  Waddie,  he  leaves  a  host  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  fond  memories  of  his  warm 
personality,  his  ready  sense  of  humour, 
and  his  great  capacity  for  friendship  and 
good  fellowship. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Waddell  was  born  July  27, 
1897  to  a  North  Morington  Township  pio¬ 
neer  family  in  Perth  County,  Ontario.  He 
attended  Listowel  High  School,  and  Strat¬ 
ford  Normal  School. 

During  World  War  I  he  obtained  his 
Lieutenant’s  Commission  at  the  age  ol  21. 
In  World  War  II  he  served  as  a  Gunner  Corporal  and  Lieutenant  in  the 
R.C.F.A.(Res.)  in  Winnipeg.  From  1943  to  the  end  of  hostilities  he  served 
as  Adjutant  of  the  11th  Field  Regiment,  R.C.F.A.(Res.)  at  Guelph. 
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His  teaching  career  began  in  a  one-room  school  in  his  native 
County  of  Perth  following  his  discharge  from  the  Army  in  World  War  I. 
He  taught  in  Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba,  and  his  teaching  career 
closed  as  a  Professor  at  the  University  of  Guelph.  He  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Manitoba,  and  took  post-graduate  studies  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota. 

In  the  field  of  agrology  Professor  Waddell  made  significant 
contributions  to  research  during  his  association  with  the  Dominion 
Research  Laboratory  at  Winnipeg,  and  with  the  Department  of  Crop 
Science  at  the  University  of  Guelph.  He  worked  on  winter  wheat, 
developing  the  Kent  variety,  and  introduced  to  Ontario  the  very  popular 
variety  Cornell  595,  which  was  developed  at  Cornell  University.  During 
his  professional  career  he  was  closely  associated  with  the  Agricultural 
Institute  of  Canada,  the  Ontario  Institute  of  Agrologists,  and  the 
American  Association  of  Cereal  Chemists. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Waddell's  Masonic  journey  began  in  1948  when  he  was 
initiated  into  Waverley  Lodge  No.  361,  G.R.C.,  and  when  he  served  as 
Worshipful  Master  in  1957.  A  member  of  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  Guelph  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  he  was  Most  Wise  Sovereign  in 
1963.  He  became  a  member  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1961,  and 
was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°  at  Calgary  in  1971.

ILL  BRO  . CHARLES  MALCOLM  MacLEOD,  33° 

Following  a  short  illness  Ill.'.Bro.'.Charles 
Malcolm  MacLeod,  33°  died  in  Sidney, 
B.C.  on  the  6th  day  of  December,  1986. 

Ill.'.Bro. '.MacLeod  was  born  at 
Amhurst,  Nova  Scotia  on  the  3rd  of 
March,  1903.  He  attended  school  in 
Amhurst;  in  1924  graduated  in  law  from 
Dalhousie  University,  and  during  the 
same  year  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Nova  Scotia.  In  1925  Ill/.Bro.'.MacLeod 
moved  to  Alberta;  was  admitted  to  the  Al¬ 
berta  bar,  and  practised  law  at  Hanna,  Al¬ 
berta.  In  1928  he  moved  to  Edmonton  and 
continued  practising  law;  in  December 
1941  he  was  appointed  King’s  Counsel.  In 
1943  he  was  appointed  Official  Guardian

great  number  of  improvements  which  bettered  the  life  of  an  injured 
tradesman  or  worker.  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  suffered  a 
serious  loss  when  he  retired  in  1972,  at  which  time  he  left  Edmonton  to 
reside  in  Sidney.  B.C. 
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Ill.'.Bro.'.MacLeod  was  very  active  in  community  affairs.  In  1932  he 
was  President  of  the  Edmonton  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
subsequently  became  a  member  of  the  Senior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a 
position  he  held  for  many  years.  In  1936  he  was  President  of  the 
Edmonton  Cosmopolitan  Club,  and  from  1949  to  1953  was  President  of 
the  Edmonton  Council  of  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance.  From  1950  until

Ill.'.Bro.'.MacLeod  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  on  the  2nd  day 
of  June,  1926  in  Hanna,  Alberta  when  he  became  a  member  of  Hanna 
Lodge  No.  78  G.R.A.  On  July  7th,  1926  he  was  passed  to  the  second 
degree,  and  on  September  9th,  1926  was  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a 
Master  Mason.  Upon  moving  to  Edmonton  he  affiliated  with  Ivanhoe 
Lodge  No.  142  where  he  was  Worshipful  Master  in  1943.  He  was  the 
Grand  Senior  Deacon  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  and  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta.  He  was  also  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Netherlands  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Charles  Malcolm  MacLeod  received  the  4th  degree  on 
February  23rd,  1944  and  the  14th  degree  on  the  24th  day  of  February, 
1944  when  he  became  a  member  of  the  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
He  received  the  18th  degree  on  March  29th,  1945  in  Mizpah  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  Edmonton,  and  the  32nd  degree  on  October  31st,  1945  in 
Alberta  Consistory,  Edmonton.  Ill.'.Bro.'.MacLeod  was  T.P.G.M.  of  the 
Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1950-51,  and  M.W.S.  of  Mizpah 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1953-54.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°  at  Hamilton,  Ontario  on  the  1 1th  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1956. 

While  practising  law  in  Hanna,  Alberta  he  met  and  married  Mary 
Stanley,  who  is  still  active  and  living  in  Sidney,  B.C.  This  marriage  re¬ 
sulted  in  two  children,  Mrs.  Sandra  Sprague  of  Edmonton,  and  Mrs. 
Margot  Winspear  of  Dallas,  Texas.  Ill.'.Bro.’.MacLeod  had  five  grand¬ 
children  and  two  great  grandchildren. 

Ill.'.Bro.'.Charles  MacLeod  was  a  man  of  vision  and  very  well  re¬ 
spected  by  all  members  of  his  profession,  his  business  associates  across 
Canada,  and  by  his  many  friends  in  Alberta  and  British  Columbia. 

Following  a  very  well  attended  remembrance  service  at  Sidney 
United  Church,  Sidney,  B.C.,  his  body  was  cremated.  The  world  is  a  bet¬ 
ter  place  for  his  having  passed  this  way.

ILL  BRO.  JOHN  DOMONEY  ARMSTRONG,  33° 

Ill.*. Bro.' John  Domoney  Armstrong, 
33°  of  Enderby,  British  Columbia  died 
December  8,  1986. 

Ill.’.Bro.’Armstrong  was  born  No¬ 
vember  23,  1914  at  West  Summerland, 
British  Columbia,  his  grandparents  hav¬ 
ing  emigrated  to  Canada  from  Newcastle, 
England  in  1910.  He  attended  Elementary 
and  High  School  in  Summerland,  and 
started  his  career  with  Overwaitea  Stores 
there.  He  was  transferred  to  Ladysmith  in 
1937,  and  was  promoted  to  Assistant

Ill.'.Bro.’Jack  and  Merle  had  many  and  varied  interests  in  the 
community  which  they  enjoyed  together.  They  were  staunch  members  of 
the  Anglican  Church,  took  a  keen  and  active  interest  in  the  North 
Okanagan  Historical  Society,  were  always  willing  helpers  at  the 
Armstrong  Fair,  enjoyed  old  time  music  and  dances,  and  were  avid 
collectors  of  Historical  Memorabelia.

ILL  BRO  . EDWIN  ALEXANDER  GARDNER,  33° 

On  Sunday  morning,  December  21st, 
1986,  Ill.’.Bro.'. Edwin  Alexander  Gardner, 
33°  suffered  a  massive  heart  attack.  Medi¬ 
cal  assistance  arrived  on  the  scene  within 
minutes  and  an  ambulance  was 
dispatched  to  rush  him  to  hospital.  In 
spite  of  every  effort  by  the  emergency 
team  and  ambulance  staff,  Ill.’.Bro.’.Gardner 
responded  to  the  call  to  Higher  Service 
before  reaching  the  hospital. 

Eddie,  as  he  was  known  to  the  Breth¬ 
ren,  was  born  in  Pembroke,  Ontario  on 
July  14th,  1902.  He  received  his  public 
school  education  in  Ottawa,  and  gradu¬ 
ated  from  McGill  University  in  Montreal 
with  a  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Architecture. 

He  was  a  partner  in  the  Architectural  Firm  in  Ottawa  of  Burgess 
and  Gardner.  In  1940  he  joined  the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Service,  and 
in  1944  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  specializing  in 
the  design  of  Hospital  and  Rehabilitation  Centres  across  Canada.  In 
1946  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  1947;  was 
appointed  Assistant  Chief  Architect,  and  in  1952  was  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Chief  Architect.  As  such,  he  was  responsible  for  the  design 
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and  construction  of  all  public  buildings  in  Canada  and  in  the  Arctic 
regions. 

Among  his  many  contributions  to  Craft  and  Scottish  Rite  Masonry, 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Gardner’s  most  outstanding  mark  was  his  detailed  and  basic 
architectural  design  of  the  new  Ottawa  Masonic  Temple,  —  a  lasting 
monument  to  his  untiring  efforts.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in 
Lodge  No.  590  in  Ottawa  in  the  year  1928;  served  as  Worshipful  Master 
1937-38,  and  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  Grand  Steward  in  the  year  1975. 
Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Gardner  joined  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1944;  in  1945 
received  his  18°  in  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix;  served  as  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  in  1953-54;  and  joined  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in 
Hamilton  in  May  1953.  In  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  on  September  10th, 
1957,  Ill.’.Bro.’.Gardner  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General, 
33°.  He  was  active  and  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  efforts  to  many 
branches  of  Masonry,  including  the  establishment  of  the  Ottawa 
Consistory  of  which  he  became  the  second  Commander-in-Chief. 

He  was  active  in  community  work  and  his  wealth  of  Architectural 
knowledge  enabled  him  to  be  of  most  valuable  assistance  to  several  of 
the  Ottawa  projects.  He  was  a  very  active  member  of  Dominion- 
Chalmers  United  Church  in  Ottawa,  serving  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  many  years. 

Following  his  sudden  passing,  the  funeral  service  was  held  in  the 
Hulse  and  Playfair  Funeral  Chapel,  with  interment  in  Pinecrest 
Cemetery,  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Ill.’.Bro.'.Gardner  is  survived  by  his  widow, 
Florence  Victoria  Grace  Calvert  of  Ottawa.

ILL  BRO  . BOULTON  HUME  PRICE,  33° 

The  members  of  the  Valley  of  Barrie 
were  saddened  to  learn  of  the  death  on 
February  13,  1987  of  one  of  its  most  highly 
esteemed  members  in  the  person  of 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Boulton  Hume  Price,  33°  after  a 
short  illness  at  the  Trillium  Home  for  the 
Aged  in  Orillia. 

Our  Brother  was  born  October  9, 1890 
at  Price’s  Corners,  which  settlement  is 
named  after  his  family.  He  moved  to 
Orillia  in  1910.  After  graduating  from 
Orillia  Collegiate  Institute  he  attended  the 
Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  University 
of  Toronto,  where  he  completed  his 
formal  studies  in  1910.  After  the  required 
period  of  practical  experience  under 
supervision,  he  opened  a  drug  store  in 
Orillia  in  1919,  which  he  operated  until  he  retired  in  1957.  The 
neighbourhood  druggist  in  those  days  was  guide,  philosopher  and 
friend.  He  was  the  confessor  to  whom  people  brought  their  problems, 
major  and  minor.  They  came  for  first  aid,  help  in  time  of  accidents,  and 
advice  in  time  of  trouble.  All  these,  and  more,  Boe  dispensed  in  generous 
portion. 

In  the  1914-18  war  Boe  was  a  volunteer  for  General  Service.  He  was 
posted  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps. 
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Ill.'.Bro.’.Price  had  been  a  lifelong  lover  of  sports.  He  captained  the 
Collegiate  Football  Team  for  three  years.  He  became  interested  in 
baseball,  playing  the  position  of  catcher  and  of  first  baseman.  His  team 
advanced  to  the  Northern  Championship  in  1923,  and  went  on  to 
become  runners-up  for  the  Ontario  Championship. 

Hunting  and  fishing  have  been  all-absorbing  hobbies.  Originally 
with  the  famous  Red  Tams,  he  captained  the  Noganosh  Club  in  later 
years,  and  continued  to  be  one  of  Orillia's  most  ardent  sports  fishermen 
until  about  a  decade  ago. 

Ill/.Bro. ’.Price  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  energy  to  the  community. 
He  served  on  the  Orillia  Board  of  Education  from  1930  to  1939.  For  two 
years  he  served  on  the  first  Industrial  Commission  of  Orillia.  He  was 
one  of  those  dedicated,  service  minded  leaders  of  Orillia  who,  in  1955 
organized  and  became  Charter  Members  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Orillia.

Ill.'.Bro. ’.Gordon  Carlos  Kelly,  33° 
passed  away  on  Sunday,  June  28,  1987  in 
St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
after  a  lengthy  illness. 

Ill.’.Bro.’.Kelly  was  born  in  Hamilton, 
October  14,  1900,  son  of  the  late  Dr.
